The outlook still looks uncertain. It appears that March 
will be the low point for Class III prices for the year. One 
must identify the bottom before prices will improve. The 
Chicago Mercantile Exchange futures markets are expect¬ 
ing milk prices to improve thereafter. Still, there are many 
uncertainties including: 1) what impact will the Iraqi con¬ 
flict have on the dairy industry, 2) how long before this 
conflict will be resolved, 3) will consumer confidence im¬ 
prove thereafter, and 4) will U.S. business activity im¬ 
prove. This industry needs growth in the general econ¬ 
omy. 


Dairy Outlook 
By Ken Bailey, Penn State 

This week marks a turning point in the dairy price sup¬ 
port program. For the first time in many years, surplus 
butter, nonfat .dry milk and cheese-all three dairy prod- 
ucts-are moving into Commodity Credit Corporation 
(CCC) storage. For the week ending March 28, the CCC 
purchased 1,134,611 pounds of butter, 2,734,876 pounds 
of cheese, and 10,635,864 pounds of nonfat dry milk. 

The good news is that this movement of surplus inven¬ 
tory into the CCC will help support Class III and IV milk 
prices. The bad news is that this inventory in government 
storage will over hang the market, extending the period of 
low milk prices. 


Improving Pastures Increases Profits 

Lower your feed costs with good pasture management. 
If you want to make a profit from your pastures, you must 
think of yourself as a pasture farmer, putting the same 
amount of effort into establishing and managing your pas¬ 
tures as you would into any other crop. How many farm¬ 
ers would grow com, oats, or alfalfa with the same low 
level of soil fertility and low level of management that 
they use on their pastures? 

Serious weed and fertility problems must be taken care 
of before you intensify grazing pastures for profit. Many 
naturally growing forages are well adapted to your pasture 
and will give adequate yields which can be improved with 
proper fertilization and good grazing management. Even 
though we think of Quackgrass as a weed, it can be an 
excellent forage with high yields and crude protein values 
that may exceed 20%.

Frait Production Tips 

Take an inventory of pesticide sprays you anticipate 
using. Do you have enough? Has it been stored properly? 
If a material was exposed to freezing temperatures it may 
no longer be effective. If you have questions call the pesti¬ 
cide manufacturer, using the phone number listed on the 
label. 

Dormant oil sprays are very effective at reducing popu¬ 
lations of some tree fruit pests. April is a good time to 
spray fruit trees that were attacked during the growing 
season by aphids, mites and scale insects, like Lecanium 
and San Jose scale. (However, dormant oil sprays will 
bum open leaf and flower buds. If green tissue is showing, 
apply horticultural oil at the summer, 2%, rate). Spray 
trees thoroughly With a dormant oil spray, making sure 
that temperatures are expected to remain above freezing 
for the 24-hour period after spraying. It is only necessary 
to spray dormant oil one time. Never spray dormant oil 
within 10 days of using a sulfur-containing spray. 
Liquid lime sulfur is a safe and inexpensive material that 
can be sprayed on raspberry, blackberry, and blueberry 
plants prior to bud swell to prevent cane diseases. It 
should also he applie d to peach tree s when buds begin to 
swell but before green tissue is visible to help prevent 
peach leaf curl disease. Apply to plum trees at bud swell 
to prevent plum pockets disease. Liquid lime sulfur can 
also bum green tissue. If green tissue is showing, use cap- 
tan instead. 

Fireblight damage on apples and pears should be 
pruned out now. This will lessen the chance of spreading 
this bacterial infection in the spring. Bordeaux mix can be 
applied to apple and pear trees prior to bud swell to re¬ 
duce the incidence of fireblight. The last two years we had 
excellent conditions in mid-late April for fireblight infec¬ 
tions. Rainfall or morning dews, average temperatures 
around 60 degrees F. and open blooms' Be prepared to 
apply a preventative spray of Bordeaux mix to apple and 
pear trees at budswell to reduce the incidence of fireblight 
if fireblight has been a problem for you. Fruit plants and 
trees can be pruned now. Prune out the dead raspberry 
and blackberry canes that fruited last summer. Fall fruit¬ 
ing raspberries like "Heritage" can be mowed to the 
ground now. Prune small fruits and tree fruits when 
weather permits, but wait until bloom to prune peach 
trees. Orde* copies of EB 125, “Maryland Home Fruit 
Production Guide," and EB97, “Pruning Fruit Plants in 
Maryland,” from my office for more specific information. 
Remove and dispose of all rotted or fallen fruits from 
trees, vines and bushes This will help reduce the amount 
of disease inoculum and number of insect pests that over¬ 
winter and attack your orchard next spring. 

Most fruit plants are fertilized before new spring 
growth emerges. Strawberries are fertilized in July after 
harvesting. Blueberry plants are fertilized with ammo¬ 
nium sulfate. New research indicates that blueberries 
should be fertilized twice in the spring- % the total 
amount at bloom and % the total amount six weeks later. 
Peach trees require an annual early spring application of a 
balanced fertilizer. Be careful not to over-fertilize apple 
trees. It can lead to excessive, weak growth and promote 
disease and insect pest problems. If apple and pear trees 
are healthy, fruitful and making 12-18 inches of new shoot 
growth each year, they don’t need to be fertilized at all.

FARM SERVICE ANNOUNCES SIGNUP 


The Preston County Farm Service Agency announces 
that sign-up for the expanded Livestock Compensation 
Program (LCP)-II began April 1, and is scheduled to end 
in early June. This program is expanded to include addi¬ 
tional counties that were approved under a secretarial 
disaster designation or a presidential disaster declaration 
for damages and losses due to any natural disaster. The 
ar t also in cludes catfish as an eli gible commodity. 

Previously under LCP, a county must have been 
named as a primary county under a secretarial disaster 
designation between January 1 and Sept. 19, 2002, only 
for drought. The program has been expanded to make 
eligible any counties that were requested as primary disas¬ 
ter areas under a presidential or secretarial declaration by 
February 20, 2003, and were subsequently approved. 
Preston County has been included in the list of counties 
with Primary Disaster Declarations in calendar year 2001 
and/or 2002. 

Livestock destroyed in the February 2003 snowstorm 
are eligible for payment under LCP-II if they meet the 
following criteria. The livestock must have been owned 
for a minimum of 90 calendar days and June 1, 2002, is 
within the 90-day period. Livestock are eligible for pay¬ 
ment regardless for the reason of loss after June 1, 2002. 

To be eligible for LCP-II assistance, a producer's live¬ 
stock operation headquarters must be physically located 
in a county with a qualifying disaster designation. Eligible 
livestock are cattle, sheep, goats, buffalo, and catfish. 
Contiguous counties are not eligible for LCP-II. Payments 
will be based on losses per head or number of eligible live¬ 
stock and catfish. 

To enroll in Livestock Compensation Program-II or to 
obtain further infonfifctfon, persorti may visit the Farm 
Service Agency located in the Comer Mall of the King- 
wood Plaza or telephone 304-329-1923. Applications may 
also be obtained by fax at 304-329-3056. To file by tax, 
producers must have a valid Form FSA-237 on file with 
FSA.

Bear Task Force Makes Final 
Recommendations To Gov. 


Area Sunday 

1 Careless smoking has 
been determined to be the 
cause of a fire that de¬ 
stroyed S' two-slory tifnbei 
pole bam near Finzel Sun¬ 
day night. 

Volunteer firefighters 
from the Eastern Garrett, 
Grantsville, Frostburg, 
Shaft, Goodwill, Midland, 
and Salisbury, Pa., fire de¬ 
partments were summoned 
to the property of Jason 
Creveling, 1054 Pea Ridge 
Road between Finzel and 
Lonaconmg at 10:27 p.m 
The structure was hilly en¬ 
gulfed in flames upon their 
arrival. 

According to a report 
from the Maryland State 
Fire Marshal's Office, the 
fire originated in the interior 
of the bam and was caused 
accidentally by "careless 
smoking " The loss to the 
structure has been estimated 
to be $30,000, while the loss 
of contents has not yet been 
determined. 

Some 35 volunteers re¬ 
sponded to the scene and 
brought the fire under con-

The Maryland Black 
Bear Task Force presented 
its final report to Governor 
Robert Erhlich recently. 

-The 12-citizen group, ap¬ 
pointed over a year ago by 

then-Govemor Parris Glen- 
dening, has been hosting 
monthly discussions to 
"identify important values 
to consider for bear man¬ 
agement, and to consider 
input from individuals and 
groups that may have dispa¬ 
rate opinions on bear man¬ 
agement " 

The report features the 
task force's recommenda¬ 
tions that Erhlich and the 
DNR will take under con¬ 
sideration as they formulate 
their policy decisions on the 
management of the species. 

THE HUNTING ISSUE 

As expected, the issue 
that most divided the task 
force was bear .bunting By 
a 60 percent majority vote 
the task force voted to rec¬ 
ommend a limited bear 
hunt as part of an approach 
to target nuisance bears and 
to achieve a targeted popu¬ 
lation objective. That rec¬ 
ommendation came al¬ 
though the public com¬ 
ments solicited by the group 


indicated an opposition 
voice of over 4 to 1 in the 
more than 500 comments 
received. The task force 
"reviewed and rnptnUrmi 
alt public comment before 
finalizing its recommenda¬ 
tions to the DNR,’ com¬ 
mented task force chairman 
Tom Mathews 

Despite the opposition, 
the report stressed that 
"black bear hunting should 
be considered only after an 
acceptable plan [has been 
adopted] that establishes 
and documents its need as a 
wildlife management tool to 
achieve a desired bear popu¬ 
lation objective." 

If a bear hunting pro¬ 
gram is not initiated, the 
task force recommended the 
following courses of action: 

•Have the state provide 
100 percent compensation 
for eligible bear damage 
claims. The group suggested 
that DNR submit a request 
to the General Assembly for 
a $50,000 annual appropria¬ 
tion from the state's Gen¬ 
eral Fund as a source of 
funding for bear damage 
compensation.

U.S. Army Specialist 
Alexander J. Tressler, son 
of Oakland residents Ken 
and Beth Tressler, is today 
overseas at an undisclosed 
location, most likely near or 
in Baghdad, Iraq. While 
many soldiers have been 
unable to contact family 
members, Tressler has been 
able to do so with the help 
of embedded Italian report¬ 
ers currently with his unit. 

With the help of the 
news crew, Tressler has not 
only been able to e-mail his 
family, but also to send pic¬ 
tures specifically for publi¬ 
cation in The Republican, 
and to talk with his parents, 
his brother Geoffrey, and 
his sister Kelly via a satellite 
telephone, also owned by 
the reporters. 

Initially stationed at 
Hohenfels Base in Ger¬ 
many, Tressler was de¬ 
ployed to Kuwait's Camp 
Udori in February. 

"Alex called us at 2:30 
a.m. (our time) the night 
before the war began," said 
his mother Beth. "He 
seemed very calm - we 
were extremely anxious. He 
said they were passing 
around a satellite phone and 
telling the troops to call 
home." 

The Tresslers didn’t hear 
from their son for one week. 
He then called again to tell 
them he had completed an 
85-hour convoy trip and 
was located at an unspeci-

Viiq. TfBSKT Is an Mr traffic 
controller, and called his 
parents from the air tower 
where he was stationed. 

"We actually knew more 
about the war than he did," 
Beth said. "We've been 
glued to the TV watching 
the progress." 

Over the last couple 
weeks, the soldier has been 
able to call home several 
times, his mother said. The 
embedded reporters from 
Italy have allowed the sol¬ 
diers to use their phone and 
computer. They also took 
the photos printed in today's 
issue and sent home via 
their computer equipment. 

As for daily living, 
Tressler said the MREs 
(Meals Ready to Eat) leave 
a lot to be desired and he

Roads Department r s FY f 04 Budget Man Slightly 


"About The Same As Last Year" 


Superintendent Fred 
Polce of the county's Roads 
Department reviewed his 
FY 2004 budget with the 
Garrett County commis¬ 
sioners this week. "The op¬ 
erating budget is about the 
same as last year," Polce 
said. 

Not including labor and 
benefits, operating costs in 
2004 are expected to be 
$6,024,712. Some expenses 
from FY '03, however, have 
been reallocated in '04. 

The five-year capital 
budget for FY '04 is 
$1,841,863, which is a 2.9 
percent increase compared 
to '03. Nearly $914,000 will 
be spent on county bridges, 

. 'It of 

the Merrill bridge and paint¬ 
ing the Savage River and 
Swallow Falls bridges. 

The remaining capital 
funds will be used to pur¬ 
chase equipment, such as 
three new crew cab pickups. 
"This high-maintenance 
winter took its toll on equip¬ 
ment," said Polce, adding 
that the pickups ran basi¬ 
cally 24 hours a day for 
much of the winter. 

Winter also took a toll on 
Polce's FY '03 overtime 
budget, which as of Tues¬ 
day morning was $141,000 
over projected costs. The 
deficit will probably in¬ 
crease "a few thousand" dol¬ 
lars more because of this 
week's ice storm, he added. 

Disaster funds from the 
Federal Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency (FEMA) 
will help defray the deficit. 


The funding will be award¬ 
ed to Garrett and other 
Maryland counties that 
were affected by the Presi¬ 
dents' Day blizzard. FEMA 
will provide reimbursement 
to state and local govern¬ 
ment agencies for 75 per¬ 
cent of the total eligible 
costs of equipment, con¬ 
tracts, and personnel over¬ 
time related to emergency 
services in dealing with the 
snow during a 48-hour pe¬ 
riod. 

Polce calculated that his 
department's share of the 
funding was "around" 
$124,000. He has submitted 
that figure to Brad Frantz, 
director of Garrett County 
kiMMucnteat. 
who is overseeing FEMA 
funding for the county. 
Frantz will then submit that 
figure, along with the mu¬ 
nicipalities' costs, to FEMA. 

Once roads are cleared of 
downed trees from this 
week's ice storm, the super¬ 
intendent said he would like 
to get started on paving pro¬ 
jects. The first road slated is 
Pigs Ear. To help with fu¬ 
ture paving, a new paving 
roller will be purchased in 
FY 04. 

"The rest of the budget 
dictates the paving budget," 
explained Commissioner 
Ernie Gregg. "As we have 
money available, we use it 
to budget paving.” 

Polce reviewed his three- 
year road plan for the com¬ 
missioners. About 107 miles 
are Expected to be repaired

The results of an eight year study comparing four types of 
blood pressure medicines were publisried in a recent issue of Vw 
Journal of the American Uedkal Association. Researchers 
umcioded that aff four of the mecSdne types tested including 
diuretics, were effective in towering food pressure. However, 
researchers discovered that the diuretics (sometimes caled 
wafer pits) were the least expensive of the four types and were 
more effective in preventing one or more forms of cardwvascular 
disease. The research group concluded that diuretics should be 
considered first by physicians when dmgs are prescribed for high 
bloc* pressure.

Locally, WIC panid- 
pants snend approximately 
$600,000 in food purchases 
annually in grocery stores, 
helping to stimulate the lo¬ 
cal economy.

•Discontinue the sale of 
Black Bear Conservation 
Stamps as a revenue- 
generating program for the 
bear damage compensation 
program. "The present in¬ 
vestment in this program 
(time, energy, manpower, 
and materials) is greater 
than the revenue gener¬ 
ated," the report stated. 

•Discontinue the use of 
hunting license revenues as 
the primary funding source 
for bear management. 

OTHER ITEMS 

Some of the other high¬ 
lights of the report included 
the following recommenda¬ 
tions: 

•Black bears are a valued 
and valuable natural re¬ 
source, and efforts should 
be made to conserve both 
the species and the habitats 
that sustain it. 

•Maintain black bear 
populations at levels where 
people can accept and live 
compatibly with this spe¬ 
cies. 

•Aggressively teach resi¬ 
dents and tourists what they 
can do to minimize conflicts 
with bears. 

•Allow individuals to kill 
problem bears under certain 
circumstances. 

•Conduct a public atti¬ 
tude survey to determine 
the perceptions and desires 
of people concerning bean 
and to enable the public to 
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provide input on the bear 
management program. 

•Use revenue from bear 
hunting licenses, permits, 
and any other direct sources 
relating to bears to fund the 
bear management program. 
If a bear hunting program is 
initiated, the task force rec¬ 
ommends that the state of 
Maryland no longer provide 
monetary compensation to 
landowners for bear dam¬ 
age. 

•Develop an emergency 
plan to be implemented in 
the event of a black bear 
attack on a human. 

•Encourage the General 
Assembly to authorize new 
avenues of fonding that 
would be directed to the 
DNR for the purpose of 
black bear management, 
research, education, habitat 
protection, and conflict 
resolution. 

“This was a tremendous 
opportunity to learn about 
the species, from an biologi¬ 
cal, ecological and social 
perspective,” Mathews said. 
“While we did not always 
share the same opinions, the 
members and I gained valu¬ 
able insight from each oth¬ 
ers’ perspectives."

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LISTEN TO THE QUIET VOICES... 

By David Foster 

The world has been very loud of late, with a cacoph¬ 
ony of bombs in Baghdad and angry voices in the streets 
of America and across the world. Sometimes, however, 
ifs the quiet voices that have the most to say. 

"Please tell the Americans not to stop..." 

In watching the ever-present news coverage of the war, 
one of the single most frightening image 1 saw came on 
the first Sunday, March 23, four days after the fighting 
began — yet, in a turn that seems symbolic of the twists of 
what has been happening, that one incident helped clarify 
matters for many people I know. Live footage showed a 
mob of hundreds of Iraqi men running to and fro along 
the banks of the river in Baghdad, shooting their auto¬ 
matic weapons widly into the water and setting reeds on 
the rivetbank on fire in an attempt to smoke out an 
American pilot that was rumored to have parachuted 
from his downed plane into the river. It was horrific to 
see; "Are these people animals?" 1 asked myself. "What 
are we getting into?" Those questions bothered me all day. 

That night, when I tuned my shortwave radio into the 
BBC newscast from London to get its perspective on the 
day's events, the network ran an interview with a foreign 
journalist who was on the rivetbank that morning. I didn't 
get her name (she sounded Asian), but she said that in the 
hustle-bustle of the crowd she had gotten separated from 
her "minders," those ever-present Iraqi snoops who trailed 
all reporters everywhere. Embedded in the crowd, she 
said it wasn't long before people around her realized that 
she was on her own, and she said people began sidling up 
to her and poking her with their elbows saying, "This is 
not Iraq," "Now you see what we've been living with all 
these years," and "Please tell the Americans not to stop — 
PlcaseYeep'the Americans coming to save Tisfrom This” 
She said she lost count after awhile of the numbers of peo¬ 
ple who whispered these and other pleas to her. 

"Where do they get young men like this?" 

The Internet is a dubious source, as best, to find accu¬ 
rate information, especially if it comes as an anecdote. 
The following was posted on the Web two weeks ago, and 
I've tried but have been unable to get confirmation from 
CNN that this incident actually happened; however, 
knowing my soldier stepson and his Army buddies, I have 
no doubt that even if it didn't actually occur, it could have 
happened exactly as described here — many times over. 

"Martin Savidge of CNN, embedded with the 1st Ma¬ 
rine battalion, was talking with four young Marines near 
his foxhole this morning (April 2) live on CNN. He had 
been telling the story of how well the Marines had been 
looking out for and taking care of him since the war 
started. He went on to tell about the many hardships the 
Marines had endured since the war began and how they 
all look after one another. He turned to the four and said 
he had cleared it with their commanders and they could 
uae his video phone to call home. 

^ "Hk J#-year-old h^u^ne nekt to him aaked Manta-if 
he would *llpjv his ptaoon serttfcsant to use fils call to call 
ms pregnant wife back home whom he had not been aMe 
to talk to in three months. A stunned Savidge 1 who was 
visibly moved by the request shook his head, and the 
young Marine ran off to get the sergeant. 

"Savidge recovered after a few seconds and turned back 
to the three young Marines still sitting with him and asked 
which one of them would like to call home first, the Ma¬ 
rine closest to him responded without a moment's hesita¬ 
tion, 'Sir, if ifs all the same to you we would like to call 
the parents of a buddy of ours, Lance Cpl. Brian Buesing 
of Cedar Key, Florida, who was killed on 3-23-03 near 
Nasiriya to see how they are doing.' 

"At that, Martin Savidge totally broke down and was 
unable to speak. All he could get out before signing off 
was, 'Where do they get young men like this7"

Also posted on tire Worid Wide Web recently: "When 
in England at a fairly large conference, Colin Powell was 
asked by the Archbishop of Canterbury if our plans for 
Iraq were just an example of empire building by George 
Bush. He answered by saying that, 'Over the years, the 
United States has sent many of its fine young men and 
women into great peril to fight for freedom beyond our 
borders. The only amount of land we have ever asked for 
in return is enough to bury those that did not return!' 

"It became very quiet in the room." 

"7f was horrible — but it had to be done." 

A final voice comes from my Aunt Ada, whom my 
family buried yesterday in Berkeley Springs, W.Va., after 
her sudden and unexpected death at the age of 78. The 
young woman who grew up as one of nine children on a 
Missouri dairy farm volunteered to become an Army 
nurse when World War 11 broke out. As the war ground 
down and it became clear that the U.S, was likely going to 
invade Japan in a D-Day like amphibious assault, and 
that thousands of American soldiers would be killed in the 
effort, she was assigned to a hospital ship. That ship was 
slated to be the first medical ship to go in at the time of 
the first wave of assaults on Tokyo, and was stuffed foil of 
bags of blood in every nook and cranny, according to my 
aunt. Many young Americans were preparing to die. 

Thankfiilly, said my Aunt Ada — who was there, re¬ 
member — our scientists were able to complete their work 
on the atomic bomb, and we used it twice to bring a fool¬ 
ishly stubborn Japan to the surrender table. Her medical 
group was immediately detailed to Hiroshima, where she 
spent several months tending to the wounded.

of penalties for the medical 
use of marijuana and the 
installation of cameras to 
monitor nursing home care. 

Legislation set to reform 
the state's largest nonprofit 
health insurance also made 
a hurried, but successful trip 
through the Legislature, 
passing on Monday night, 
the last day of the session. 
On March 5, Maryland In¬ 
surance Commissioner Ste¬ 
ven B. Larsen denied 
CareFirst BlueCross Blue- 
Shield's bid to convert to a 
for-profit company and be 
sold to WellPoint Health 
Networks in California. The 
House and Senate then al¬ 
most immediately intro¬ 
duced similar bills aimed at 
reforming the non-profit 
company. 

"We're all trying to do 
the same thing - clean 
house and reform the 
(company) board. We want 
board members who are en¬ 
gaged," said Delegate Shane 
Pendergrass, D-Howard, 
sponsor of the House bill. 

After a 15-month investi¬ 
gation, Larsen ruled the 
conversion and subsequent 
acquisition of the company 
was not in the public inter¬ 
est. The bill, approved by 
both chambers, sets up a 
nominating committee that 
would be responsible for 
selecting the 12 board mem¬ 
bers. 

The ‘ governor, House 
speaker, and Senate presi¬ 
dent will appoint the com¬ 
mittee. The bill also sets 
salaries for board members, 
and an oversight committee 
to monitor the company. 

While the CareFirst legis¬ 
lation was put on a fast 
track, persistence was the 
key for two vigorously de- 
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bated bills that made it to 
the governor's desk for the 
first time in four tries. 
In an effort to prevent eld¬ 
erly abuse in nursing 
homes, lawmakers passed a 
bill that establishes guide¬ 
lines for nursing homes to 
set up cameras in residents' 


"I think it's something 
that is really needed. Cam¬ 
eras are legal and you just 
need guidelines for their 
use. That's all this bill does 
and people understood 
that," said Delegate Marilyn 
Goldwater, D-Montgom- 
ery, bill sponsor and a regis¬ 
tered nurse. 

Former Delegate Sue 
Hecht, D-Frederick, had 
introduced the legislation, 
dubbed Vera's law, for three 
years. It's named for her 
mother, who was the victim 
of verbal abuse while resid¬ 
ing in a "well-respected" 
Frederick nursing home. 
Hecht said she believes the 
legislation passed this year 
because of Goldwater's sup¬ 
port. 

Goldwater's experience 
as a nurse and the fact that 
she was a member of 
the committee that heard 
the bill helped push it 
through, said Hecht. 

"Again, Maryland is the 
leader in a lot of issues. I’m 
very excited for families and 
people whose homes are 
nursing homes," Hecht 
added. 

The bill now awaits the 
governor’s signature. 

The fourth year was the 
charm for a medical mari¬ 
juana bill that has also 
made it to the governor's 
desk. This bill lessens the 
penalties for chronically ill 
patients caught with mari¬ 
juana. The governor said he 
is leaning toward signing 
the bill.

"Sometimes this can 
cause a shift in the num¬ 
bers," Forrester said.

We also rated 
very high in the internal 
consistency study, which 
means we are consistent 
across the county, and I at¬ 
tribute this to the teachers." 

Forrester explained that 
the internal consistency 
study shows that it doesn’t 
matter what teacher a child 
has or what school he/she 
attends, the child will re¬ 
ceive a consistent education 
across the board. 

"We still have a way to 
go," Forrester said.

Continued from Page A-2 
reporting fees for busi¬ 
nesses.

You know, I have to give Joel Schumacher, Larry 
Cohen, and the producers of Phone Booth credit for trying 
something different. It may be stupid, but at least it’s dif¬ 
ferent. Set almost entirely on a Manhattan street comer 
and shot almost entirely in real time, this movie is full of 
Schumacher’s slick, innovative directing techniques, and 
features excellent work by fast-rising actor Colin Farrell, 
who continues his emergence as the newest household 
name in Hollywood. I’d love to love this film But 
Cohen’s script is just so full of holes, it’s impossible. 

Farrell plays New York publicist Stu Shepard, who 
thinks he’s God’s gift to everyone. Walking around Times 
Square followed by his lap-dog assistant (Keith Nobbs), 
who really does most of the work, he makes calls from his 
cell phone and lies to one client after another, promises 
things he cannot deliver, tells people what they want to 
hear for the purpose of furthering his own agendas, and 
tries to cheat on his wife Kelly (Radha Mitchell) with a 
comely young actress named Pam (Katie Holmes), who 
has succeeded so far (with some difficulty) in keeping him 
at arm’s length. But one day when he’s just finished call¬ 
ing Pam from his favorite phone booth on the comer of 
53rd & 8th streets, the phone rings and he picks it up. On 
the other end is the calm voice of a stranger (Kiefer Suth¬ 
erland) who seems to have some grudge against him. Be¬ 
fore Stu can hang up, the anonymous caller tells him he’s 
watching from a high window in one of the surrounding 
buildings, he’s fed up with Stu’s selfish behavior, and he’s 
got him in the sights of his high-powered rifle. To prove 
he’s not kidding around, he shoots a bystander (which not 
only attracts police attention but also makes it look like 
Stu is the perpetrator), and proceeds to threaten, annoy, 
and terrorize Stu for the remainder of the film. 

—-_Thu. could be a very dever premise, and Farrell and 

Schumacher do their absolute best to make it considerably 
effective despite the overriding lack of credibility inherent 
in the concept. Farrell, inhabiting center screen for nearly 
every second of the movie, sweats, bleeds, pleads, stag¬ 
gers, swaggers, bluffs, and cries his way through an hour 
and change, forcing us to live through it with him, and 
director Schumacher captures and keeps our attention 
with quick editing, interesting angles and fisheye lenses, 
split screens, and picture-in-picture composition that al¬ 
lows us to witness two, three, or even four things at once, 
all happening simultaneously. These techniques become 
even more ingenious once the police have the phone 
booth surrounded, and the lead negotiator (Forest 
Whitaker) is attempting to talk to Stu while he is still on 
the phone, and Kelly shows up, and Pam shows up, and 
everybody thinks he’s the one who killed the guy 
sprawled out on the street. Why would this man refuse to 
hang up the phone when ordered to do so at gunpoint? I 
mean, even a call from Britney couldn’t be that important. 

But 1 think it’s that moment, when Whitaker arrives, 
that the story loses its last vestige of credibility. Even dis¬ 
missing the fact that Stu could have hung up and run after 
the first 2 minutes and probably avoided being shot, there 
are just too many things we have to swallow to make this 
idea work. It would be so easy, on so many occasions, for 
him to communicate what is going on to the cops. It 
should be so easy for them to figure it out for themselves 
after a few minutes. 1 don’t care how well the shooter can 
see him through his sniper scope; Stu has a hundred op¬ 
portunities to escape or to communicate through gestures, 
sign language, body English, whatever, but he’s forced to 
stand there simply because Cohen’s script tells him to. 
What’s more, the killer’s motives are self-contradictory. 
He says he’s trying to get Stu to finally tell the truth to 
everyone he’s deceived, but he forces him to lie to the 
cops and emits satisfied chuckles when they are faked out. 
He says he wants to vindicate Kelly and Pam, but then he 
threatens to shoot them too. He actually utters the line, 
“You are guilty of inhumanity toward your fellow 
man”—after he’s killed an innocent bystander! 

Of course the argument could be made that this is just 
a crazy psycho madman who can’t be reasoned with, but 
that’s not the way he’s being portrayed. The words he 
uses, the way Sutherland reads his lines, and the way 
Schumacher makes him sound, it’s clear he’s supposed to 
be one of these genius killers, smarter than anyone in his 
vicinity, charming, well-bred, and diabolical to the last, 
like Hannibal Lecter But Hannibal would never hatch 
such a sloppy scheme, and he would never be allowed to 
perpetrate it for so long. And that brings me to my final 
complaint: the dumb cop syndrome. This is another one 
of those c!ich£d stories where the killer is smart and the 
cops are stupid. While Sutherland is laughing maniacally 
and watching from his dark window, Whitaker is standing 
there with a confused look on his face, unable to put the 
pieces together, and all the numerous officers, negotiators, 
and bystanders continue to labor under the wrong impres¬ 
sion despite an abundance of confounding evidence. Far¬ 
rell’s behavior is that of a desperate man pleading for his 
life; if we can see that, then those around him would be 
able to see that too. If we’re supposed to accept that they 
all think he’s the killer, then he and Schumacher and 
Cohen should have altered his behavior to reflect that. 

As I said, this movie is different, and that wins points in 
my book. Director Schumacher, admired for Falling 
Down, reviled for Batman A Robin , and admired again for 
Tigerland (which starred Colin Farrell), employs his subtle 
talent and his incredible eye for composition to the ut¬ 
most, giving the film an artistic presentation which makes 
a big difference in how fun it is to sit through. Even 
Cohen’s script is clever and inventive in its simplicity, an 
old-fashioned static thriller that dispenses with car chases 
and fiery explosions for simple sweaty tension. But proba¬ 
bly the most important element of any effective thriller is 
believability of the premise—and I’m afraid on that score 
Cohen just didn’t make all the right calls

After 3 months, 95% of those who 
took the omega fatty add combination indi¬ 
cated that their symptom* had improved.

And be sure 
it has its original glass diermos intact 

Griffith points out that designs are 
abo extremely importaat Lunch box¬ 
es depicting hit TV shows and film 
stars are among the most popular. For 
example, a check of the 1,000-phis 
lunch boxes available last week on 
eBay revealed dozens of desirable 
classics, including a Rat Patrol, 1967, 
$650; Bullwinkle & Rocky, 1962,

researchers aren't exactly sure. Cats 
do show lerritorialism in several 
ways, such as leaving dieir scent 
traces throughout an area aad chal¬ 
lenging strange cats (or dogs) passing 
through. 

A person who has two cats may 
notice the pair chasing each other 
through the bouse or even leaping on 
each other, though then daws aren't 
oat and they aren't really hissiag at 
each other. On the other hand, some 
cats hiss loudly, spit and claw at each 
other if diey area'! kept on their 
respective sides of the bouse. You may 
also see one cat taking a toy or teat 
away from another. 

These are all facets of dominance of 
one cat over another. But jealousy 
really isn't a factor, except in the fleet¬ 
ing events of the preaeaL If a cat feels 
jealousy at all, it probably only lasts 
for a few seconds. How die cat reacts 
to that feeling depends on its standing 
in the household. For example, if your 
female tabby is curled ap beside you 
on the couch, your female calico 
might want to do the same diiag — but 
only because the tabby Is there. If the 
calico is not dominant, she will jaaip 
up and try to carl ap beside yoa with- 
oat distarbing tba other cat If she Is 
dominant, she may try to drive the oth¬ 
er cat away.

Hickory's Heavens 
by James R. Hart, teacher 

"A Korean fable tells of the underground kingdom of 
Gamag Nara, whose only light was provided by huge 
campfires. When the king of this dim land learned that 
the world above was illuminated by great lights in the sky, 
he sent his strongest and most stubborn fire dog to fetch 
them. 

"When the dog reached the outer world, he leaped into 
the night sky and bit into the Moon, but couldn't pull it 
down. Finally, a piece of it broke off in his mouth. He 
tried again and broke off another piece. After a time, his 
mouth froze from all the icy pieces of Moon he had bitten 
off. By the time the dog's mouth was thawed, the Moon 
had grown back to fullness. The dog, being very stubborn, 
leapt up and tried again. And so the cycle continues to 
this day." 

This myth is from the planetarium show titled "Lunar 
Odyssey" and is just one of many stories about the Moon. 
Thu month the third grade students visiting the planetar¬ 
ium are seeing why the Moon really changes its shape. As 
the Moon revolves around the Earth it waxes and wanes. 
A waxing Moon means we will see increasing amounts of 
it from one night to the next. A waning Moon means we 
will see decreasing amounts of the Moon. The students 
attempt to predict the position the Moon will be in and 
what it will look like over the period of one month. 

In addition to learning the names of all eight phases, 
the students also use models to discover the reasons for 
the Moons' changing appearance. A student uses a 100 
watt light bulb as the Sun, his or her head as the Earth, 
and a two-inch Styrofoam ball glued to a pencil. The stu¬ 
dent is then instructed to revolve the Moon model around 
the "Earth" to simulate the waxing and waning Moon. 

The students enjoy using the models to duplicate the 
Moon's phases. The models are also helpful in under¬ 
standing why solar and lunar eclipses occur. The students 
have riot of ftm ’wttft the models and are disappointed 
when they learn they can't take them home. They are en¬ 
couraged to make their own models.

ANNAPOLIS - Gov. 
Robert Ehrlich claimed vic¬ 
tory when a compromise 
charter school bill passed in 
the waning hours of the 
General Assembly session 
Monday, but much of the 
rest of his education agenda 
remained undone. In the 
end, Ehrlich's proposal to 
revamp the troubled Charles 
H. Hickey Jr. School 
stalled, and he is still strug¬ 
gling to find money to fund 
sweeping public school re¬ 
forms over the next several 
years. 

Nevertheless, the gover¬ 
nor emeiged smiling from a 
late-night negotiating ses¬ 
sion on charter schools, 
telling reporters that top 
lawmakers had reached a 
deal he would sign into law. 
The charter school bill al¬ 
lows local boards of educa¬ 
tion to approve essentially 
private schools that use pub¬ 
lic ftinds. The .measure 
passed the Senate, 33-4, and 
the House, 98-30. 

"We just got a lot done in 
there in 20 minutes," Ehr¬ 
lich said after meeting with 
lawmakers. "This is a con¬ 
tentious issue, and ifs time 
we move on the bill." 

At issue Monday night 
was how many authorities 
should have the power to 
grant charters to schools. 
Ehrlich's original proposal, 
which was diluted in com¬ 
mittee, would have given 
that power to multiple 
groups, including local 
school boards, state school 
boards, and public colleges 
and universities. The com¬ 
promise leaves most of the 
authority with local boards, 
but allows the state Board of 
Education to grant charters 
on appeal and serve as a 
mediator between the appli¬ 
cants and county officials. 
The agreement seemed to 
please lawmakers who have 
worked to pass charter 
school legislation for the 
past several years. Delegate 
John Leopold, R-Anne 
Arundel, said the final vote* 
marked "die end of a 5-year 
battle" 

"It does satisfy some of 
the state board's wishes," 
added Bill Reinhard, a 
spokesman for the state De¬ 
partment of Education. 
"Although it does not give 
(state board members) direct 
authority, it does satisfy 
an appeal." 

Some weren't as con¬ 
vinced the following morn¬ 
ing, but they agreed to 
work with the measure, 
anyway. 

"I would rather have had 
a strong law, but this is 
what we have," said 
Joni Gardner, president of 
the Maryland Charter 
School Network. "It's not 
ideal, it's not even dose to 
ideal. It's what we got." 

Meanwhile, the gover¬ 
nor's plan for the Charles H. 
Hickey Jr. School in Balti¬ 
more County would have 
allowed the Department of 
Education to oversee in¬ 
structional programs for 
about 250 juvenile offenders 
there, taking over for the 
Florida-based contractor 
Youth Services Interna¬ 
tional. The money would 
have paid for upgrades, per¬ 
sonnel and new resources at- 
the state detention center, 
more than tripling the $1.9 
million spent annually. 

A 31-page review of the 
school last year, issued by 
the state Department of Ed¬ 
ucation, indicated educa¬ 
tional services there are not 
up to Maryland standards. 
Considering the state's 
budget woes, both chambers 
agreed unanimously to de¬ 
lay the transfer of the 
Hickey School until July 
2004. Ehrlich vowed Tues¬ 
day to find binding next 
year. 

"It will be in our 
budget," he said. "We cam¬ 
paigned on it, and we're 
very serious about it" 

Ehrlich's other educa¬ 
tion-related setback this 
session was watching a 
House panel dump his plan 
to tie slot machine revenue 
to increased binding for 
public schools. Last year, 


about $1.3 billion. The 
Thornton recommendations 
are funded in the 2004 
budget, but Ehrlich said 
officials need to study the 
proposal over the next sev¬ 
eral months and decide 
whether the state should 
prolong its objectives. Ehr¬ 
lich blamed the lack of 
money, in part, on lawmak¬ 
ers who voted against his 
slots proposal. 

"We’re forced now be¬ 
cause of the demise of slots 
to look at stretching it out," 
Ehrlich said. "Not one per¬ 
son who voted for Thornton 
last year offered a way to 
fund it this year."

Maryland Cash Rents Remain Level 
Cash rent for cropland in Maryland was unchanged 
from last year according to the Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service. Average cash rent for cropland was 
$55.50 per acre in 2002. Since 1995, cash rent has in¬ 
creased $10.80 per acre. 

Cash rents are highest on the Eastern Shore and north 
central Maryland, and lowest in western Maryland Kent 
County has the highest average rent per acre at $82.16, 
followed by Harford at $75.21 and Queen Anne’s at 
$73.39.

vations to take the exam. The exam is really not that diffi¬ 
cult. With common sense and a little studying most peo¬ 
ple pass the test. 

Breeding Sheep with Hair-Not Wool 

In the near future, American farmers may use breeds of 
sheep that have hair rather than wool, to help the farmers 
stay competitive in the marketplace. 

But why do farmers want hair-growing sheep as op¬ 
posed to traditional breeds? The price of wool has been 
going down. Consequently, the cost of shearing a sheep is 
sometimes more than the price at which the wool can be 
sold On the other hand, demand for the meat of sheep- 
especially within certain ethnic groups-is increasing dra¬ 
matically, and U S producers cannot keep up. 

Kreg Leymaster, Agriculture Research Services, is 
crossing breeds to develop sheep with hair that yields the 
desired meat cuts. He used two hair breeds: Katahdin, 
which was developed in the 1950s in Maine, and Dorper, 
which was brought to the United States from South Africa 
seven years ago. In the studies, he also used two wool 
breeds, Rambouillet and Dorset. Leymaster is trying to 
find the combination of breeds that can produce meat 
most efficiently. 

He mated the four breeds to 360 Romanov ewes in 
2000, 2001, and 2002, since Romanov sheep are quicker 
to reach sexual maturity and produce more lambs than 
other breeds Leymaster hopes to evaluate 300 crossbred 
ewes of each breed through the three years of mating.

For some couples, the 
he said/she said of decorat¬ 
ing deters progress, and 
troublesome rooms, out¬ 
dated kitchens and clut¬ 
tered offices sit for 
months, even years, be¬ 
cause of the impasse. 

Michael Payne, host of 
Home & Garden Televi¬ 
sion's "Designing for the 
Sexes" has heard it all.

area to the kitchen and din¬ 
ing room. 

Jactc wanted French 
doors. Lynne wanted a 
window and wood-framed 
sliding glass door. She 
liked a sectional couch, but 
he envisioned two leather 
club chairs. He wanted to 
change the barbecue to a 
stand-alone and solid-brick 
wall. She wanted a double¬ 
sided fireplace. Both 
agreed something had to 
be done with the room 
they'd been avoiding. 

The four-month project 
began in the summer of 
2000, and 24 hours of 
filming was condensed to 
just 24 minutes. 

"We knew we needed 
help. We really could not 
have done this without Mi¬ 
chael," Lynne said. 

"There were so many ' 
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things we would never 
have thought about," Jack 
said. 

Only a few "before" 
photos of the bowling al¬ 
ley room remain. 

"We just wanted to get 
rid of it. We didn’t really 
want to preserve it with 
photos," she said. "It 
would be hard to go back 
to that little enclosed space 
again." 

Lianne La Reine and 
Dana Graham of Rancho 
Palos Verdes, Calif. — 
whom Payne refers to as 
"Versailles meets the 
beach" — changed their 
living room from bachelor 
pad to elegant French for¬ 
mal. He's a real estate 
agent and she does product 
placement on shopping 
channels. 

As Payne put it, they 
were on opposite ends of 
the design spectrum. He 
wanted "Hawaii-Five-O," 
open and airy. She wanted 
"Louis IV," velvet, dra¬ 
matic French doors and 
ornate wood trim. She won 
most of the decor wars. He 
compromised. The room 
boasts a red velvet couch, 
rich blue drapery and 
many formal touches. 

"1 went to a Liberace 
auction and bought a chan¬ 
delier. What does that tell 
you about my tastes?" La 
Reine said, laughing. "1 
knew we needed help to 
find a compromise." 

Two months before the 
couple's marriage in 2000, 
she logged onto www.- 
HGTV.com and promised 
a project they couldn't re¬ 
fuse. La Reine hadn't 
moved in yet, but she 
knew that she couldn't live 
with Graham's "Stone Age 
gray" faux leather chairs 
and pale walls. 

"Now it's the only room 
in the house that I really 
love," she said. "I was so 
impressed that he would 
take the things that people 
really wanted and work 
with them. I'm already 
looking at the next room I 
want to decorate." 

La Reine described 
Payne as a master negotia¬ 
tor. When she wanted 
something, he helped con¬ 
vince Graham "it made 
sense." When Graham re¬ 
quested less clutter, Payne 
preached the importance of 
a few select showpieces, 
limited La Reine's display 


space and suggested she 
rotate items so the display 
-always “lrc*h" and n«v«r 

overwhelming. 

Both couples said they 
wouldn't hesitate to hire a 
designer to tackle another 
room. Designers like 
Payne who can walk into a 
room and instantly suggest 
paint colors, complemen¬ 
tary fabrics and furniture 
scale and placement make 
the process painless. 

The goal should be a 
completed room that does¬ 
n't scream "designer," said 
Ronda West, owner of 
Help Me Ronda in Re¬ 
dondo Beach, Calif. 

The lived-in look need 
not mean matching pat¬ 
terns on the walls, linens 
and rugs and furniture that 
looks like it's never 
touched. It can be clean 
lines, simple looks and 
more personal style, she 
said. 

"There are a lot of dif¬ 


ferent approaches," said 
West, who encourages her 
clients to display their 
original artwork or collec¬ 
tions to make their rooms 
more personal. 

So how do you avoid 
the impasse? Payne and 
West suggest the follow¬ 
ing: 

•Review magazines and 
mark pages showing 
styles, colors, textures and 
designs you prefer. Then 
compare notes with your 
partner. You're likely to 
find some common 
ground. 

•Be willing to compro¬ 
mise on some points. 

•Meet with at least three 
designers or interior deco¬ 
rators before choosing one. 

"You want to work with 
the designer who really 
cares about what you want, 
not what the designer 
wants to give you," Payne 
said. 

•Take your time. Don't 
make impulse buys. 

•Paint is the best invest¬ 
ment. Go ahead, experi¬ 
ment with color. 

"I'm a big fan of paint. 
It hides a multitude of 
sins," West said. 

About 50 percent of the 
population is daunted by 
color; mostly men, Payne 
said. His theory: "Es¬ 
sentially from the day little 
boys and girls are bom the 
girls are surrounded by 
color. It's learned at an 
early age for women that 
color's a big deal and for 
men it's anything but a big 


deal." 

For every male client 
who wears a wild tie and 
begs for bold colors to li¬ 
ven up his home, there's 
another man who asks, 
"What's wrong with 
white," he said. Despite 
the 50/50 division, most 


female clients don't hesi

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Practice Safety While At 
Work On Home Projects 


Whether you're clip¬ 
ping, cutting, mulching or 
mowing, chances are you'll 
be using motorized equip¬ 
ment or tools for your 
spring cleaning, lawn and 
garden maintenance pr 
home improvement pro¬ 
jects. While powerful elec¬ 
tric or gasoline motors 
with whirling metal blades 
or grinding razer-sharp 
teeth make many house¬ 
hold chores easier, they 
can also make them dan¬ 
gerous. 

In the United States, 
approximately 78,000 peo¬ 
ple make hospital visits 
each year because of lawn 
mower mishaps; an esti¬ 
mated 84,000 victims are 
treated in emergency 
rooms after power saw 
accidents and more than 
90,000 injuries occur with 
lawn and garden equip¬ 
ment. 

The safety professional 
at Underwriters Laborato¬ 
ries Inc. (UL) recommend 
that you follow these safe- 
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ty precautions when using 
lawn and garden equip¬ 
ment and power saws: 

LAWN MOWERS 

•Before operating your 
mower, make sure you 
read the owner's manual 
thoroughly, noting all safe¬ 
ty and operating instruc¬ 
tions. Learn the controls 
well enough to stop 'the 
machine quickly in an 
emergency. 

•If you have a gasoline- 
fueled mower, store the 
gas in a safety can. Fill the 
mower, outside, away from 
possible ignition sources. 
Before starting the mower, 
be sure it is on level 
ground and disengage all 
clutches. 

•Always start the mow¬ 
er outdoors. Never operate 
the mower where carbon 
monoxide can collect, such 
as in a closed garage, stor¬ 
age shed or basement. 

•Electrically powered 
lawn mowers should not 
be used on wet grass. Use 
an extension cord designed 
for the outdoors and rated 
for the power needs of 
your mower. To reduce the 
risk of cutting the cord 
while you're mowing, start 
mowing in the area nearest 
the electrical outlet, then 
mow away from the outlet 
so the power cord will be 
behind you. 

•Make sure all safety 
guards are in place and 
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pinpoint trouble spots and 
offer ideas for cutting en¬ 
ergy use and saving 
money. 

The site lets you choose 
between a quick analysis 
and a more in-depth audit 
that looks at your heating 
and cooling systems; your 
laundry, food storage and 
cooking choices and hab¬ 
its; your home's lighting; 
and other energy users. 
The analysis gives you tips 
and suggestions for ways 
you can save, including 
some that cost little or 
nothing and others that 
require some expense. You 


get estimated costs for the 
big improvements and the 
annual savings you can 
expect, so you can weigh 
the two and decide 
whether the changes are 
worth making.

Just remember to turn off 
your computer afterward.

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It's Important to put safety first whan using powar saws and othar lawn and gardan tools. 


keep the mower's blades 
sharp. If you do hit a for¬ 
eign object or have a mow¬ 
er malfunction, turn off the 
mower and disconnect the 
power cord before inspect¬ 
ing for damage. 

•Keep your hands and 
feet away from the mow¬ 
er's blades. Never reach 
under the mower while it's 
in operation, and make all 
adiustments with the motor 
off. 

•Safe footwear is impor¬ 
tant, especially with walk- 
behind mowers. Your 
shoes should provide good 
traction to reduce slipping 
and have sturdy soles to 
resist punctures. Never 
work barefoot, in sandals 
or in canvas shoes. 

•Never leave a lawn 
mower on while unat¬ 
tended. Curious children, 
eager to help, may get in¬ 
jured. 

LAWN AND 
GARDEN TOOLS 

•Before using any appli¬ 
ance or tool, read and fol¬ 
low the manufacturer's use 
and care instructions. 

•Always look for the 
familiar UL Listing Mark 
before purchasing a power 
tool, garden appliance or 
any other electrical prod¬ 
uct. The seal indicates the 
product has been tested for 
fire, electric shock and 
related safety hazards. 

•Before each use, in¬ 
spect power tools and elec¬ 
tric garden appliances for 
frayed power cords and 
cracked or broken casings. 
If the product is damaged, 
don't use it or attempt to 
repair it yourself. Return 
the product or have a 
qualified repair shop ex¬ 
amine it. 

•Keep your clothing, 
hands and feet away from 
cutting blades at all times. 


Never wear jewelry when 
working with tools. Al¬ 
ways wear safety glasses. 

•Pay attention to warn¬ 
ing markings. Don't allow 
tools to get wet unless they 
are labeled immersible. 
When using tools outside, 
make sure they are appro¬ 
priate for outdoor use. 

•Use only properly rated 
outdoor extension cords 
with outdoor electrical 
tools. Make sure power 
tool or garden appliance is 
off before plugging it in. 
Keep the cord away from 
heat, oil and sharp edges. 

•Unplug all portable 
electrically operated power 
tools when not in use. 
These tools contain elec¬ 
tricity even when turned 
off but still plugged in. 

•Use and store power 
tools and garden appli¬ 
ances away from water 
sources to avoid electric 
shock. Never use power 
tools and appliances in the 
rain. 

•Have a qualified tech¬ 
nician install ground fault 
circuit interrupter (GFCI) 
receptacles in all outdoor 
outlets. Test your GFCIs 
monthly. 

•Never carry an appli¬ 
ance by the cord. Always 
grasp the plug — not the 
wire, before removing a 
cord from a receptacle. 

POWER SAWS 

•A blade guard is a ne¬ 
cessity. Buy a saw with the 
guard you feel most com¬ 
fortable using, and keep it 
on at all times. Some 
types, such as sabre saws, 
cannot be designed with a 
guard; be especially care¬ 
ful to avoid contact with 
the blade. Before operating 
saws with guards, make 
sure they are in place and 
working properly. 

•Make sure the power 


saw is off before plugging ( 
it in. Whefi you are fin¬ 
ished, turn off the motor. 
Make sure the blade is 
stopped and unplugged 
before cleaning around the 
saw. 

•Always wait for the 
saw blade to stop before 
pulling away from a cut to 
avoid kickback. Kickback 
can occur when the blade 
jams or binds in the wood 
and throws the saw toward 
the operator (portable 
power saws) or the wood 
toward the operator (sta¬ 
tionary equipment). 

•While operating the 
saw, keep the cord away 
from the cutting area and 
position it so that it will 
not be caught on the work 
piece. 

•Make sure you use the 
right saw for the task. For 
example, don't use a circu¬ 
lar saw for cutting tree 
limbs or logs. A chain saw 
is the appropriate tool in 
this case. 

•A properly sharpened 
saw blade provides better 
and safer performance. 
Sharp blades minimize 
stalling and kickback. Saw 
blades that are chipped, 
bent, or damaged should 
be discarded immediately. 

•Use clamps or a vise to 
hold work in place. 

•Keep children away 
from the work area and 
equipment at all times. 

•Use rubber or other 
non-slip matting around 
the work area to prevent 
trips and falls. Keep the 
floor clean. 

•Don't wear watches, 
bracelets and long sleeves 
while cutting. They can get 
caught in the saw's moving 
parts. 

•If you need to use an 
extension cord with your 
saw, make sure it's in good 
condition and is heavy 
enough to carry the current 
your product will draw.

Safety's Sake

mowing the lawn is a lei¬ 
surely activity that you can 
do without a second 
thought. Think again — ap¬ 
proximately 75,000 people 
a year are injured enough 
by lawn mowers to require 
emergency room treat¬ 
ment, according to the In¬ 
surance Information Insti¬ 
tute. While a small per¬ 
centage of those injuries 
are caused by mechanical 
problems, most can be at¬ 
tributed to human error. 
Here are some tips cour¬ 
tesy of health experts to 
help you cut your grass 
safely: 

•Mow during daylight 
and after dew has dried. 
Wet or damp grass can 
cause slipping. 

•Pick up loose objects 
on the ground before 
mowing a lawn. Rocks, 
tree limbs and other ob¬ 


jects injure people when ( 
they are expelled jfrom a> 
mower’s discharge, chute. 
Mow carefully under trees 
and shrubs — dangerous! 
objects may be hidden. ! 

•Do not wear any item* 
that can get tangled in! 
moving machine parts 
such as jewelry, draw-! 
strings, bandannas, ties or 1 
lo^se clothing. Always 
wear non-slip, closed toed 
and sturdy shoes to have 
the best protection for feet. 

•Never put hands or feet 
into the mower to remove 
grass or debris. Use a stick 
or broom handle instead.' 
The blade can be moving 
even if the motor is turned 
off. 

•Never let a child oper¬ 
ate a mower or be nearby 
while you are mowing the 
lawn. Do not leave a run¬ 
ning mower unattended 
because a child could acci¬ 
dentally play with it

tree is an investment. One 
of the best ways to protect 
your investment is by 
pruning the tree's branch¬ 
es. Pruning may seem like 
an easy task, but it is a job 
best left to a professional 
arborist.

But you can help your 
arborist by assessing your 
tree's problem areas. 

PRUNING REASONS 

1. To preserve the tree's

2. To reduce safety haz¬ 
ards, such as broken or 
dead branches, and to clear 
branches from wires 

3. To promote the tree's 
structure for future growth 
as it matures. For example, 
branches that are rubbing 
together should be re¬ 
moved.

•You always want a 
clean cut with no peeling 
bark. Never twist a branch 
off, as this will prevent 
proper healing and make 
the tree susceptible to dis¬ 
ease and harmful insects. 

•Never put anything 
over the wound of a tree. 
Years ago, people would 
put tar, cement or paint on 
the cuts and wounds of 
trees as home remedies. 
Research has shown that 
these foreign materials 
actually hinder the healing 
of the tree and cause far 
more harm than good. 

Remember, pruning is 
best done in late winter, 
but if you have a potential 
safety hazard, call a pro¬ 


fessional immediately. To 
find a certified arborist, 
check the your local nurs¬ 
ery, telephone directory or 
log on to the International 
Society of Arborculture’s 
Web site at www.isa- 
arbor.com.

too many lights close to¬ 
gether. You don't want a 
light every 2 to 4 feet. 
Space them out. You don't 
want it to look like an air¬ 
port runway. Fewer lights 
are better, if placed prop¬ 
erly." 

Solar accent lighting is 
one of the fastest growing 
areas of the outdoor light¬ 
ing industry, Herbst said. 
Solar lights gather die 
sun's energy during the 
day and store it in batteries 
to be converted into light 
at night. They turn on 
automatically when it be¬ 
gins to get dark. No wiring 
or tools are required to 
install Intermatic's solar 
lights, which can be used 
to light up walkways, gar¬ 
den paths, foliage, drive¬ 
ways, sidewalks and pat¬ 
ios.

If you know the man¬ 
ufacturer, they can provide 
the best information on 
properly sanding and fin¬ 
ishing their products. At 
the very least, knowing the 
age of your floors may 
also help your wood floor¬ 
ing professional determine 
the floor finish in your 
home. 

Finally, find out the fin¬ 
ish of the floor.

Cut off 
Toot ends that-are broken 
or damaged — they'll be 
hanging by a few hairs. 
Check with a gardening 
professional or a gardening 
encyclopedia about how 
much spacing to leave be¬ 
tween rose plants because 
it varies by number and 
variety. 

5. Never leave rose 
plants strewn about while 
waiting to be planted. The 
roots can dry up and die if 
exposed to air even briefly. 
Instead, keep them cov¬ 
ered with soil or water 
while planting the others. 

6. During the first three 
to four weeks after plant¬ 
ing your rose 

watdr* them’ ‘ofteW. Micn- 
evcr the top 2 Inches of 


soil feels dry. Once that 
delicate period has passed, 
soak the bed every seven 
to 10 days. Be sure to wa¬ 
ter them in the morning 
and take care to keep the 
moisture off the leaves to 
prevent insect and fungus 
infestation. 

7. Fertilize your new 
roses about three months 
after planting, then should 
put down 3 to 6 inches of 
mulch. Mulch helps retain 
moisture, control soil tem¬ 
perature, prevent weeds 
and increase nutrients. 

8. Before pruning, al¬ 
ways coat your shears in 
an equal parts water and 
bleach mixture to protect 
your roses against bugs 
and diseases. 

9. Spring is the best 
time for planting roses. To 
make sure your rose gar¬ 
den stands out, you can 
plant other seasonal plants, 
such as spring bulbs like 
tulips or daffodils or low- 
growing summer flowers 
like marigolds. 

10. The best rose gar¬ 
dens are truly treated them 
with tender, loving care. 
Take the time to take care 
of your new garden. The 
old myth that you can 
nourish plants by talking 
te-thenv might not be *uch 
a bad idea.

Deadheading 
Necessary To 
Promote Blooms 

A great way to promote 
a continuous blooming 
garden is to deadhead reg¬ 
ularly. Deadheading is the 
practice of trimming off 
spent flowers and it helps 
your garden in two ways: 
it helps get rid of old, dy¬ 
ing blooms, making your 
garden tidier, and it en¬ 
courages plants to bloom 
again, so you can get more 
color out of each plant.

The most com¬ 
mon mclude cracks in 
flashing around the chim¬ 
ney and vents, worn out or 
missing shingles, or con¬ 
densation from inadequate 
attic ventilation. Here are 
some warning signals 
courtesy of GAF Materials 
Corporation that your roof 
may be costing you money 
and leaving your property 
vulnerable.

"dirty-looking" areas on 
roof -possible cause: envi¬ 
ronmental pollutants;

In addition to all that 
wood, Hirschhaut said, 
"Metal in tandem with 
natural materials is also 
very popular.

As well as having visual 
appeal, new patio furniture 
is also practical — it’s ad¬ 
justable so that one piece 
fits all. "It has multiple 
settings so that ifs com¬ 
fortable for a variety of 
people," Hirschhaut said. 

And, just like so much 
indoor furniture, it comes 
in different heights. "I 
don't live on a lake and I 
don't have a deck, but peo¬ 
ple who do would appreci¬ 
ate having a table and 
chairs that could be ele¬ 
vated so they could see 
over the deck railings." 

Umbrellas also have 
changed. "Talk about engi¬ 


neering — they're engi¬ 
neered to be able to with¬ 
stand the wind so that they 
don't take off and are con¬ 
structed in tiers so that the 
water runs off. Colors and 
patterns run the gamut, but 
the important thing is that 
they're lightweight enough 
so that they're not cumber¬ 
some.

Strong In The Kitchen

Nothing says lovin' like 
something from the oven 
— especially if it’s from a 
contemporary version of 
the old-fashioned wood- 
fired oven that has been 
used throughout Scandina¬ 
via and northern Europe 
for centuries. 

Tulildvis — combination 
bake ovens, fireplace and 
stove units from Finland — 
are what's hot when it 
comes to cozy cooking 
combined with efficient 
household heating. 

! The Tulikivi (pro¬ 
nounced "TOO-la-KEE- 
vee") is now gaining favor 
in the United States be¬ 
cause of its clean-burning 
efficiency, healthy heat 
output and versatility. 

"A two-hour fire will 
provide heat for 24 hours," 
said Ron Pihl, a Tulikivi 
distributor in Montana. 

Pihl is not only a Tu¬ 
likivi distributor and in¬ 
staller but a fan of the unit 
that he uses to heat his 
own 2,000-square-foot, 
two-story home and to 
bake goodies ranging from 
roasted chicken to sour¬ 
dough bread. 

"There's a huge move¬ 
ment in die United States 
to this rustic way of cook¬ 
ing and baking. It's envi¬ 
ronmentally correct style 
because you're using a re¬ 
newable resource (wood) 


for heat and it's a healthy 
way of baking, cooking 
and heating. I love to 
spend my days off baking 
in the Tulikivi oven. It's 
more trouble and time- 
consuming than micro- 
waving a meal, but it's 
more satisfying. I like the 
idea of cooking a lot of 
things with one little pile 
of wood. It's an experience 
that grounds you," Pihl 
said. 

He usually starts by 
baking sourdough bread, 
then roasting a chicken 
and ends up making pies. 
Of course, he also makes 
wood-fired pizza. 


"You wouldn't believe 
how moist the meats 
cooked in the oven are and 
how good the breads are 
with their thick, crunchy 
crusts and moist insides. 
Vegetables roasted in the 
oven are fantastic," Pihl 
said. 

_ Because the Tulikivi 
unit is made of soapstone 
— a heat retentive stone 
that has been quarried in 
Finland for centuries — ifs 
an efficient household 
heating unit as well as a 
cooking unit, according to 
Pihl. 

"You bum a fire of any 
kind of split wood for two 
hours, then allow the stone 
oven to soak up the heat 
for 30 minutes to an hour. 
The oven can get up to 600 
degrees while the fire is

burning. After the fire is 
out and the oven has 
soaked up the heat you can 
bake in it for up to eight 
hours. It bakes at about 
400 degrees. It's efficient 
and even because it cooks 
by conduction, convection 
and radiant heat," Pihl 
said. 

The Tulikivi combina¬ 
tion fireplace and bake 
oven units typically have 
two fireboxes. The fire¬ 
place, which features an 
open fire-viewing area, has 
its own firebox, which Pihl 
uses to heat his home. The 
heat from the fireplace will 
heat the pyw tj> abqwt 
32 d degrees. But If you 
sAflfft to do serious codkihg 
in the bake oven, you need 
to build a fire in the oven's 
firebox, according to Pihl. 
This means starting the 
fire at least two hours be¬ 
fore you intend to start 
baking, so Tulikivi cook¬ 
ing is definitely not about 
fast food. 

The units, which are 
custom-built and installed 
on site by professionals 
like Pihl, cost from $7,000 
to $20,000 installed, de¬ 
pending on size and amen¬ 
ities. 

"It's really not all that 
expensive, especially when 
you consider the savings in 
the cost of household heat¬ 
ing," Pihl said, adding that 
he bums three to four 
cords of wood per year in 
his Tulikivi and spends 
next to nothing on other 
heating sources. 

The units are fairly mas¬ 
sive and often function as 
room dividers between 
family room and kitchen. 

"The most popular 
model is a fireplace with a 
wrap-around bench for sit¬ 
ting by the fire on one side 
(typically the family room) 
and a bake oven on the 
kitchen side," Pihl said. 

Because they weigh 
about 2,200 pounds, 
Tulikivis require structural 
support and are better suit¬ 
ed to new construction 
than remodels. Installation 
takes two to four days. 

"You have to plan for a 
Tulikivi structurally. You 
wouldn't just install one in 
an existing room," Pihl 
said. 

For those who want to 
do truly vintage cooking 
there's a Tulikivi stove that 


features a cooktop that 
Pihl describes as "similar 
to your grandmother's 
wood stove" and a wood- 
fired oven. 

"Water boils in eight to 
10 minutes on the cook¬ 
top," Pihl said. 

Unlike the open hearth 
wood-fired ovens often 
seen in restaurants, the Tu¬ 
likivi bake oven has a door 
that closes to seal in heat — 
so it's not dramatic to 
watch. But Pihl says you 
can't beat the flavor of the 
food baked in a Tulikivi 
oven. 

"The wood doesn't actu¬ 
ally, flavor the food be¬ 
cause it has burned down 
to ash by the time you start 
baking, but the way the 
oven bakes keeps food 


moist and seals in natural 
flavors," Pihl said.

in a plasma set, tiny 
gas-filled cells are sand¬ 
wiched between two plates 
of glass. When an electri¬ 
cal current passes through 
the cells, the gas glows 
red, green or blue. When 
millions of these cells 
switch on and off fast 
enough you get a TV pic¬ 
ture. 

LCD screens also have 
the tiny sandwiched cells, 
but these are filled with 
liquid. As light passes 
through the cells, it 
changes color when an 
electrical charge is ap- 


Here are some other 
differences: 

•Plasma flat panels are 
usually much larger than 
the LCD*. They're often 40 
to 60 inches diagonally 
and can be used in home 
theater setups. LCD TVs 
are available in 10- to 30- 
inch sizes. Larger LCDs 
may debut next year. 

•Tha majority of plasma 
flat panels arc only moni¬ 
tors. The TV tuner and 
speakers are separate com¬ 
ponents. Most of the LCDs 
are self-contained TVs, 
with everything built in. 

•Most of the plasma TV 
monitors are high-defini¬ 
tion-ready (they will re¬ 
ceive a high-definition pic¬ 
ture with a special decoder 
box). Most of the LCD 
TVs are not capable of 
picking up HDTV. How¬ 
ever, as LCD screens get 
larger, they may offer 
high-definition. 

•The plasma flat panel 


TVs usually offer a 
slightly better quality pic¬ 
ture than the LCDs. "The 
LCDs don't have the oon-l 
trast of a plasma and they 
tend to wash out a bit 
around the edges,” says 
Debi Holland, manager of 
Convoy Audio and Vided 
in Kearny Mesa. 

•An LCD screen will 
outlast a plasma screen. 
The life of plasma TV is 
about 20,000 hours com¬ 
pared to an LCD at 60,000 
hours, according to the 
Consumer Electronics As¬ 
sociation.

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Room Conversion Frees 
Space, Liberates Parents

Jennifer and Gregg Os¬ 
bourn wanted their family 
room back. Technically, it 
stHl belonged to them, but 
it was filled with theij tod¬ 
dler's toys. Little Chase's 
building blocks and stuffed 
animals were all stacked 
up beside the fireplace and 
along the sliding glass 
door. The clutter made it 
difficult to entertain in 
their own home. 

"It was really quite 
overwhelming," said Jen¬ 
nifer Osbourn, a stay-at- 
home mom who does part- 
time public relations work 
out of a home office. 

The Osbourns had lived 
in their three-bedroom, 
two-bathroom home in San 
Diego for 10 years and 
weren't about to move. 
Jennifer didn't want to sac¬ 
rifice her office, but the 
couple felt they needed 
more space. They also 
planned on having another 
child, which was only go¬ 
ing to double their toy 
storage issue. 

Fortunately, the Os¬ 
bourns found a solution 
that enabled them to main¬ 
tain their own adult space 
without sacrificing their 
son's play area: they con¬ 
verted Chase's nursery into 
a playroom. 

The Osbourns aren't the 
only families who find 
themselves burned in toys 
and craving a tidy formal 
living area. More and more 
people are converting bed¬ 
rooms, lofts, dining areas 
and other spaces in their 
homes into a place where 
children can spread out 
their toys and play without 
driving Mom and Dad 
crazy. 

"I think there's always 
Ix-cii a traditional living 
room and family room," 
said Jim Groen, general 
manager of Charco Con¬ 
struction in San Diego. 

"But the family room 
has too much function; it 
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gets out of control. People 
are just tired of continually 
having to pick up toys," 
added Groen, who master¬ 
minded the Osbourns' re¬ 
modeling project. 

Based on their lifestyle 
and plans to increase their 
family, Groen helped the 
Osbourns decide how to 
alleviate their current is¬ 
sues, but also to accommo¬ 
date for the future. 

Groen's construction 
workers made Chase's 
nursery into a pass-through 
room that leads to two new 
bedrooms: one for Chase 
and one for the baby that 
Jennifer and Gregg are 
now expecting. The door 
and its hinges were re¬ 
moved from the playroom 
so that they would be able 
to keep an eye on their 
son. 

Now Chase's toys are 
out of the family room and 
mto his own playroom, 
which sports Dr. Seuss 
murals on the walls, a 
laminated floor for easy 
cleaning, a throw rug and a 
bean bag chair. His new 
bedroom stays nice and 
neat, with just a bed, 
dresser and changing table 
filling the space. 

While they were at it, 
the Osbourns also ex¬ 
tended their own master 
bedroom by eight feet. The 
cost of the entire project 
was just under $75,000. 

But not all playroom 
conversions have to cost 
that much or involve that 
much construction, says 
Groen. Sometimes it's a 
matter of rethinking what 
you already have. 

"With some of the size 
projects we get into, the 
home is completely re¬ 
evaluated," said Groen. 
"We look at what was ap¬ 
propriate , 30 years ago, 
versus what people want 
now. It's about taking ex¬ 
isting spaces and re¬ 
arranging them. It's a bit of 
puzzle, but it's always 
fun." 

Groen helped another 
family come up with .spe¬ 
cial space for the kids. But 
instead of adding rooms, 
they converted a formal 
dining area into a play¬ 
room. 

Quick fixes like this one 
can work, says Groen, but 
"You have to make sure it 



"I can see putting a deak 
in there," said Jennifer. 
"We think well probably 
pull the closet doors off; 
that could be where a TV 
or entertainment center 
goes. He and his fnends 
could listen to music or 
play video games. But eve¬ 
rything would still be 
tucked away, nice and 
neat." 
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doesn't look like an after¬ 
thought. It has to flow with 
the house." 

Other things to consider 
are the proximity of the 
new play area: most peo¬ 
ple don't want it right next 
to a master bedroom, but 
yet it should still be within 
earshot of parents. Proper 
natural light and ventila¬ 
tion should be considered 
as well as whether to have 
exterior doors, depending 
on the age of the child. 

Building inspection 
codes will also affect sdml 
conversion projects. There 
must be a legal egress for 
an emergency exit; win¬ 
dowsills must be no more 
than 44 inches off the 
floor; an 4 window open¬ 
ings must be at least 24 
inches wide and 36 inches 
tall, for example. 

And before you think 
about converting a garage 
into a plajrfodib, be aware 
that thia will be no easy 
task. 

"There is quite a bit of 


work that would need to be 
done that would make it a 
code-compliant space," 
aaid Groen. Among other 
considerations, "You 
would need to raise the 
height of the floor, because 
of fumes, and you would 
need to have proper fire 


separation from the exist¬ 
ing garage." 

When converting a 
room for a young child, 
homeowners should think 
ahead. A built-in desk 
shaped like a train may be 
appropriate for a five-year- 
old, but how will that same 


child feel about his work 
area when he's 16? 

For that reason, Groen 
recommends not installing 
any permanent built-ins 
until the child is older. 

The Osbourns plan on 
evolving Chase's playroom 
well into his teenage years. 
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New Techniques Take 
Finishes To Next Level

Faux finishes have 
never been more popular 
in home decor than they 
are today. 

Forget about the rela¬ 
tively simple sponged-on 
and rag-rolled paint fin¬ 
ishes of the 1980s. Today's 
faux finishes are sophisti¬ 
cated, elegant and subtle, 
thanks to refined tech¬ 
niques, new products and 
innovative artisans who 
have developed contempo¬ 
rary versions of the age- 
old craft of decorative 
painting. 

Faux finishes are all 
about illusion — created 
not with smoke and mir¬ 
rors, but with paint and 
glaze. A faux finish can 
mimic the look of linen or 
leather, silk, wood, stone, 
aged plaster and even 
metal. The technique can 
be used to transform the 
finish on walls, floors, fur¬ 
niture, lighting fixtures, 
picture frames and acces¬ 
sories such as ums and 
vases. Faux finishes can 
give a vintage patina to 
new walls or revive old ac¬ 
cessories and furnishings. 

"There's no end to ^hat 
you can do with paint," 
said San Diego interior de¬ 
signer Melanie Royals, 
who faux finished the 
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walls in the guest room 
and bathroom in a recent 
designers' showcase home. 

Such designer-showcase 
houses, often considered 
barometers of enduring 
and emerging trends in 
home decor, increasingly 
have featured faux finishes 
on walls, furniture, light¬ 
ing fixtures, picture frames 
and accessories and the 
trend shows no signs of 
cooling. 

"People want to custom¬ 
ize and personalize their 
surroundings. They're not 
content with plain white 
walls. They want to warm 
up the atmosphere in their 
homes and faux wall fin¬ 
ishes are a good way to 
achieve that for a modest 
price," said Michele Mor¬ 
gan, a specialist in decora¬ 
tive painting who also 
teaches classes in faux fin¬ 
ishing, stenciling, murals 
and trompe I'oeil. 

NEW AGED 

The pervasive Tuscan 
influence in residential de¬ 
sign is a major factor in 
the rising popularity of 
faux wall finishes, accord¬ 
ing to Cardiff, Calif, de¬ 
signer Lynn Morns! 

"The Tuscan influence 
has increased demand for 
walls with an aged, rustic 
appearance, even in new 
homes. Faux finishes pro¬ 
vide instant character,” 
Morris said. 

The "cookie cutter" ele¬ 
ment is another factor 
driving the popularity of 
decorative paint finishes, 
according to' Royals. 
"There are so many 'cookie 
cutter' residential develop¬ 
ments today that people

are looking for ways to 
personalize their homes," 
Royals said. "Faux finishes 
are a great way to custom¬ 
ize a home and give it soul 
— to make it unique, create 
a mood." 

Faux finishes have a 
number of advantages over 
other specialty wall treat¬ 
ments. For one thing, 
they’re relatively inexpen¬ 
sive because it's just paint 
and glaze. Compared with 
the price of an actual Ve¬ 
netian plaster wall finish, 
which costs $12 to $18 per 
square foot, you can 
achieve the look of Ve¬ 
netian plaster with paint 
for a fraction of the cost. 
(If you have a professional 
apply the finish it could 
cost from $2 to $6 per 
square foot, depending on 
the complexity of the pro¬ 
ject, which is measured by 
the number of layers of 
paint and the height of the 
walls.) 

Compared with wallpa¬ 
per, which can be difficult 
to install and even more 
difficult to remove when 
you want to change the 
look of a room, faux fin¬ 
ishes are easy to change. 

"Just paint over it," said 
Derek Delibertis, a faux- 
finishing specialist. 
"There’s nothing to remove 
(such as wallpaper or fab¬ 
ric) to create a new look." 

YOURS ALONE 

Another advantage that 
can scarcely be measured 
in dollars is the custom, to¬ 
tally personalized aspect of 
faux finishes. From the 
standpoint of interior de¬ 
sign, this advantage is 
priceless, according to 
Lyle Boatman, an interior 
designer for Macy's who 
has used faux finishes to 
create different textures, 
such as silk or leather. 

"Faux finishes allow 
you to choose the exact 
hues and the look you 
want," Boatman said. 
"Wallpaper or actual fabric 
doesn’t even come close 
because they’re production 
items." 

Boatman often calls for 
accent walls in his interior 
designs and they are al¬ 
most always faux finished. 
"Faux finishes allow you 
to control the impact of an 
accent wall on a room," he 
said. 

Properly applied faux 
finishes are durable and 
will last at least 10 years, 
according to Delibertis, 
who applies a protective 
clear acrylic coating on top 
of the textural paint. 
"There's nothing new 
about decorative painting 
on walls. It goes back to 
the beginning of man's re¬ 


corded history. But what is 
new is the level of sophis¬ 
tication we see today," 
Morgan said. 

The availability of clear 
latex glazes that are made 
to be mixed with paint or 
tints to create a broad 
spectrum of translucent 
hues and the illusion of 
depth has made a huge 
difference in the level of 
subtlety that can be 
achieved with faux fin¬ 
ishes, according to Mor¬ 
gan. Because the tinted 
glazes render layers and 
hues translucent rather 
than opaque, faux finishers 
are able to create the illu¬ 
sion of depth in a two- 
dimensional medium and 
give walls a luminous 
glow. 

Many of the tools of the 
art, such as sea sponges, 
are timeless and the basic 
application techniques are 
improved but not new. 
"The two basic techniques 
are additive or negative," 
Morgan said. "Sponging is 
an additive process. You 
sponge color on top of a 
base coat and leave it 
there. In negative tech¬ 
nique, you apply tinted 
glaze and remove some of 
it to create texture." 

FAUX FABRIC 

Koyais specializes m 
combining stenciled pat¬ 
terns with textural finishes 
to simulate the look of fab¬ 
ric. Like faux finishes, 
stenciling has come along 
way, according to Royals. 
"It’s not your grandmoth¬ 
er’s Pennsylvania Dutch 
stenciling," said Royals, 
who has produced 350 
stencils. 

In addition to using 
stencils either over or un¬ 
der faux finishes to create 
all-over wall patterns that 
resemble silk and other 
fine fabrics, she adds a 
special paste to the paint 
she uses to fill in the sten¬ 
cil to create an embossed 
look. 

Although highly com¬ 
plicated finishes may be 
best left to professionals, 
both Morgan and Royals 
say basic faux finishing 
techniques are easy 
enough for amateurs to 
master. "With the right 
tools, proper instruction 
and practice, anyone can 
learn to do faux finishing," 
said Royals who has de¬ 
veloped a home-study 
course in faux finishing 
called "Extraordinary 
Stenciled Effects." 

The course, which in¬ 
cludes an instructive vi¬ 
deo, covers walls, furniture 
and floors and reveals the 
"lost and found edges" 
technique that Royals de- 
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veloped and teaches to 
professionals in the semi¬ 
nars she conducts around 
the nation. "It's possible to 
stencil and faux finish ce¬ 
ment floors and even old 
linoleum that's in good 
condition. You just have to 
prepare the surface prop¬ 
erly and put the right kind 
of sealers on it," Royals 
said. 

Whether you're doing 
the faux wall finish your¬ 
self or hiring a profes¬ 
sional, the wall needs a 
base coat of paint. The 
base coat should be egg¬ 
shell sheen, according to 
Morgan. "Eggshell is a 
finish, not a color. Flat 
paint doesn't work, Semi¬ 
gloss doesn't work and 
satin finish doesn't work. It 
has to be eggshell," she 
said. 

Professionals like De¬ 
libertis and Morris apply 
faux finishes to walls in 
small squares — about 2- 
by-4 feet — in order to 
complete the design before 
the paint dries. "Glazes 
also act as extenders, giv- 

On The Shelf 

Updating a kitchen 
doesn't have to be an enor¬ 
mous job involving layers 
of drywall dust and weeks' 
worth of takeout meafs. 
Sometimes a kitchen can 
get a new look in a matter 
of hours or days. 

Those sorts of quick 
fixes are at the heart of 
100 Bright Ideas for Kitch¬ 
ens by Sue Rose (Better¬ 
way Books, $19.99). The 
book helps homeowners 
give their kitchen a fresh 
style through such projects 
as repainting or restyling 
cabinets, replacing win¬ 
dow treatments and creat¬ 
ing new accessories. 

Many of the projects 
can be done in a matter of 
hours, but figure in time 
for translation. The book, 
originally published in 
England, contains a num¬ 
ber of references obscure 
to Americans, such as 
sugar soap (a cleaner and 
degreaser), white spirit 
(mineral spirits) and emul¬ 
sion (water-based paint).

Whether you're using 
stencils to create murals of 
undersea life or galaxies, 
or sponges to apply and re¬ 
move paint for a textural 
wall finish, practice is of 
the essence. "Before you 
tackle a wall, practice on 
old boards until you feel 
comfortable with the tools, 
the materials and the tech¬ 
nique. Then go for it," De¬ 
libertis said. "And if you 
make a mistake or don't 
like the look, just paint 
over it. That's one of the 
beauties of faux finishes."

"Natural qualities of 
western red make it an 
excellent choice," says 
Peter Lang, general man¬ 
ager of the Western Red 
Cedar Lumber Associa¬ 
tion. "It's stable, yet resil¬ 
ient, lightweight and natu¬ 
rally durable without the 
need for chemical treat¬ 
ment. Better yet, it stays 
cool on hot summer days, 
unlike some plastic or 
wood composite prod¬ 
ucts." 

Lang says the natural 
compounds in the wood 
specifically resist rot and 
mildew, and release the 
fragrance unique to west¬ 
ern red cedar.

sure to select s finish that 
contains water-repellent 
fungicide and mildeweide, 
and protection against ul¬ 
traviolet light. Each type 
of finish will come with 
specific instructions, so 
always follow the guide¬ 
lines from the finish manu¬ 
facturer. 

In general, apply a fin¬ 
ish when the moisture con¬ 
tent has stabilized at the 
level that will prevail dur¬ 
ing the life of the wood. 
Lightly scuff smooth cedar 
with sandpaper prior to 
applying the finish. 

Easy maintenance 

Proper maintenance 
practices for cedar decks 
include allowing proper 
water drainage; sweeping 
the surface to remove 


loose dirt, leaves, pin*- 
needles and other deb It* ^ 
and moving planters, 
benches and other , dock I 
accessories from time‘to* 
time to permit the deck to 
dry thoroughly. Depending 
on die finish used and the 
climate, a deck may need.

Moisture and debris may 
collect where joints occur 
over joists, so make sure to 
leave a drainage space — 
about 1/8 inch — between 
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the ends of boards. 

Hot-dipped galvanized, 
aluminum and stainless 
steel nails are all corro¬ 
sion-resistant and make 
good fasteners. Double 
hot-dipped galvanized 
screws can also be used. 
Electro-plated nails are not 
recommended, and avoid 
stainless steel screws. 
Blind fastening systems 
create a fastener-free deck 
surface. In all cases, the 
fasteners should be long 
enough to penetrate sup¬ 
port and structural compo¬ 
nents by about 1 '/ 2 inches. 

Protecting the deck

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To Remain Same In FY2004 
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The county property tax 
rate for FY 2004 wUl re¬ 
main at $1,036 per $100 of 
assessed value, announced 
the Garrett County commis¬ 
sioners this week during a 
public hearing on the con¬ 
stant yield tax rate. Only 
two residents attended the 
hearing. 

"I'm disappointed at the 
number of people here," 
said DeCorsey Bolden, 
Oakland, about the small 
turnout for the hearing. 
"For 20 years we've heard 
the same subterlbge: 'We're 
not changing the tax rate,'" 
he said. Bolden suggested 
that thp commissioners raise 
the county's hotel/motel tax 
to generate more income, 
rather than maintain the 
same property tax rate. 

Though the assessable 
base of real property in the 
county increased by 7 per¬ 
cent from FY '03 to FY '04, 
the commissioners want to 
keep the tax rate the same 
to generate more revenue. 
Financial Services estimates 
the revenue will be nearly 
$1.3 million in FY '04. 

The state requires, how¬ 
ever, that a hearing be held 
if a county proposes a rate 
that is higher than that of 
the constant yield. 

The Department of As¬ 
sessments and Taxation 
calculates the constant yield 
rate for each taxing author¬ 
ity in the state. The constant 
yield represents the real 
property tax rate for the 
coming tax year that will 
generate the same amount 
of revenue that was gener¬ 
ated during the current tax 
year. As assessments in¬ 
crease, therefore, the con¬ 
stant yield rate decreases. 

The state has calculated 
the county's tax rate for FY 
'04 could be lowered to

Commissioner Fred Hol¬ 
liday noted that the extra 
revenue may be needed in 
light of the state's budget 
woes and proposed funding 
cuts to the county this year. 
He added that a portion of 
the excess funds could be 
used for tha new detention 
center. It could then be built 
without raising taxes, 
Holliday said. 

"I think next year we’re 
going to take an even heav¬ 
ier hit," said Commissioner 
David Beard about state 
cuts. "We're fortunate to 
have a surplus. We're prob¬ 
ably the envy of the rest of 
the state." 

Jerry Plauger, Mtn. Lake 
Park, asked the commis¬ 
sioners to "hold the line on 
spending" and to do what 
they could "for the little 
guy." He noted that when¬ 
ever there is surplus review, 
there are usually groups 
coming to the commission¬ 
ers "with their hands out" 
asking for funds. "Think 


about the people who don't 
have their hands out," Plau¬ 
ger asked. 

Oakland and Mtn. Lake 
Park residents will again 
receive a tax differential, or 
a reduction in county tax, 
because of parallel services 
that are provided by both 
the county and their towns. 
The towns’ residents' FY *04 
tax rates will remain Ihe 
same as FY '03 at $.984 for 
Mtn. Lake Park and $.941 < 
for Oakland. By keeping the 
rates the same, Financial 
Services estimates that Mta. 
Lake Park will receive an 
additional $5,746 in revenue 
in FY '04, while Oakland 
will get $14,064. 

The commissioners also 
announced at the hearing 
that the county's FY 2004 
budget would be presented 
and officially approved on 
Tuesday, May 13, at 11 
a.m. in their meeting room.

The $55 
million needed to build the resort was, by the way, 
taxpayer money and, of course, the new $4 million 
in loans is also taxpayer money. 

Unless there is some kind of miraculous turn¬ 
around at Rocky Gap, the state (and we taxpayers) 
can kiss the $4 million goodbye right now. The four- 
yeaf track record of the resort is dismal, to say the 
least, as it has lost just under $19 million since 1999. 
It lost $3.5 million in fiscal 2001, and an additional 
$5.5 million in fiscal 2002. We suspect they are on 
track for another huge loss this current fiscal year. 

Jftferigully don't take a lot of delight in saying, 
you so," but we told you so about Rocky 
the first spade of dirt was turned for its 
Readers may recall that we were also 
irritated that so much of the state agency 
ig/convention business that at one time came 
to the Wisp in McHenry — a privately owned, pri¬ 
vately financed business — was simply diverted to 
Rocky Gap by the "powers that be" at the time, in¬ 
cluding then Speaker of the House and Allegany 
C mM y delegate Cas Taylor. 

The Rocky Gap picture in some ways is now even 
more bleak, with Mr. Taylor being ousted from of¬ 
fice in the last election.

It is not a destination 
point like Garrett County is, and pouring more mon¬ 
ey into Rocky Gap, in our opinion, is not going to be 
nearly enough to change that.

The people who live there 
need help, but we do not believe that tourism and 
ephvention business is the best answer for them.

The Maryland Public 
Service commissioners re¬ 
cently gave Verizon the 
green light to enter Mary¬ 
land's long-distance tele¬ 
phone market. It's time - 
hig. time - for them to fin¬ 
ish the job by lowering rates 
competitors pay to offer 
local phone service to con¬ 
sumers and small busi¬ 
nesses. 

These rates, called the 
UNE-P in telecommunica¬ 
tions parlance, have been 
lowered in many other 
states and the results are 
encouraging. Lower UNE-P 
rates have led to significant 
savings for consumers and 
small businesses, while the 
new competitors have be¬ 
gun to grow, meaning more 
jobs in an otherwise stag¬ 
nant economy.

There is abso¬ 
lutely no competition in our 
local phone industry, and if 
there were phone competi¬ 
tion, consumers would 
know it.

I don't think Marylanders 
ought to have to pay in¬ 
flated rates for their phone 
service, and I hope PSC 
Commissioner Catli 
and a majority of 
leagues set a rate low 
enough to spur competition.

5/10/91) reported findings 
by a U.S. Senate subcom- 
nuttee that lawn chemicals 
are hazardous. The article 
described how champion ice 
skater Christina Looek be¬ 
came blind after insecticide 
soray from a neighbor's yard 
drifted into Locek's yard 
while she was sunbathing. 
The spray killed Locers 
dog and cat. 

A Washington Past article 
("Lethal Grass," 9/16/91) 
described how Navy Lt. 
George Prior, shortly after 

E laying golf, developed 
eadache, rash, high fever, 
and vomiting. His skin blis¬ 
tered and peeled away, his 
organs flailed, and be died of 
toxic epidermal necrolvsls, 
a skin reaction caused by 
exposure to a fimgidde that 
had been applied to die golf 
course. 

People, particularly 
youngsters, don't always 
observe warnings to avoid 
chemically treated lawns for 
24 hours. Dogs, cats, birds, 
and squirrels can't read 
these warnings. Besides In¬ 
sects and worms, other liv¬ 
ing beings also suffer and 
die from chemical lawn 
treatments. 

Are lawns really safe 24 
home after chemical appli¬ 
cations? The U.S. Bn vlron- 

has acknowledged the poesl- 
bility that moet popular 
lawn and garden chemicals 
pose continuing health 


risks. 

One study showed that 
farmers who use 2,4-D - a 
widely sold weed killer - 
have up to seven times 
higher than average risk for 
developing non-Hodgkin's 
lymphoma, a cancer. An¬ 
other study recendy pub¬ 
lished in The Journal of die 
National Cancer Institute indi¬ 
cated that doss whose fami¬ 
lies used 2,4-D to destroy 
lawn weeds are twice as 
likely to develop lym- 

E homa, 2,4-D and other 
erbicides have also been 
linked to leukemia and to 
human birth defects. 

Lawn chemicals often 
travel via toxic clouds or 
streams to pollute areas be- 
yond th e tr ea tedlawn. - 
Herbicides kill clover. 
However, the root modules 
of clover contain bacteria 
beneficial to the lawn. Na¬ 
ture itself usually controls 
insect populations. Un¬ 
wanted dandelions can be 
removed manually 
(chemical free dandelions 
make a tasty soup or salad). 

Activity by worms and 
micro-organisms enhances 
lawn health. If you support 
this activity by avoiding 
pesticide and hemicide use, 
grass roots will be stonger. 
After lawn mowing, srass 
clippings and ground up 
leaves become good natural 
fertilizers. Chemical fertiliz¬ 
ers are unnecessary.

In pacing the Rams to 
their fifth WMIL title in the 
last six years, Tressler re¬ 
corded a 21.4 point scoring 
average from his forward 
slot. He connected on 57 
percent of his field goals 
and 36 of 50 free throws on 
his way to a total of 214 
points on his way to tallying 
the league's fifth-best free- 
throw shooting mark at 72 
percent. Tressler also mus¬ 
cled his way to a nine- 
rebound per game avenge

over the season. 

The 6-4 senior helped 
spark the Rams to a 9-1 
league record this season 
(18-5 ovemll) by leading the 
WMIL in scoring from 
Southern's opening league 
battle when he shredded the 
nets for 32 points in a 52-44 
thumping of Beall. He 
rolled up 26 points in the 
Rams' title-clinching 64-52 
win over Fort Hill. Over the 
span of his two years in the 
starting line-up, SHS went

Friday, May 23. "Mary¬ 
land's wild turkey popula¬ 
tion continues to increase, 
and hunters should find 
ample opportunities to bag 
one of America's truly great 
game birds," said Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
Wildlife and Heritage Ser¬ 
vice director Paul A. Pe- 
ditto. 

Turkey populations are 
at near record levels 
throughout most of Mary¬ 
land, and this year's hunting 
season may again produce a 
record harvest. Sportsmen 
harvested 3,030 wild tur¬ 
keys in 2002, slightly fewer 
than the record of 3,075 set 
in 2001. Spring harvests are 
typically related to hunting 
pressure, weather condi¬ 
tions, and turkey popula¬ 
tions. 

In the past, spring turkey 
season has usually spanned 


a four-week period, but 
DNR has added an addi¬ 
tional week to the end of the 
season for 2003. 

"The extra week should 
increase opportunities for 
spring gobbler hunters with¬ 
out negatively impacting 
our wild turkey popula¬ 
tions," said Bob Long, 
DNR’s turkey biologist. 
"The spring turkey season is 
timed to ensure that the 
majority of breeding activity 
takes place prior to the 
hunting season, and an ad¬ 
ditional harvest of gobblers 
in late May will not signifi¬ 
cantly affect reproductive 
efforts." 

Below-average reproduc¬ 
tion in the western and 
Eastern Shore regions sug¬ 
gests that young gobblers, 
or jakes, may be limited in 
those areas. However, pre¬ 
vious years of excellent re¬ 


production should be evi¬ 
dent in increased numbers 
of adult gobblers available 
for skilled spring turkey 
hunters. 

The highest densities of 
wild turkeys have tradition¬ 
ally occurred in the western 
four counties. However, 
following a 20-year restora¬ 
tion effort, turkeys now oc¬ 
cur in every county, and 
densities in the lower shore 
counties of Dorchester, 
Somerset, Wicomico and 
Worcester have equaled and 
likely surpassed densities in 
the western mountains. 
"The restoration of Mary¬ 
land's wild turkeys is a con¬ 
servation achievement that 
every Marylander should be 
proud of," Peditto stated. 

Turkey hunters are also 
encouraged to follow basic 
turkey hunting safety proce¬ 
dures while afield. The Na¬ 



tional Wild Turkey Federa¬ 
tion, in conjunction with 
DNR, issued the reminders 
which appear below. 

•Positively identify your 
target. Be absolutely certain 
that you identify the beard 
on the turkey, verifying that 
the turkey is a legal bird. 

•Make your position 
known to other hunters by 
speaking loudly to them. 
Do not wave a handkerchief

ABOUT SCHMIDT 

Rated R- Running Time: 2:05 - Released 12/13/02 

“Has my life made a difference?” 

This is something that probably occurs to most people 
(at least most introspective and reasonably thoughtful 
people) later in life, especially at transitional periods like 
retirement. Jack Nicholson, giving one of the best per¬ 
formances of his career, plays a man facing this question 
in Alexander Payne’s About Schmidt, based on the novel 
written by Louis Begley and adapted for the screen by 
director Payne and his regular writing partner, Jim Tay¬ 
lor. I know Nicholson has made bigger splashes in movies 
like Cuckoo's Nest and The Shining, but it is in films like this 
where his technique is most apparent; his ability to por¬ 
tray a frail, broken everyman is a more telling example of 
his talent than hatcheting his way through a bathroom 
door and saying, “Heeeeeeere’s Johnny!" A melancholy 
account of the depression brought on by an unfiilfilling 
career, a stagnant marriage, and an inattentive father¬ 
hood, made more acute by the simultaneous ending of all 
three, Schmidt is a sad movie with a slow pace and an air 
of quiet desperation, but nonetheless a moving and affect¬ 
ing piece of work. Nicholson is pathetic, and normal, and 
endearing, but above all real; his supporting players are no 
less adept, and director Payne clearly knows how to use 
his actors’ talents, bringing it all together to the best effect. 

After a thoughtful but uninspiring retirement dinner 
given by the Omaha insurance company where he served 
for 32 years, 66-ycar-old Assistant Vice President Warren 
Schmidt is cut loose into the cold world of retirement. 
Treated like a child by his dull wife Helen (June Squibb) 
and no longer particularly welcome at his old office, he 
searches for some meaningful diversion, finally deciding 
to sponsor a starving African child through one of those 
TV charity organizations Seeing • picture of hit s p a n - 
soree, Nducu (played [in photos only] by real-life starving 
African child Abdallah Mtulu, who incidentally received 
a lifetime endowed scholarship courtesy of this film’s pro¬ 
duction crew), inspires Warren to write to him, even 
though the 6-year-old Tanzanian cannot read or write. 
Before he can tell Helen about his new pen pal, however, 
she drops over dead from a blood dot in the brain. 

Helen’s death brings not only the painful realization 
that he never properly appreciated her, but also a visit 
ftom their daughter Jeannie (Hope Davis) and her boorish 
fianc6 Randall (Dermot Mulroney) from Denver, who 
must interrupt their hectic wedding plans to help with the 
funeral arrangements. After Helen’s interment, Warren

Bill Makes Taxes More Taxing For 
Politicians by Moving April 15 to Nov.

WASHINGTON - Tax 
Day can be painful, but 
Rep. Roscoe Bartlett doesn't 
think it's painful enough for 
politicians. Thafs why the 
Frederick Republican is in¬ 
troducing a bill to move the 
tax filing deadline from 
April 15 to the first Monday 
in November, the day be¬ 
fore Election Dayr 

He thinks that the change 
would help people realize 
what their taxes are paying 
for and encourage more of 
them to vote - and to vote 
differently. "This is just an 
obvious thing, a very simple 
thing," Bartlett said last 
Thursday. It is the second 
time Bartlett has tried to 
make the change. An identi¬ 
cal bill died in the last Con¬ 
gress. 

Right now the filing 
deadline and Election Day 
are almost as far apart as 
possible, Bartlett said, and 
by the time people vote, 
they probably do not re- 
member how much they 
paid in taxes.

Bartlett said that he 
thinks most people do not 
realize how much of their 
tax money goes to support 
programs that the Constitu¬ 
tion does not authorize the 
federal government to pro¬ 
vide. Holding a pocket-sized 
version of the Constitution, 
he said that most of the 
things lawmakers spend 


taxpayers' money on cannot 
be found in the document - 
even obvious benefits like 
public schools.

Ephedra Is sold to enhance athletic performance, 
accelerate weight lose and as an energy booster 
The issue also Is cf particular Interest to 
NA8CAR K *"*ua* the No. 23 Dodge of Kenny 
Wallace la sponsored by 8tacker 2, a dietary supple¬ 
ment that contains ephedra. 8tacker 2 also has an 
ephedra-free version. 

NA8C AR based Its recommendation on a Rand 
Corp study recently released by the U8. 
Department of Health and Human 8ervicee 
The study concluded that products containing 
ephedra may cause side effects such as nausea, 
vomiting, Jitter* and heart palpitations.

Tributes usually brim with hol¬ 
low superlatives. An exception is 
NBC’s loving honor to Bob 
Hope, “100 Years of Hope Sc Hu¬ 
mor. - Sunday, April 20. 

Host Jane Pauley, an NBC 
mainstay, is practically an intern 
compared to Hope. He started 
with NBC in 1934, on the radio, 
and his first NBC television spe¬ 
cial was on Easter - 53 years 
ago. 

Hope, who turns 100 on May 
29, plans to watch the tribute, 
says daughter Linda Hope. “He 
is looking forward to his 100th 
birthday,” she adds. “I like to 
think that the good he put out 
there in the airwaves is support¬ 
ing and nurturing him in his old 
age" 

good is boundless, as over 
10 million troops in peacetime 
and four wars - WWII, the Kore¬ 
an War, Vietnam and the Persian 
Gulf War - would attest. Long¬ 
time Hop- producer Gary Smith 
tracks down veterans whose 
morales were lifted because of 
Hope. He recalls how, in 1965, a 
young wife met Hope at an air¬ 
port and pressed a picture frame 
into his hands because he was 
visiting the base where her hus¬ 
band, Spc Bryan O’Connell, 
was stationed. The frame con¬ 
tained photos of their newborn 
twins. Smith found the twins, 
now parents themselves, for this 
special. 

The footage of Hope working 
hard to cheer troops is nothing 
short of magnificent The baby¬ 
faced soldiers, manv of them 
marching to their deaths, had 
their last light-hearted moments 
because of Hope. From May 
1941 until Christmas 1990, he 
made more than 700 trips to en¬ 
tertain GIs. 

The tribute also features inter¬ 
views with celebrities, including 
Woody Allen, who says, “I've 
been doing hun my whole life as 
a performer. If you look close, 
you will see I copy him. Of 
course, I don’t have his talent, 
but I copied him just the same " 

Jane Russell says Hope was the 
best kisser she ever worked with. 

And Jay Leno says, “He was 
probably the greatest American 
entertainer of tne 20th century."

That'* because he could do it 
all. Hope started as a dancer in 
vaudeville. His stage card, now 
in the Library of Congress, read: 
“Bob Hope, danceamedian " He 
sang and danced well enough to 
make a go of it on Broadway, de¬ 
buting in a 1924 Fatty Arbuckle 
revue. From there, it was on to 
radio. 

Along the way, he made 59 
movies, wrote 12 books and 
managed to squeeze in enough 
time on the greens to make seven 
holes-in-one. He was friends 
with every president since 
Franklin Roosevelt, and, ss 
Smith says, “Here is a man who 
could walk into the White House 
and say, 'You may not be here in 
two years, but I will.’" 

Of all these astounding num¬ 
bers, there is one that shines, par¬ 
ticularly in Hollywood: He has 
been mamed to Dolores Reade 
for 69 years. Linda, one of four 
children, shares a sweet memory 
of her dad. As she and her broth¬ 
er ate breakfast and got ready for 
school, she says, “He would do a 
soft-shoe routine and shuffle off 
to Paramount." 

Linda Hope recalls initially not 
understanding the constant inter¬ 
ruptions on the street. “I remem¬ 
ber as a kid people used to come 
up to him all the time," she says 
“And I would think, ’This is my 
dad, and it’s our time alone.' “ 

But it wasn't long before she 
realized why she had to share. 
“A guy would come and say, 
'Bob, I saw you in 1942 tn the 
South Pacific, and it was the last 
show my buddy saw, and we had 
such laughs about it,’" she says. 
“It is very powerful stuff "

SMS Scholar 
Named USAA 
All-American 
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Adults Have Power, Responsibility 
To Prevent Child Abuse & Neglect

April is Child Abuse Prevention Month, and the Garrett 
County Department of Social Services has issued the following 
tips that can help empower all adults concerned about child 
abuse and neglect. For further information and/or assistance, 
persons may contact DSS child welfare supervisor Larry Bruch at 
301-533-3042, via e-mail at lbruch@dhr.state.md.us, or by visit¬ 
ing the agency at 12578 Garrett Highway, Oakland. Other, con¬ 
tact information, including phone numbers to report instances of 
possible child abuse and neglect, appear, below, 

As an individual and as a member of your community, 
you have the power to prevent child abuse and neglect. 
Here are some ways to contribute your ounce—or 
more—of effort to prevention. 

•Understand the problem. Child abuse and neglect af¬ 
fect children of all ages, races, and incomes. According to 
the National Child Abuse and Neglect Reporting System, 
in 1999, an estimated 826,000 children nationwide were 
victims of maltreatment. Most experts believe that actual 
incidents of abuse and neglect are more numerous than 
statistics indicate. 

•Understand the terms. Child abuse and neglect take 
more than one form. Federal and state laws address four 
main types of child maltreatment: physical abuse, physi¬ 
cal or emotional neglect, sexual abuse, and emotional 
abuse. Often, more than one type of abuse or neglect oc¬ 
curs within families. Some types of maltreatment, such as 
emotional abuse, are much harder to substantiate than 
others, such as physical abuse. 

•Understand the causes. Most parents don't hurt or 
neglect their children intentionally. Many were them¬ 
selves abused or neglected. Very young or inexperienced 
parents might not know how to take care of their babies 
or what they can reasonably expect from children at dif¬ 
ferent stages of development. Circumstances that place 
families under extraordinary stress—for instance, poverty, 
divorce, sickness, and disability—sometimes take their toll 
in child maltreatment. Parents who abuse alcohol or other 
drugs are more likely to abuse or neglect their children. 

•Support programs that support families. Parent educa¬ 
tion, community centers, respite care services, and sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment programs help to protect children 
by addressing circumstariceslhat place families at riskTor 
child abuse and neglect. The Garrett County DSS offers 
In Home Family Services programs to assist parents with 
many of the areas of stress that can cause family prob¬ 
lems. It is better to address these areas of risk before they 
become serious. To refer to these services you can call 
301-533-3054. There is no cost for these programs. 

•Report suspected abuse and neglect. Some states re¬ 
quire everyone to report suspected abuse or neglect; others 
specify members of certain professions, such as educators 
and doctors. But whether or not you are mandated by law 
to report child abuse and neglect, doing so may save a 
child—and a family. If you suspect a child is being abused 
or neglected, call law enforcement at 301-334-1911 or 
301-387-1101. You may also call the Garrett County De¬ 
partment of Social Services Child Abuse Hotline at 301- 
533-3005 from 7:30 a m. to 4 p.m. After hours or on 
weekends you may call 911 to reach a social worker to 
report abuse. 

•Spread the word. Help educate others in your commu¬ 
nity about child abuse and neglect. Ask if you can leave a 
stack of brochures at your local public library, recreation 
or community center, government center, or Other public 
place. You also might make material available at your 
church or other faith institution. Even grocery stores usu¬ 


ally have places to distribute community materials. 

•Strengthen the fabric of your community. Know your 
neighbors' names and the names of their children, and 
make sure they know yours. Give stressed parents a break 
by offering to watch their children. Volunteer. If you like 
interacting with children, great, but you do not have to 
volunteer directly with kids to contribute to prevention. 
All activities that strengthen communities, such as service 
to civic clubs and participation on boards and committees, 
ultimately contribute to the well-being of children. 

•Be ready in an emergency. We have all witnessed the 
screaming-child-in-the-supermarket scenario. If we are 
parents, at least once that screaming child has been ours. 
Most-parents take the typical tantrum in stride. But what 
if you witness a scene—in the supermarket or anywhere 
else—where you believe a child is being, or is about to be, 
physically or verbally abused? Responding in these cir¬ 
cumstances technically moves beyond prevention to inter¬ 
vention, and intervention is best handled by professionals. 

•If you find yourself in a situation where you believe a 
child is being or will be abused at that moment, there are 
steps you can take. Prevent Child Abuse America suggests 
the following: Talk to the adult to get his or her attention 
away from the child. Be friendly by saying something like: 
"Children can really wear you out, can’t they?" or "My 
child has done the same thing." 

•Ask if you can help in any way: "Could I carry some 
packages? Play with an older child so the baby can be fed 
or changed? Call someone on my cell phone?" 

•If you see a child alone in a public place—for example, 
unattended in a grocery cart—stay with the child until the 
parent returns. 

•Finally—and most important if you are a par¬ 
ent—remember that prevention, like most positive things, 
begins at home. Take time to re-evaluate your parenting 
skills. Be honest with yourself—Are you yelling at your 
children a lot or hitting them? Do you enjoy being a par¬ 
ent at least most of the time? 

If you could benefit from some help with parenting, 
seek it—Getting help when you need it is an essential part 
of being a good parent. Talk to a professional that you 
trust, take a parenting class, or read a book about child 
development.

No Time for Training 

* ^ , I have a new puppy that I've 
V^.managed to houaebraak, but 
she needs more obedience training. 
However, 1 don’t have the time ta 
train her. Caa 1 hire a private train¬ 
er? —Norm L, Now Hart*, Conn. 

A .While I think that owners who 
. bain their dogs themselves get 
the best results, I also understand that 
people caa’t always commit the nec¬ 
essary amount of time to training. This 
is due to long commutes, tough work¬ 
days and not enough “downtime” at 
home. 

Most owners can spare an hour a day 
to play with, walk and train their dog, 
but often ao more than that. This can 
be frustrating for the owner and the 
dog, which spent its day cooped up in 
a kennel cage. 

In this case, time spent with a profes¬ 
sional trainer can be beneficial, as 
long as the owner follows up on the 
training at home. 

Research the different training pro¬ 
grams available in your area. Some 
trainers may keep your pet at their 
facility for one to three weeks; others 
encourage you to drop it off in, the 
morning and pick it up at night during 
the training period. Others meet with 
your dog for only a few hours each 
day. 

Decide which method is best for 
your schedule, and check out the train¬ 
er thoroughly, including a reference 
check and a tour 6f the facility. Com¬ 
pare his or her fees with those of other 
trainers, and ask for an explanation of 
different prices. The trainer should be 
friendly and should readily answer 
your questions, but should also be 
Arm about your commitment to con¬ 
tinuing the dog’s training at home.

This will be a 
team effort Listen to the trainer’s 
instructions and follow them, and 
you'll have a well-behaved pet.

Md. Health Workers Question New 
Privacy Rules, But Are Complying

WASHINGTON - New 
federal medical privacy 
rules that took effect Mon¬ 
day will be costly and, at 
least in Maryland, largely 
unnecessary, say state 
health care providers. 

The rules, which were 
part of the Health Insurance

cords. The rules were de¬ 
signed to protect patients 
from embarrassing breaches 
of medical privacy or the 
sharing of their records with 
drug companies marketing 
prescription drugs. 

Campanelli said fears 
about the rules - that they 
might keep friends from 
getting patient information 
from a hospital or that they 
would force doctors’ offices 
to eliminate sign-in sheets, 
appointment reminder calls, 
and visits from clergy - are 
all untrue Scott Conover 
concedes the new regula¬ 
tions are redundant in 
Maryland, but thinks they 
are still a good idea and 
have been adequately ex¬ 
plained by the government. 

"The guidance that they 
have put out there, I think, 
has been very strong and 
very helpful for those people 
who were looking for it," 
said Conover, the assistant 
general counsel for Life- 
Bridge Health He said in¬ 
creased patient control over 


their records and increased 
doctor awareness of privacy 
issues are worth the chal¬ 
lenge of getting hospital 
staff and business associates 
used to the new rules. 

The rules will require 
hospitals to get a signed 
form from all business asso¬ 
ciates who have access to 
patient records, certifying 
that they understand and 
will comply with the pri¬ 
vacy regulations. Campan- 
elli said civil violations of 
the rules carry fines-ef up to 
$2,500, while those con¬ 
victed of obtaining health 
information illegally could 
face fines up to $250,000 or 
jail time. 

Federal officials are en¬ 
couraging voluntary compli¬ 
ance, saying investigations 
about compliance will be 
driven by patient com¬ 
plaints 

The act has two other 
components about elec¬ 
tronic standards for billing 
and security provisions for 
electronic data that will be¬ 
come effective within the 
next two years.

ministrators said that anxi¬ 
ety evaporated when they 
started actually looking at 
the regulations and realized 
how similar they were to 
the state rules. Selig said her 
office created about 10,000

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There have been few methods of execution more 
torturous or more excruciatingly painful than cru- 
erfixion - and the Romans mastered it. 

By design, death on a cross was not quick. 
No vital organs were damaged, so it was a 
slow, agonizing demise. Soldiers would first 
whip the victim with a scourge and then force 
him to carry his own crossbeam to the ex-' 
ecution site. Once suspended on a cross, 
the hours in a strained position took its toll 
on the individual’s body, causing difficulty in 
breathing - and often suffocation. Some vic¬ 
tims died of heart failure. And sometimes a 
person woukl hang alive for days, finally suc¬ 
cumbing to death as a welcomed relief. 

It wasn’t until A.D. 337 that crucifixion was 
banned in Rome by the first Christian em¬ 
peror, Constantine the Great. But by then 
thousands had been tortured on a cross - 
including one named Jesus Christ. Interest¬ 
ingly enough, it was out of reverence for this 
very Jesus that Constantine outlawed this 
method of execution three centuries later. 

When Jesus was crucified He voluntarily 
took the guilt of your sins and mine to the 
cross with Him. As death drew near, the Son 
of God summoned all of His human strength 
and said, m ltis finishedr 

What did that mean? - "If is finishedr It 
meant that there was no more need for 
bloodshed. Never again would innocent 
lambs have to be sacrificed to atone for 
man's sins as had been done in Old Testa-

man cross and

was as if the

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April Is the 
Month of the Young 
Child 
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GIFTS OF LOVE 

by Gail N. Herman, Ph.D. 

This spring, let's give our children “gifts of love” 
through reading and talking with them. These gifts consist 
of a very valuable substance: an adult’s ftee attention and 
communication with a child, given freely and without 
distraction Reading and telling stories are two of the best 
“gifts of love” because children know early on that we are 
busy, busy people; yet, when we hold our children and 
read a book, we let them know by our very presence that 
they are valuable and important to us. Talking, smiling, 
explaining, and conversing while looking directly into 
your child’s eyes are crucial for your child to learn how to 
relate to others. 

Reading books together has benefits for both parents 
and children. Some parents say they find it difficult to talk 
to their tiny babies; reading a book with their child helps 
them relax It also helps the loneliness some mothers feel 
during the first few months home alone with a baby. 
Books are not the only way to show “gifts of love,” but 
they provide a focus for both parent and child for the mo¬ 
ment. For working parents, reading provides a special 
time of closeness and can become a special part of family 
life. \. 

READING “TALK” WITH THE VERYVYOUNG 

Parents and early childhood educators kn\w instinc¬ 
tively that an infant's learning depends on awareness of, 
and interactions with, people, events, and the environ¬ 
ment. When infants hear us read, they become sensitive 
to the sounds of our language and begin to develop pho¬ 
nemic awareness. This sensitivity is important as they 
begin to play and experiment with making sounds them¬ 
selves. Later this awareness and production of sounds and 
phonemes will help children communicate their needs, 
and learn to read and write. 

When we read with our children they also “see" us 
read and become sensitive to the individual gestures and 
facial expressions that are so much a part of our language. 
Fifty-five percent of the act of oral communication occurs 
through gestures, and body and facial movements, ac¬ 
cording to one study. Tone of voice, pauses, sighs, etc. 
make up 38 percent of oral communication. Only 7 per¬ 
cent of the meaning of oral communication is attributed 
to the words alone! Think of all the different meanings 
for the word “Hello,” for example. 

As we read together with a child, we can “talk” about 
the pictures, colors, and the feelings and actions of the 
characters. When children are very young, much of this 
adult “talk” includes nonverbal gestures, such as pointing 
to the pictures and making facial expressions that convey 
surprise ot enjoyment as we turn a page- We might use 
exclamations such as “Oh, look!” or "See the frog?” 
When we say “Ooooohhhh” in surprise or sadness, our 
voice might rise or fall through a variety of pitches or 
tones that reinforce expressions for children. Don’t be shy 
about these elements of communication. Model the 
moods of the scenes in the book. Put laughter in your 
voice if it is funny, sadness if it is sad, and so forth. The 
more expressive you are now with your tones, faces, and 
gestures, the more meaning your child will get from your 
reading. Also, from your modeling, your child will be able 
to use a wider range of vocal, facial, and body movements 
later during reading on his or her own, or as he or she 
speaks to various groups. 

READING TO PRESCHOOLERS AND PRIMARY 
GRADE CHILDREN 

Reading to children aids in learning to read and write 
because it helps children become aware of the unit of 
sound represented by alphabet letters. Then, seeing the 
sequence of letters used to write words, such as a child’s 
favorite book title, increases the child’s sensitivity to the 
sounds that various words contain (Ehri, 1975). Oral lan¬ 
guage and written language develop simultaneously. 

Here are some tips to keep in mind. 

1) Allow your child to ask questions about the 
book’s pictures. Start with the cover. Ask, “What 
do you think this will be about?" Relate unknown 
items as they arise to things you or your child 
have experienced. 

2) Anticipate words that your child might not 
know. You can do this by inserting a parentheti¬ 
cal explanation. For example, in a story I 
adapted from Aesop (Herman, 1986, audio cas¬ 
sette available at the Ruth Enlow Library in Oak¬ 
land) I say that the King issued a proclamation (a 
messenger was sent) calling all the animals to the 
palace. You don’t have to cheat your child of the 
big words; you just have to be aware of when the 
words need explanation and relation. Relate the 
word to your child’s experiences.

3) Include your child in talk about the items in 
the book and adapt your talk to your child’s cur¬ 
rent level of understanding for optimal learning 
of language. Allow for child-directed speech, give 
and take; follow your child’s curiosity. Talk with 
your children, not at them. Children learn about 
written language in a socially mediated way. 
Language learning is nurtured through interac¬ 
tions with you. 

4) Expand and extend your child'sHanguage. If 
a first grader says “Duck” and points, you can 
describe the duck in more detail. You can ask the 
child to describe what she likes about the animal. 
You can point to the ’D’ in duck and mention it, 
“Oh, look. There’s another 'D' just like the one 
in your name." 

5) Sometimes it is important to just read and 
not embellish. 

6) Read and tell lots of folktales. The structures 
of these stories are obvious and help children ob¬ 
tain a “sense of story.” Eventually, children be¬ 
gin to predict, in the back of their mind, what 
direction a story might be taking. For example, a 
child might think to himself, “Will there be a 
third animal doing a similar task?" This attempt 
to predict (in the back of the mind) is one of the 
activities that help children (and adults) create 
meaning. It does not matter if the predictions are 
wrong, what matters are the engagement and 
visualization of the next parts of the story. 

This spring you can give gifts of love to your children 
by participating in book readings for children and families 
at your local library. These readings create a communal 
event and will serve as yet another type of the gifts of 
love. Call your local library for dates and times of special 
reading events. 

School Readiness - An Essential 
Foundation for Success 

by Dr. Donald D. Forrester, Director of Elementary Educa¬ 
tion, Garrett County Public Schools, April 2003. The informa¬ 
tion contained in this article was taken from multiple sources. 

At a summit meeting in Feb. 1990 with the previous 
President Bush and the National Governors Association, 
the issue of the readiness of America’s children to profit 
from school experiences was raised and addressed 
through the formulation of six national education goals. 
The first goal was that “all children will start school ready 
to learn." Three objectives were proffered to achieve this 
goal, including high quality and developmentaliy appro¬ 
priate preschool programs for economically disadvan¬ 
taged and disabled children. 

To redress the daunting variability relative to the 
school readiness issue prevalent with American children, 
a two-fold strategy was evolved: One part of the strategic 
plan would provide support to families to help them pre¬ 
pare their children for school; the second part was to help 
schools to be more responsive to a wide range of develop¬ 
mental levels, background experiences, and needs children bring 
to school with them Essentially, readiness has two basic 
components, the students' readiness for school and the 
school’s readiness to receive and work with diverse young 
learners 

Driven by the first national education goal that all chil¬ 
dren will enter school ready to learn, state and local edu¬ 
cation agencies have debated and agonized over how the 
readiness and school preparedness of children in respec¬ 
tive jurisdictions can be improved so that the benefits of 
formal public education can be realized by all children, 
especially those challenged by poverty and/or cognitive, 
emotional, or physical disabilities. In Maryland, a number 
of programs have been established to enhance its chil¬ 
dren's readiness for school, including The Early Interven¬ 
tion and Prevention Services Initiative (EIPS) and Home In¬ 
struction Program for Preschool Youngsters (HIPPY). These 
new programs have built upon the success of two older 
programs: the Early Identification and Intervention Program 
(EIIP) and the Extended Elementary Education Program 
(EEEP). 

Additionally, a consortium of state agencies, realizing 
that it takes an entire community to take responsibility for 
school readiness, has created the Ready at Five Partnership, 
which promotes readiness in several areas: social and 
emotional development, physical development, language 
and literacy, and cognitive and general knowledge in sub¬ 
jects such as mathematical thinking, scientific thinking, 
social studies, and the arts. This partnership advises par- 
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ents that all areas of development are important and that 
intentional nurturing is necessary in all these areas for a 
child to be ready to succeed when s/he starts school. 

In December 2001, a consortium of government lead¬ 
ers, state agencies, and advocacy and service-providing 
organizations formed the Leadership in Action Program 
(LAP). This program espoused two purposes: 

1) . To accelerate the rate at which children enter 
school ready to learn in Maryland, and 

2) . To increase the leadership capacity of the par¬ 
ticipants who are accountable for that result. 

From extensive deliberations, the consortium created a 
document, Achieving School Readiness: A 5-Year Action 
Agenda For Maryland. This action agenda offers “a road¬ 
map to achieving the result that all children in Maryland 
enter school ready to team, and is animated through six 
goals and 25 strategies. The six goals are: 

1) . All children, birth through age 5, will have ac¬ 
cess to high quality early care and education pro¬ 
grams that meet the needs of families, including full 
day options. 

2) . Parents of young children will succeed in their 
role as their child’s first teacher. 

3) . Children, birth through age 5, and their families, 
will receive necessary income support benefits and 
health and mental health care to ensure they arrive 
at school with healthy minds and bodies. 

4) . All early care and education staff will be appro¬ 
priately trained in promoting and understanding 
school readiness. 

5) . All Maryland citizens will understand the value 
of quality early care and education as the means to 
achieve school readiness. 

6) . Maryland will have an infrastructure that pro¬ 
motes, sufficiently funds, and holds accountable its 
school readiness efforts. 

For the past three years, all school systems in Mary¬ 
land have administered the Work Sampling System ' M 
(WSS) Kindergarten Checklist, which evaluates and rates 
incoming kindergarteners’ proficiency on 30 selected be¬ 
havioral indicators or competencies covering seven devel¬ 
opmental domains. These indicators measure a student’s 
skills against established standards of learning, which 
have been verified through extensive research. Child cn 
are judged to be at full readiness, approaching readiness, or 
developing readiness. "Full readiness" means that students 
consistently demonstrate skills, behaviors, and abilities 


needed to meet kindergarten expectations successfully. 
"Approaching readiness" means that students inconsis¬ 
tently demonstrate skills, behaviors, and abilities requisite 
to meet kindergarten expectations successfully and require 
targeted instructional support in specific domains or spe¬ 
cific performance indicators. "Developing readiness" 
means that students do not demonstrate skills, behaviors, 
and abilities essential to meeting kindergarten expecta¬ 
tions successfully and require considerable instructional 
support in several domains or many performance indica¬ 
tors. 

For the 2002-2003 school year administration of the 
WSS, 50% of Garrett County kindergarteners were rated 
by their teachers as fully developed, 39% of the kindergarten 
students were assessed by their teachers as approaching 
readiness, and 11% of the county’s kindergarteners were 
judged as developing readiness. (For the 2001-2002 school 
year administration of the WSS, the results were similar: 

’ 58% of the kindergarten students were rated as fully devel¬ 
oped, 35% as approaching readiness, and 7% as developing 
readiness.) These data indicate that more needs to be done 
to improve and nurture the early childhood preparedness 
of incoming kindergarten students. 

Toward this goal of improved kindergarten readiness, 
the following systemic, programmatic, and organizational 
efforts are operational or will become operational shortly. 
I). All Garrett County’s prekindergarten and kinder¬ 
garten teachers have trained over the past three years

with Kate Barnes, a Maryland State Department of 
Education consultant, to refine their observational 
skills, to collect and analyze students' work samples 
in a uniform manner, and, as a consequence of the 
former, to adjust the teaching-learning dynamic in 
their classrooms to address and mitigate the normal 
variability in their students’ preparedness and readi¬ 
ness. (Additional workshops are contemplated for 
next school year through the Maryland Model for 
School Readiness Staff Development Grant and 
would include training in specific domains measured 
by WSS) 

2) . The Local Interagency Coordinating Council 
(L1CC) meets regularly to review the needs of young 
children and their families and to coordinate a multi¬ 
agency delivery of appropriate services to them. 

3) . The Judy Center was established and is funded by 
the Maryland State Department of Education to per¬ 
mit the delivery of multiple services to young children 
and their families, especially those who are most eco¬ 
nomically challenged, in a single facility and captures 
the essential components recommended in a large 
body of research Enhancing school readiness is cen¬ 
tral to the mission of the Judy Center program that is 
housed at the Overlook Judy Center in Oakland. 

4) . Continuous self-appraisal, validation, and ac¬ 
creditation of all private and public early childhood 
education programs in Garrett County to ensure com¬ 
pliance with standards established by the Maryland 
State Department of Education. 

5) . The Readiness Task Force, which is an outgrowth 
of the Leadership in Action Program, was formed this 
year to promote interagency communication, collabo¬ 
ration, and coordination to improve school readiness 
for all children in Garrett County. This task force in¬ 
cludes representatives ffontthe Partnership for Chil¬ 
dren and Families, the Garrett County Community 
Action Committee Head Start, the Judy Center, the 
Garrett County Health Department, the State of 
Maryland Child Care Administration, and the 
Garrett County Board of Education. (It is the inten¬ 
tion of this task force to craft a companion five-year 
action plan to complement the state's Achieving School 
Readiness: A 5- Year Action Agenda For Maryland.) 

6) . Inclusion in the Garrett County Public Schools' 
Five-Year Master Plan a set of strategies and achieve¬ 
ment benchmarks to be responsive to nurturing and 
improving school success for all enrolling kindergar¬ 
ten students. (The plan affirms a commitment to 
school readiness and sets a short-term target of 95% 
of incoming kindergarten being at the full readiness and 
approaching readiness levels.) 

7) . The development of a Memorandum of Under¬ 
standing between the Garrett County Board of Edu¬ 
cation and the Garrett County Community Action 
Committee Head Start to ensure that complete cover¬ 
age is provided for implementing a full-day prekinder¬ 
garten program for all high-risk 4-year-old children in 
Garrett County. (This comprehensive four-year pro¬ 
gram, in combination with the efforts of the Judy 
Center and other collaborating agencies, should pro¬ 
mote the realization of the school system's readiness 
target cited above.) 

Readiness describes the preparation for what comes 
next and readiness for - kindergarten involves both the 
child and the instructional situation. Embedded in the 
concepTof readiness are certain social UTlfl behavioral ex¬ 
pectations, sensory-motor expectations, cognitive and 
language expectations, and high-quality curricula in pre¬ 
school and kindergarten classrooms. With the passage of 
the reauthorized federal Elementary and Secondary Edu¬ 
cation Act, known as No Child Left Behind, all children 
must reach certain academic proficiency standards by 
third grade In order to meet these standards, it is manda¬ 
tory that all students begin school ready to learn and ex¬ 
cel. Nothing less will be acceptable within the new ac¬ 
countability system 

The National Association for the Education of Young 
Children (NAEYC) asserts that three critical factors must 
be central to all discussions held relative to school readi¬ 
ness These three factors are: 

1) . The diversity of children’s early life experiences 
as well as inequity in experiences 

2) .' The wide variation in young children’s develop¬ 
ment and learning. 

3) . The degree to which school expectations of chil¬ 
dren entering kindergarten are reasonable, appropri¬ 
ate, and supportive of individual differences. 

These factors have guided interagency conversations 
regarding the status of school readiness in Garrett 
County Because of the degree of commitment, collabora¬ 
tion, and cooperation between these agencies, there 
should be high optimism that school readiness can be sig¬ 
nificantly enhanced in the immediate future. Improved 
readiness for all young children will result in academic 
success for them and, by extension, a brighter and more 
prosperous future for all residents of Garrett County.

Domestic Violence Victims Find Access 
Through Courts, Verizon Cell Phones

ANNAPOLIS - Verizon 
Wireless will donate cell 
phones and airtime to vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse who 
have found safety under a 
new law requiring court 
offices to be open seven 
days a week. 

Verizon soon will deliver 
used cell phones to 35 court 
commissioner offices 
around the state to connect 
those in need with area ser¬ 
vices. 

"This is a way to provide 
additional protection," said 
Sherri Cunningham, 
spokeswoman for Verizon. 
"They are pre-programmed 
with shelter hotlines, legal 
advocates, and other victim 
services " 

The phone donations are 

part of Verizon'* national 
"HopeLine” program, in 
whichtahe company collects 
used cell phones and acces¬ 
sories, cleans them up, and 
re-sells them The profits 
then are used to provide 
service, including airtime, 
to the participating region. 

Since the start of Hope- 
Line in 1995, Verizon has 
collected more than 1 mil¬ 
lion phones. Maryland 
drop-off sites received near¬ 
ly 2,000 phones, enabling 
Verizon to, in tum, donate 
100 phones to the Maryland 
Network Against Domestic 
Violence 

The donated phones will 
remain with the staff at the 
commissioner offices and 
will be available for use by 
those who come in to file 
orders of protection. Confi¬ 
dential voice mail accounts 
can be set up by the com¬ 
pany for victims who have 
been discouraged from 
phone use. 

"No one knows and you 
can be confident that no one 
can stop you from getting 
the information you need," 
Cunningham said. "You 
have to give someone a 
phone number.” 

Attorney General J. Jo¬ 
seph Curran said once the 
phones are in place, the pro¬ 
gram can help prevent a 
battered victim from having 
to return home from court 
to make phone calls for 
help. 


"Having a prepro¬ 
grammed phone there per¬ 
mits the victim the use of a 
pnone tor service proviuers 
right then and there, before 
they go home," he said Ver¬ 
izon said the phones can be 
a lifeline "In addition to 
when a victim comes in, we 
can offer them some essen 
tial services," Cunningham 
said. 

"For victims to take that 
first step, it takes a lot of 
courage. It could end up 
saving someone's life. Once 
you look at the statistics . 
it's important for everyone 
to realize that this exists and 
shouldn't happen, but there 
are now places that you can 
turn to for help," she said 

Data collected since the 
courts opened for 24-hour 
service in December, 
through Feb. 20, revealed 
district court commissioners 
issued 1,499 interim protec¬ 
tive orders during nights, 
weekends, and holidays 
when courts are usually 
closed, according to Mary¬ 
land's Family Violence 
Council. 

The council is a partner¬ 
ship between the Attorney 
General's Office and the 
office of Lt Gov Michael 
Steele. In the state's highest 
favorable ballot vote since 
1972, 87.5 percent of Mary¬ 
landers last November 
voted to allow commission¬ 
ers to issue interim protec- 
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tive" orders while the courts 
are closed 

"It has given them signifi¬ 
cant relief that was not 
available before December 
of last year," said Curran. 
"It_does_indicate_that_there 
is a lot of use of this judicial 
remedy." 

Half of domestic violence 
incidents occur between 7 
p.m. and 1 a m., according 
to statistics at the office of 
the attorney general "The 
data . . clearly shows that 
so much of this happens 
after court hours," Curran 
said Only six states permit 
commissioners, or court 
personnel other than judges, 
to intervene in domestic 
violence cases. Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, North Caro¬ 
lina, and South Carolina 
allow non-judges to issue 
'victim stay-away" orders. 

Opening the doors after 
hours for victims of domes¬ 
tic abuse was an important 
step in protecting those in 
harm's way, said Michaele 
Cohen, executive director 


Maryland Network Against 
Domestic Violence. 

"Hopefully it's given peo¬ 
ple more access to this pro¬ 
tection when they need it 
most. And a lot of times 
things cannot wait," she 
said. "This is a huge in¬ 
crease in accessibility in 
protection and safety." 

Also important is that all 
of the needs of the victim 
are met as soon as she or he 
has the courage to come 
forward, said Curran. 

Maryland's Family Vio¬ 
lence Council welcomes the 
donation from Verizon. 
"When they're available 
we're hopeful that victims 
will have immediate assis¬ 
tance so there won't be any 
lag from getting assistance 
from the court and the pro¬ 
vider," said Twilah Shipley, 
the council's assistant direc¬ 
tor. "It should make this 
easier."

The Maryland Grain 
Producers Utilization Board 
(MGPUB) recently com¬ 
pleted the yearly process of 
allocating checkoff funds to 
various grant seekers. Funds 
are provided in the form of 
grants to carry out research, 
education, and the market 
development of grain. This 
year, $62,000 was provided 
for research, $83,000 for 
education and $125,000 for 
market development. 


"It is always a difficult 
task to decide which pro¬ 
jects to allocate funds to¬ 
ward," stated Drew Stabler, 
board member for MGPUB 
and grain farmer in Mont¬ 
gomery County. "Because 
the checkoff funds are based 
on a percentage of a farm¬ 
er's net grain income, the 
level of funding varies each 
year depending on market 
prices and yields. With this 
year’s low yields, we Saw a 
drop in funding and had to 
cut the budget to accommo¬ 
date the projects that most 
benefit Maryland grain 
farmers. Though our board 
realizes all the grants ap¬ 
plied for have value, we 
really have to weigh the 
benefits of each when decid¬ 
ing which projects to fund 
and at what level." 

Grant recipients must 
submit a report at the end of 
each year. This allows the 
MGPUB board to see ex- 


Many of the research 
projects have proven to be 
of great value for Maryland 
farmers. Currently, an on¬ 
going study by Virginia 
Tech to develop a viable 
variety of hull-!ess barley is 
beginning its eighth year of 
research. With the proposed 
ethanol plant for Maryland 
leaning toward hull-less 
barley as its feedstock, 
MGPUB board members 
see this development as a 
way to increase the farmer's 
bottom line in the future. 

"The hull-less barley re¬ 
search is so exciting for 
Maryland farmers. Hull-less 
barley is showing good 
promise at yielding higher 
ethanol rates than hulled 
barley and making ethanol 
from barley viable. Barley 
serves as a great cover crop, 
a positive for the environ¬ 
ment, and its potential to be 
used in an ethanol plant 
gives it much more value," 
added Jim Saathoff, 
MGPUB president and 
farmer from Caroline Coun¬ 
ty. "Research projects with 
such forward-thinking ideas 
as this one can make a dif¬ 
ference for our farmers." 

With ethanol as a topic 
of priority for this year's 
funding meeting, several 
projects were funded to ex¬ 
pand the use of this domes¬ 
tically produced, renewable 
resource. These included a 
series of ethanol fact books 
by the Clean Fuels Develop¬ 


ment Coalition, partnering 
with the National Ethanol 
Vehicle Coalition on bring¬ 
ing more E85 pumps to 
Maryland and supporting 
the University of Mary¬ 
land's ethanol-fueled hybrid 
vehicle program. 

Entering the second of 
three years is an interesting 
research project being con¬ 
ducted by Ronald Mulford 
at the Poplar Hill Facility of 
the University of Maryland 
in Quantico concerning 
phosphorus in starter fertil¬ 
izers. As new nutrient man¬ 
agement and clean water 
regulations come into play 
in the future, the amount of 
phosphorus in soil will be 
coming under heavy surveil¬ 
lance.

Many grain producers in 
Maryland rely on phospho¬ 
rus in their starter fertilizer 
mixes. Growers associate 
the use of phosphorus with 
quicker seed germination, 
plant emergence and early 
plant vigor. This leaves 
many asking how the limit¬ 
ing of phosphorus will affect 
com yields. Mulford's ongo¬ 
ing research is evaluating 
starter solutions with and 
without phosphorus to see 
how these crops will per¬ 
form. 

"As farmers are being 
asked to insure increased ef¬ 
fectiveness in managing nu¬ 
trients on the farm, research 
of this nature helps us deter¬ 
mine the best ways of ac¬ 
complishing this task," Sta¬ 
bler said. 

Reaching school-aged 
children with educational 
programs has been a long¬ 
standing initiative among 
MGPUB. In 2003, 16 coun¬ 
ty or regional educational 
programs were funded and 
will teach the importance of 
grains in students' daily diet, 
while giving them a glimpse 
of Maryland's diverse agri¬ 
culture industry. 

Developing stronger mar¬ 
kets for Maryland grain 
farmers is another area of 
importance for MGPUB 
funding. Some of the groups 
carrying out this work are 
large, national organiza¬ 
tions representing individ¬ 
ual states in a collective 
manner such as the Na¬ 
tional Com Growers Asso-

ciation, U.S. Wheat Associ¬ 
ates, and U.S. Grains Coun¬ 
cil. These organizations 
work to develop new mar¬ 
kets at the national and in¬ 
ternational level and offer 
individual states a much 
larger voice. 

The Maryland Grain 
Producers Utilization Board 
completed its meeting by 
funding 39 different grants 
for a total of $269,000. 
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Tomato, eggplant, and pepper seeds can be started in¬ 
doors under lights at this time. They need 6-8 weeks to 
grow to a good size for transplanting. Keep the medium 
moist, not soaking wet. Seedlings may keel over and die 
due to pathogenic water molds if the mix remains too 
wet. 

The key factors in getting early tomatoes are: 

1. Select early season cultivars that are supposed to 
ripen 55-65 days after transplanting. 

2. Warm the soil where the roots grow and the air 
where the plant grows. Lay down black plastic mulch 2-3 
weeks before planting to warm the soil.

3. After planting, surround the transplants with some 
type of plastic enclosure open at the top. A tomato cage 
surrounded by clear plastic sheeting works well. Fill plas¬ 
tic soda bottles with water and line them up inside the 
cage close to the plants. The water will heat up in the day 
and release the heat at night. Be prepared to throw a quilt 
over the cage on nights when the temperature dips into 
the 30s. Wall-O-Water is a commercially available plant 
protector that has produced good results. 

Beans and com can be sown now where soil tempera¬ 
tures are above 55 degrees F. Consider pre-sprouting the 
seed indoors to get them off to a fast start in the garden 
and eliminate the need for thinning. Squash, melon and 
cucumber plants can be started indoors now as well and 
grown for 2-3 weeks before transplanting into the garden. 
This early start may help you avoid problems with the 
squash vine borer. Be prepared to protect young plants 
from cucumber beetles using an insecticide, repellent or 
row cover. (The pickling cucumber cultivar "County Fair" 
is resistant to bacterial wilt disease, spread by cucumber 
beetles.) 


Work 1-2 inches of well-rotted (composted) manure or 
yard waste compost into your vegetable beds. Refrain 
from adding fresh farm manure to vegetable beds. Soluble 
starter fertilizers can be applied to the foliage or root-zone 
of spring crops to get them ojf to a fast start. These pur¬ 
chased fertilizers have a high percentage of phosphorous 
relative to nitrogen and potassium. The middle number 
on the fertilizer label will be highest. Seaweed extracts, 
fish emulsion, manure and compost teas can be used as 
well. Mix in a handful of finely ground lime, either cal- 
citic or hydrated, with the planting soil of each pepper 
and tomato transplant to prevent blossom-end rot. 

Poor germination, spotty emergence and weak stands 
of vegetable plants may be caused by seed com maggots 
that attack large seeds and small seedlings during cool, 
wet springs. You can minimize problems by pre¬ 
germinating com and bean seed indoors from mid- to late- 
April planting. 

Cutworms are nocturnal pests of vegetable plants that 
chew through plant stems and drag young plants into un¬ 
derground burrows. Place a cardboard or plastic collar 
around plants to prevent feeding or apply a rough or gritty 
mafprial likp , grnnnri up oyster shell or shaip sand, 
around vulnerable plants. 

Weeds in asparagus and rhubarb beds can become dif¬ 
ficult to control. It is always best to hand pull weeds or 
cut them off cleanly at the soil line with a small, sharp 
hoe. Be careful, not to cut into crowns or emerging spears.

Home Vegetable Gardening Tips 

Avoid the temptation to set out warm season crops 
until after all danger of late frosts This would be late May 
in Garrett County, May 10-15 in central Maryland and 
April 25-May 5 in southern Maryland and on the Eastern 
Shore. Cool night temperatures in May will cause the first 
tomato fruits to become deformed or "cat-faced." Con¬ 
tinue to sow seeds of spinach, lettuce, kale, mustard, and 
other greens indoors under fluorescent tubes. These plants 
will be ready to transplant outdoors in 2 weeks and should 
be protected by a floating row cover. Or you could direct 
seed these crops in loose, fertile garden soil. Draping a 
floating row cover over your salad greens will accelerate 
growth. This gauzy material is draped over the bed and 
secured to the ground. Leave enough slack so the plants 
can push up the fabric as they grow. Floating row covers 
are made from polyester material and permit air;'water 
and light to penetrate. They can raise the temperature by 
4-8 degrees F. depending on the type of fabric and main¬ 
tain higher humidity levels. This will spur early spring 
growth. It will also help to exclude cucumber beetles, flea 
beetles, harlequin bugs, Mexican bean beetles, slugs, rab¬ 
bits, deer, groundhogs and other pests Give it a try, you 
won't be sorry. 

Plant early crops on raised beds where the soil will dry 
out and warm more quickly Potatoes, onion sets, onion 
seedlings and peas can also be planted soon. Use netting 
or 2-3 foot lengths of brush stuck into the soil to support 
your pea crop. This is also a good time to divide over¬ 
grown rhubarb plants and top dress with a balanced fertil¬ 
izer or well-rotted farm manure. 

It is often difficult to grow healthy transplants on a 
windowsill. The plants receive insufficient light and be¬ 
come weak and spindly. Pepper, eggplant and tomato 
plants should be grown under cool, white fluorescent 
lights for 14-16 hours per day. Keep the plants no more 
than 1 inch from the lights. Start cucumber, squash, 
muskmelon and watermelon seeds in peat pots or 4 inch 
square pots at this time for transplanting in the garden by 
late-May. Where more than one seed germinates in a con¬ 
tainer, remove the others by snipping them with a pair of 
scissors. The root systems of cucumber family members 
are easily damaged. Handle them carefully. Make sure 
that all plants and planted rows are clearly marked with 
the cultivar name and date planted. Harden off trans¬ 
plants one week prior to transplanting by exposing them 
slowly to outdoor conditions

Fewer Md. Farms, But Acreage Steady, 
Reflecting Loss Of Mid-Size Operations

WASHINGTON - 
Maryland lost an estimated 
200 farms from 2001 to 
2002, but the amount of 
farmland in the state re¬ 
mained the same for the 
fourth year in a row, ac¬ 
cording to a recent report by 
the U S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture. 

The seeming paradox re¬ 
flects changes in the agricul¬ 
ture business, where mid¬ 
size farmers are being 
squeezed out in favor of 
large corporate operations 
on one end and smaller bou¬ 
tique farms on the other, 
officials said. 

When owners of me¬ 
dium-sized farms, from 100 
to 700 acres, sell their land 
to larger cash-grain produc¬ 


ers, the acreage remains the 
same but the number of 
farms decreases, said Paul 
Gunther, Queen Anne's 
County extension agent. 
Medium-sized farms may 
also be divided into smaller 
farms, which Gunther said 
make up the fastest-growing 
segment of the agriculture 
business. 

The number of new 
small farms has not grown 
fast enough to keep the total 
number of farms from de¬ 
creasing, said state statisti¬ 
cian Norman Bennett, but 
they have prevented a 
sharper drop in number. 
Queen Anne's County has 
had an influx of small 
niche-type farms such as 
vegetables or nurseries, 
Gunther said. He likened 
the shift to specialty crops

to the change from the in¬ 
dustrial age to the computer 

The opportunities that 
are being created by the ur¬ 
ban encroachment are going 
to put our operators in a 
much better situation," he 
said. "Disappearing land 
doesn't mean doom and 
gloom for the agriculture 
community." 

The uitoan markets allow 
fanners to try new types of 
agriculture that earn more 
money per acre, like green¬ 
houses or raising birds for 
hunting, some said. 

"Ifs economy of scale, so 
to speak," said Wick Dud¬ 
ley, a former grain fanner 
who now grows grapes, hot 
peppers, and trays of flow¬ 
ers near Queenstown. Com 
and soybeans do not sell for 
enough per acre to support 
a family or even pay the 
taxes on the land, he said. 
"A lot of people are coming 
up with ways to grow more 
value-added type things," he 
said. 

These specialty produc¬ 
ers, growing such things as 
grapes, trees, turf, or cut 
flowers, can survive, said 
Danielle Fitzko, a horticul¬ 
turist in the Queen Anne's 
extension office. But some 
other farmers get out of the 
business entirely. Often, 
their land is worth much 
more as real estate than as a 
farm, Bennett said. 

The 2002 drop in the 
rjumberjjf Bums resumed a 
downward trend in Mary¬ 
land, after three yean of 
stable numbers. From 2001 
to 2002, only two states lost 
a greater share' of their 
farms than Maryland's loss 
of 1.6 percent. Delaware 
lost 4 percent and Nebraska 
lost 1.8 percent. The USDA 
defines a farm as any estab¬ 
lishment that produces or 
sells, or would normally 
sell, $1,000 or more of agri¬ 
cultural products in a year. 

The greatest losses in the 
state in the past decade have 
been in the more urban ar¬ 
eas along the Baltimore- 
Washington corridor, and 
on the Lower Shore. 

Queen Anne's County is 
in a precarious position, 
"being sucked into the de¬ 
velopment arena ftom all 
sides," Gunther said. The 
county is dose to both Balti¬ 
more and Washington and 
also feels development pres¬ 
sure from Delaware, New 
Jersey, and Pennsylvania. 
Because it is the first county 
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Savage River Lodge 


across the Bay Bridge, it 
appeals to commuters, he 
sakl. 

Balandng development 
with preserving the me¬ 
dium-size farms is "a tough 
issue," Gunther said. Hav¬ 
ing good schools and roads 
requires a certain amount of 
development, but too much 
can hurt the agriculture in¬ 
dustry. Gunther said that 
with the increasing develop¬ 
ment on the Eastern Shore, 
the county will have to ex¬ 
amine whether it can con¬ 
tinue to be a cash grain pro¬ 
ducer or whether it should 
capitalize on its location in 
the center of 9.5 million 
people. 

"The family farm - me¬ 
dium size, producing 
enough to feed one family 
will pass by the wayside," 
he said. 

Cool, Wet Weather 
Hindering Spring 
Planting Season 

Cool temperatures, rain 
and drizzle soaked most of 
the region last week with 
most locations having over 
two inches of rain. Farmers 
had 1.6 days suitable for 
Add work last week. A few 
fanners were able to get into 
their fields to topdress small 
grains. Spring planting is 
one to two weeks behind 
normal this year, which will 
make for a compressed 
planting season. Fruit crops 
are staiting-to bloom with 
30 percent of peaches and 
27 percent of strawberries 
already flowered. 

The rain last week did 
not impact the condition of 
small grains. They are in 
fair to good condition with 
winter wheat at 5 percent 
very poor, 11 percent poor, 
37 percent fair, 42 percent 
good, and 5 percent excel¬ 
lent. Barley condition is 2 
percent very poor, 8 percent 
poor, 38 percent fair, 45 per¬ 
cent good, and 7 percent ex¬ 
cellent. 

Pastures remain in fair to 
good condition due to the 
rain received last week. Pas¬ 
ture condition is 9 percent 
poor, 31 percent fair, 51 per¬ 
cent good, and 9 percent ex¬ 
cellent. Hay supplies con¬ 
tinue to be in short supply. 
Hay supplies are 27 percent 
very short, 33 percent short, 
and 40 percent adequate. 

The wet weather last 
week increased the soil 
moisture levels from ade¬ 
quate to mostly surplus. 
Topsoil moisture is 37 per¬ 
cent adequate and 63 per¬ 
cent surplus. Subsoil mois¬ 
ture is 1 percent short, 71 
percent adequate, and 28 
percent surplus. 


Low Cost Loans 
Available For 
Grain Producers 

Grain producers might 
do well to look into the 
availability of special low 
cost government loans and 
give some thought to build¬ 
ing their own on-farm stor¬ 
age facilities, according to 
Preston County Farm Ser¬ 
vice Agency executive di¬ 
rector Eric M. McCartney. 
"Funds are currently avail¬ 
able tor producers to build 
or remodel farm storage 
facilities for a variety of 
commodities, including 
wheat, oats, barley, and 
com," McCartney said. "1 
don't think anyone will beat 
the current low interest rate 
of 3.25 percent." 

The seven-year farm stor¬ 
age facility loans are avail¬ 
able for the purchase and 
installation of eligible stor¬ 
age facilities, permanently 
affixed drying or handling 
equipment, or remodeling 
' existing facilities. Eligible 
facilities include new con¬ 
ventional-type cribs or bins, 
and new and remanufac¬ 
tured oxygen-limiting and 
other upright silo-type struc¬ 


tures. 

Landowners, operators, 
tenants, and sharecroppers 
are eligible for the loan pro¬ 
gram as long as they meet 
program guidelines. Chief 
among the criteria are a 
satisfkctory credit history 
and the ability to repay the 
loan. The borrower also has 
to produce the commodity 
to be stored and show a 
need for increased storage 
capacity. 

All farm storage facility 
loans are secured by a 
promissory note and secu¬ 
rity ' agreement. For loans 
exceeding $50,000, or 
where a borrower’s aggre¬ 
gate outstanding loan bal¬ 
ance exceeds $50,000, a lien 
on real estate will be re¬ 
quired. The maximum 
amount that may be bor¬ 
rowed is 85 percent of the 
net cost of the storage or 
handling equipment, up to 
$100,000 for each borrower. 
A minimum down payment 
is also required.

Unfortunately 
addiction to heroin is still prevalent in many communities. The 
addiction typically causes a psychologic dependence resulting in 
an overpowering compulsion to continue taking the drug. It also 
can cause a physical addiction, and withdrawal from the drug may 
result in anxiety, increased rate of breathing, excessive sweating, 
deep muscle aches, hot andcokl flashes, and tremors. 

Specialized addiction treatment centers are available in a 
number of communities. Many centers use methadone to 
decrease heroin withdrawal symptoms. Researchers in Sweden 
have found that a dmg called buprenorphine may be a better 
option because it is considered less addictive than methadone, 
less toxic, and mot« effective in reducing withdrawal symptoms. 
According to a recent health news .sport, the combination of 
buprenorphine and naloxone was shown to be even less

Years Of Service 


Engineer Force West, 

121 st Engineer Battalion bid 
a fond farewell to 1st Sgt. 
Stanley (Sonny) Martin, 
who retired from the Army 
National Guard during a 
ceremony on Saturday at 
the Oakland armory. The 
ceremony was hosted by Lt.

An electrical short in an 
outside light fixture has 
been determined to be the 
cause of a fire that caused 
major damage to the Stew¬ 
art Funeral Home at 32 S. 
Second Street in Oakland 
Wednesday evening. 

Volunteers from the Oak¬ 
land, Deer Park, and Terra 
Alta, W.Va., fire depart¬ 
ments were initially sum¬ 
moned to the 5:54 p.m. 
alarm, and called soon af¬ 
terward were units from the 
Gorman, Bayard, Pied¬ 
mont, and Frostburg VFDs. 
The approximately 75 vol¬ 
unteers who responded to 
the scene brought the blaze 
under control in about one 
hour. 

According to a report 
from the Maryland State 
Fire Marshal's Office, a pas¬ 
serby reported the fire after 
seeing sparks and smoke 
coming from the light fix¬ 
ture that was located in an 
eave that separated the sec¬ 
ond and third floors. The

Because we care deeply 
about the well-being and 
safety of the residents of our 
county. This is also why it is 
so important to us to pursue 
a new fecility. 

As we continue to grow, 
we realize that we are lim¬ 
ited by our soace con¬ 
straints, and the net that we 
are divided among sites and 
locations.

ners. The size of the prop¬ 
erty provides the perfect 
location for the type of fecil- 

S that we are envisioning. 

' utmost importance, the 
county's donation of this 
land will serve as a local 
match for grant fending that 
will be pursued to actually 
build the structure. 

Overall, we have re¬ 
ceived very positive feed¬ 
back from individuals in the 
community regarding the 
project. However, we have 
also received word of some 
citizens, concerns regarding 
the fadlitv being located at 
that site. It is for this reason 
that we are uking the op¬ 
portunity to respond to 
those individuals. 

Understandably, the 
words "domestic violence" 
and "sexual assault" carry 
somewhat scary, negative 
connoutions. It is easy to 
form opinions in one's mind 
regarding how a domestic 
violence shelter might be 
perceived. However, we can 
assure you, from our seven 
years of experience operat¬ 
ing the shelter, that our cur¬ 
rent fecility ia virtually in¬ 
distinguishable from any 
other residence in Oakland. 

We constantly put forth 
effort to maintain a dean, 
neat appearance at our fecil¬ 
ity. Our play area Is fenced 
in, leaving no random toys 

lying in the yard. Traffic in 
and out of the agency is 
limited, especially com¬ 
pared to ths busy activities 
of the Board of Education 
Most importantly, we are 
not a site where domestic 
disturbances snd violent 
altercations occur randomly 
at all hours of the day and 
night. 

in seven years of 24- 
hour-per-dsy operstion, 
seven days per week, we 
have had only one Incident 
which required law enforce¬ 
ment to respond to the shel¬ 
ter fedlity to interact with a 
perpetrator of domestic vio¬ 
lence. This type of activity 
is possible at any agency, 
home, apartment building, 
or business. In fact, the 
Dove Center is probably 
less likely to be the site of a 
violent incident, based on 
the fact that when clients 
enter shelter, we immedi¬ 
ately begin to navigate them 
through the legal system to 
obtain protective orders, in 
an effort to discourage or 
eliminate contact by 
trators of domestic viol 
As mentioned earlier, the 
Dove Center suff and board 
of directors engage in activi¬ 
ties in the best interest of 
our community. We would 
not consider building a fa¬ 
cility in the proposed loca¬ 
tion if evidence demon¬ 
strated that it would be det¬ 
rimental in,any way for the 
community.

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Child Abuse — A Community Issue

Springtime is a season of renewal and celebration of 
life, yet as April nears its end, we also observe the dose of 
Child Abuse Prevention Month and the Month of the 
Young Child. April also gave us National Crime Victims' 
Rights Week, which was April 6-12. Just by setting aside 
a month for Child Abuse Prevention and a week to pay 
tribute to crime victims, we are acknowledging that we 
have children in our society who are being victimized by 
those they trust most: their parents, other family mem¬ 
bers, and caretakers The affects of child abuse are trau¬ 
matic, intrusive, and can be lifelong - even when appro¬ 
priate intervention and protection measures are taken. 

We often hear tragic stories of children kidnapped, 
sexually assaulted, or murdered by strangers. Danielle 
Van Dam’s name - the little girl who was murdered by a 
neighbor in the spring of 2002 - became familiar to many 
of us. Several weeks ago, I spoke with students in a local 
fifth grade class. Every hand went up when I asked if they 
knew who Elizabeth Smart was - the little girl victimized 
by someone outside of the family. Often we see cases such 
as these played out in the media - neighbors dropping 
everything to offer comfort, entire communities working 
together to search, hold vigils, and provide any needed 
support. National media provides daily coverage, and we 
all shudder thinking of ourselves in the shoes of those par¬ 
ents, or picturing our own children left dead alongside the 
roadway. We pray that we never experience that pain. 

The reality is that statistics tell us that about three chil¬ 
dren per day die in the United States as a result of child 
abuse and neglect. The cases of Danielle and Elizabeth 
would not be considered cases of child abuse in Mary¬ 
land. For a case to be considered child abuse, the offender 
has to be a parent, caretaker, family member, or someone 
with the responsibility of supervising the child victim. 
How many of us have heard of the Norman family living 
in Maryland? They have had three children die in their 
home since 1995. All three children were being supervised 
by their father at the times of their deaths. The first death 
m 1995 was ruled SIDS, and maybe it was; but then in 
1997, a 7-month-old died after the father reported he had 
fallen. The medical examiner ruled that death a homicide, 
but no one was charged in the case, and the courts then 
returned a girl who had been removed from these parents 
by the Department ofSocial Services (DSS). Thethirt call 
came in September 2001. Police responded to the scene 
and the same parents told them that their 3-year-old 
daughter had choked to death on a barrette. Some asked, 
“Where was the DSS?" and the answer was simple to me: 
The suspect's own mother said DSS had been there, but 
the family concealed information from the caseworkers. 
Her quote: "They didn'ti want them (the DSS casework¬ 
ers) coming into their home.” 

Other than extreme cases like that of Andrea Yates, 
who drowned all of her children on the same day, how 
often do we hear the stories of the children seriously in¬ 
jured or killed at the hands of their parents? Do we see the

same community response, the same media coverage, and 
the same anger directed at the murderers, which in these 
cases are adults that these children loved and trusted? Or 
do we see something else? In my experience, we do see 
anger, but it is not publicly directed at the sexual abusers 
or at the murderers within families, but instead it is di¬ 
rected at the system because it - not the parents - failed to 
protect these children. 

This double standard raises many questions. Why are 
we willing to hold familial offenders less responsible than 
non-familial offenders, especially with the added measure 
of trust in the family setting? In my experience, the an¬ 
swer to this question lies in a basic defense mechanism 
called denial. Society does not believe that parents and 
other trusted adults could commit such crimes. Even after 
an offender confesses or we gain evidence that corrobo¬ 
rates the account of the victim, it sometimes remains diffi¬ 
cult to “convince" other family members that the crime 
has occurred. Even as professionals, we often want to 
believe that if we just give the familial abusers in-home 
services or mental health treatment or give the victims 
respite through after-school programs and child care sup¬ 
port through daycare, then we are doing enough to pre¬ 
vent a tragedy. And when victimization or murder of a 
child within the family becomes an unfortunate reality, it 
makes us all feel better to blame someone or something 
else other than the offender. After all, parents don’t really 
commit such crimes, do they? Don’t they deserve a sec¬ 
ond chance, or a third, or a fourth? Won’t it be too trau¬ 
matic if the child can’t stay with the birth family? We 
can’t ask the Norman children if they were glad that they 
were returned to their families; they are no longer living. 

A second question to me relates specifically to the com¬ 
munity members and professional representatives perhaps 
reading this today. If we - as a group who represents 
many disciplines serving children - are going to be held 
partially and wholly accountable when a child is injured, 
molested, or killed within his or her family, shouldn’t our 
priority be to support one another and coordinate our ef¬ 
forts to serve ch i l dren more effectively? Without finger 
pointing, without the threat of job loss, without the fear of 
one agency steppmg over another’s boundaries. We all 
share the responsibility of child protection. Police investi¬ 
gators can’t respond unless someone is willing to step for¬ 
ward and make a report, family preservation services can¬ 
not provide support without a willing referral agency, and 
the Dove Center cannot assist victims unless we all pro¬ 
vide our clients with information about its services. 

In light of Child Abuse Prevention Month, Month of 
the Young Child, and National Crime Victims' Rights 
Week, we must acknowledge that those parents and care¬ 
takers charged with the day-to-day care have the ultimate 
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responsibility to protect their children. Secondly, we must 
not deny the role that each of us plays in the prevention ot 
abuse and in the protection of children. We should sup¬ 
port one another, lobby for systems reform when appro¬ 
priate, increase prevention efforts, and very importantly 
recognize one another for the very difficult tasla we are 
called to perform. 

I would like to thank all professionals and volunteers 
who work to make a difference in the lives of children for 
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the jobs that you do and the services you provide.

Child Abuse in Garrett Coimty - 
An Intern’s Perspective

Over the last ten months I have been in a field place¬ 
ment through West Virginia University’s School of Social 
Work, with the VOCA (Victims of Crime Assistance) 
therapist, Erica Mowbray LCSW-C, who is housed at the 
Department of Social Services in Garrett County. The 
VOCA program’s primary clients are child abuse victims 
and their non-offending family members. This includes 
victims of physical and/or sexual abuse. In April, to sup¬ 
port community awareness of National Crime Victims' 
Rights Week and Month of the Young Child, I was asked 
to share my experiences during this placement. I have 
been able to see first hand the reality of child maltreat¬ 
ment in our county. Coming into this placement, I was 
aware of the issues of child abuse and neglect, but what I 
was not aware of is what children who are maltreated go 
through as a result of being a victim. Realizing now the 
long-lasting and wide-spread impact of this type of 
trauma, it is painfully clear that we have the responsibility 
to view child abuse as a “community crisis," not just 
“someone rise's problem.” 

Children who have been victimized aren’t better as. 
soon as their perpetrator is in jail or arrested. They have 
to worry about court, their families, their perpetrator, 
school, what happened to them, what .people will think, 
their friends, and then maybe they start thinking about 
themselves. Also traumatized are the children who fell, 
but because of innate flaws in the system, never see their 
perpetrator held accountable. 

I have been able to follow several sexual abuse victims 
throughout the past months. Their stories are heartbreak¬ 
ing. What they have been through is unbelievable, and 
what they go through everyday is astounding. Through¬ 
out my career in this field I have had the opportunity to 
work with children who have been maltreated, but not 
until I listened to a young girl in elementary school fell us 
her story did the reality hit me. It truly affected me in 
ways that I had not considered. It is easy to think that we 
“know" what a child goes through when he or she is vic¬ 
timized, but we do not. You cannot begin to understand 
unless you sit in front of than and listen to their stories

As an individual I know that I have made a difference 
in the lives of some children throughout the past year, arid 
I hope to continue to make a difference. My inttemshfy 
experiences have convinced me that I have made the right 
career choice, and I am even more determined than ever 
to advocate for the rights of children. U

Keep in 
mind that the towers in W V we see now from as far as 219 
north of Oakland are almost 100 feet SHORTER than the 
ones which will soon be cranking and flashing on the 
outskirts of Oakland. 

Over a hdhdred citizen resident have already signed a 
petition to request alternative siting of windmills in Garrett 
County. Signing identifies that we do not oppose 
alternative energy sources. The Friends of Backbone 
Mountain are making an effort to relocate the 40-story tall 
structures off the ridgeline and enable the project to go 
forward while preserving the mountain and historic beauty 
many of us live here to enjoy. 

Windmills of the type slated for Backbone Mountain 
Inquire less than 10 mph to operate. These huge machines 
could be clustered in a single field, out of the sight of most 
tourists, residetns and travelers forced to look at them from 
our main highways of Zl9, 135 and 560.

It seems to me that it was 
a rare and complete consen¬ 
sus from those attending the 
Bittinger 4-H buckwheat/ 
pancake dinner that our 
weather lately was/is "a 
mess." including this Good 
Friday when the visibility 
was not 50 yards, but proba¬ 
bly more like five feet. The 
fog made the'road and vari¬ 
ous landscape by the road 
just one grey blur. For the 
few stretches of the roads 
with center lines, I was 
grateflil. I was lucky to even 
know when I should turn 
my car into the driveway. 

Although only a handful 
of hardcore traditionalists 
requested real maple syrup, 
the others in attendance 
accepted the store syrup. 
Since those who live their 
whole life in a community 
where maple syrup opera¬ 
tions are as common as in 
Vermont they love that pure 
syrup which nothing can 
compare to. It sure is a hard 
job gathering the sap, boil¬ 
ing it down, and canning it, 
as Deimy Bucket and Sheila 
can afium. 

Thank the Good Lord 
that it wasn't really cold 
enough today to make an¬ 
other major ice crisis in Bit¬ 
tinger. I don't know who the 
driver was who was follow¬ 
ing me on mv way home 
and honked his horn be¬ 
cause I was creeping along 
so slow. When he finally 
passed me, he was then 
driving blind without any 
handy taillights to follow. 

Although I reilly OlOy 
heard from about a half 
dozen attending the dinner 
at about 5 p.m. I agreed 
with one who said, 
way am I driving across the 
mountain in this fog to j go 
to the Good Friday service 
at St. John's." Occasionally 
we get a cancellation for a 
blizzard, but never just for 
pie-soupy, spring Tog. I am 
really wiped out after only a 
five-mile drivt on a country 
road with maybe only a 
dozen other vehicles on it. 

I remember a drive on

But it 
was no way as much fon 
with teenagers as when they 
were little babies and little 
girls. I even used to deco¬ 
rate an Easter bonnet for 
them. We still have a hand¬ 
ful of really little girls at 
Emmanuel, out not as many 
as 20 years and 10 years 
ago. However, we can see

This article is the third in a 
series of features about people 
who work at Garrett College. 

When teams from the 
smallest public college in 
Maryland win both the 
women's basketball Divi¬ 
sion II Maryland JUCO 
championship and the 
men's basketball Division I 
Region XX championship 
in the same season, people 
begin to notice. At Garrett 
College, where athletic 
teams have always carried 
the college's name with 
pride to distant courts and 
fields, two new trophies are 
now displayed. 

From 1972, the first year 
Garrett Community College 
played intercollegiate 
sports, the men’s basketball 
and baseball teams estab¬ 
lished a winning tradition. 
Coached by C. Dennis 
Feamow, who also served 
as the college’s first athletic 
director, these teams were 
respected as first class com¬ 
petitors wherever they 
played. By 1974, two addi¬ 
tional teams were organ¬ 
ized-women's basketball 
and volleyball. 

That tradition of first 
class athletic teams has been 
carried on by Ann Well- 
ham, Garrett's director of 
athletics, and the coaches of 
the intercollegiate sports 
teams. Wellham, who has 
headed the athletic program 
for 20 years and who cur¬ 
rently coaches women’s 
volleyball, is responsible for 
scheduling games, verifying 
players’ eligibility status, 
and arranging for officials 
and logistical support at 
home games. Through her 
efforts, Garrett College will 
soon expand its intercolle¬ 
giate schedule to include 
women’s soccer this year 
and probably men’s soccer 
in 2004. 

When asked about the 
success of Garrett’s basket¬ 
ball teams this year, Well- 
ham said, "Someone re¬ 
cently asked me if I was 
surprised by our women 
winning the Maryland 
JUCO Cha mp io nShrp ~ tmd 
our men winning the Re¬ 
gion XX Championship. I 
honestly stated that I 
’expected’ them to win. My 
involvement in the every 
day activities of the depart¬ 
ment gives me first hand 
knowledge of the work that 
goes on in preparation for 
competition. I know how 
hard each coach works to 
recruit top shelf players, and 
I see how much goes into 
the development of individ¬ 
ual and team skills and 
strategy. We have quality 
coaches with years of ex¬ 
perience working with our 
athletes who demand a high 
level of performance. 

"Our college boasts that 
we are a 'small college with 
big results,'" Wellham con¬ 
tinued. 'This is evident in 
our department’s commit¬ 
ment to excellence on the 
playing field, in addition to 
the classroom. Many of our 
student athletes move on to 
the four year level and with 
help of our coaching staff 
have been able to secure 
athletic scholarship oppor¬ 


tunities to assist with paying 
for college. Our athletic 
monitoring program 
PRIDE (Promoting Initia¬ 
tives for the Development 
of Excellence) works closely 
with the student/athlete to 
help improve academic per¬ 
formance." 

For Dennis Gibson, 
men’s basketball coach, 
winning the Division I Re¬ 
gion XX championship by 
defeating Allegany College 
of Maryland 55-52 in over¬ 
time was the highlight of his 
18 years as head coach. His 
Laker teams have had 17 
winning seasons and have 
just completed the fourth 
straight season of more than 
21 victories. Assistant 
coaches arc Dave Martin 
and Brett Coleman. Gibson 
coached the 1994 team that 
won both the Division II 
Maryland JUCO and the 
Region XX championships. 
His career record at Garrett 
is 388-202, while the col¬ 
lege’s all-time record is 563- 
336. 

About this year’s team he 
said, "This team showed 
great perseverance all year. 
They were not the tallest, 
strongest or quickest team 
to play here, but they had 
incredible heart and a will 
to win against huge odds. 
They are the type of team 
that everyone roots for, the 
huge underdog, and they 
used that motive to their 
advantage. They deserve 
every accolade that comes 
their way." 

When asked how win¬ 
ning the championship 
would affect the ftiture of 
basketball at Garrett Col¬ 
lege, Gibson said, “This is 
another step in national 
recognition for our pro¬ 
grams We still have an up¬ 
hill battle in recruiting be¬ 
cause we do not give ath¬ 
letic scholarships. It’s hard 
to compete with colleges 
that give scholarships.” 

Ed Wildesen, men’s 
baseball coach now in his 
10th season, echoed Gib¬ 
son’s thoughts. "It. always 
-amazes me how well our 
Jpthletic itea m a do, deafinq. 
our small size and bek of 
"funds and scholarship," he 
said. "The comment I hear 
most frequently from our 
student athletes is how 
much they wish Garrett 
were a four year college " 

Another trophy was won 
when the women’s basket¬ 
ball team defeated Mont- 
gomery-Rockville 69-60 to 
bring the Maryland 
Women's JUCO champion¬ 
ship home to Garrett for the 
first time. According to 
coach Steve Willison, 
whose Lady Lakers won 16 
games and lost 8 in his sec¬ 
ond season at Ganett, win¬ 
ning the championship was 
"Well deserved This is the 
best college team 1 ever 
coached," Willison said, 
"Everyone worked hard-the 
players, my assistant coach 
Thea Garland—and the fans 
were great. 1 appreciate 
their dedication and their 
hard work, and I am look¬ 
ing forward to next year." 

Athletic trainer and 
sports information officer 
Seth Hansen, who works 
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DENNIS GIBSON 

with all the athletic teams, 
knows what it takes to win. 
"Winning these champion¬ 
ships makes the season of 
long practices and hard 
work worthwhile," he said 

Newcomer to the Garrett 
athletic staff is Patrick Brett, 
recently appointed to coach 
the college’s first women’s 
soccer team About his new 
position, Brett said, "I’m 
really excited about heading 
up the first ever soccer pro¬ 
gram at Garrett My aim is 
to initially get the program 
off and running and then 
steadily build to become 
competitive within our divi¬ 
sion, conference, and re¬ 
gion 1 know there has been 
a lot of interest in the sport 
at the dub and high school 
level, and 1 am really ex¬ 
cited about being able to 
offer competitive soccer at 
the next level for those in¬ 
terested in playing beyond 
high school 1 have felt for a 
long time that it was a 
sh«ncjhat *%nted so^cr 
players* would have to go 
out of the area To continue 
playing scholastic soccer, or 
have to quit the game alto¬ 
gether. Now we can offer 
them the opportunity of a 
least two extra playing years 
within the area, and that 
has to be good for the sport 
in the region." 

Culminating their suc¬ 
cessful seasons, the Garrett 
College men’s and women’s 
basketball teams will be 
honored by the Garrett 
County commissioners on 
Tuesday, April 29. Well¬ 
ham expressed the winning 
philosophy that has helped 
to propel the Garrett teams 
to the top "Despite the fact 
that we work on a small 
campus with limited num¬ 
bers of students to draw 
from, our philosophy is to 
think big and act big. There 
are no sights that are out of 
our reach."

battling autism and Down 
syndrome at several local 
establishments. 

Oarretff Special Needs 
Children, a local group of 
parents with children with 
spocial naeds, will start sail¬ 
ing the ribbon pins this Sat¬ 
urday, which may be pur¬ 
chased at Deep Creek Liq- 
*ors, the Cutting Edge, Pine 
Lodge Steakhouse, Oet N' 
Go, or by calling Lisa 
Drummond, executive di¬ 
rector, at 301-334-2173. 

The Down syndrome 
ribbon is slightly less than 
one inch high and is solid 
grey. The autism ribbon, 
which is 1 '/< inches long, is 
turquoise, dark blue, yel¬ 
low, and red, and has a puz¬ 
zle print. According to the 
Autism Society of America, 
the putsle pattern reflects 
the mystery and complexity 
of autism. The different col¬ 
ors and shanes represent the 
diversity or the people and 
families living with this dis¬ 
order. The brightness of the 
ribbon signals hope, 
through awareness of au¬ 
tism, that persons with the 
disorder will lead fliller, 
mote complete Uvea. 

Each pin costs S3 or 
whatever donation the 
buyer would like to make. 

The group's slogan is 
"parents helping parents," 
Drummond said. "We are 
not therapists or doctors," 
she said. "We are a group of 
parents with special needs 
children who get together 
once a month to talk, share 
information and resources, 
and help each other." 

Thejnoup meets the sec¬ 
ond Thursday of each 
month at the Community 
Services building between 
the hospital and the Garrett 
Medical Group at 7 p.m. 


Drummond added that chil¬ 
dren are welcome and re¬ 
freshments ate served. 

According to Drum¬ 
mond, all proceeds gp to the 
group for needs such as re¬ 
search materials or parent 
training. 

Two local children who

3. He does not speak, and 
that is the hardest part, San¬ 
dra said. 

"Just once, I would love 
to uy to Tyler, 'PleaM, no 
more talking,'" she Mid. "I 
am a positive person and 
know that one day Ood will 
perform his mirade and we 
will hear Tyler's voice. 

"I know that God only 
gives special children to 
special parents, and you 
have to make the best of 
whit you lit given." 

Sandra said Tyler is per¬ 
forming well at Dennett 
Road Elementary School, 
and added that his teachers, 
Shana Rhoten, Betty Sell, 
and Frankye Martin, are 
"amasing." 

She said he er\joys 
school, and at school and 
home Tyler communicates 
with American Sign Lan- 
suage and PECS (Picture 
Exchange Communication 
System), which is commu¬ 
nication through an ex¬ 
change of pictures. For ex¬ 
ample, if Tyler wants some¬ 
thing to drink, he will get 
the picture of a drink and

Laban was just officially 
diagnosed with autism 
about three weeks ago, and 
his mom rata him about a 
7 on the 1 to 10 scale She 
Mid she thinks that ona his 
anti-anxiety medication 
starts to level out, he may 
even move up the scale to 
about a 9. 

Laban is also on media¬ 
tion to control his seizures, 
which ate complex partial, 
meaning they are very deep 

The twins were bom at 
26 weeks, and while Laban 
isn't fkr off the typical 
growth chart right now 
physially, his verbal, so¬ 
cial, and cognitive skills 
chart him about 1 to 1 K 
years behind. 

Lisa Mid that Vada tends 
to get frustrated with her 
brother beause he an't do 
everything she an, but she 
tries very hard to help him 
especially with his speech.

HOLES 

Rated PG - Running Time: 1:51 - Released 4/18/03 

Like last fall’s Tuck Everlasting, Andrew Davis’s unfor¬ 
tunately titled Holes is a simplistic but generally enjoyable 
Disney-produced film aimed at the pre-teen set, but with 
enough charm and complexity to offer at least mild ap¬ 
peal to their adult companions. Based on the book by 
Louis Sachar (and adapted for the screen by the author), it 
lists an ’’introducing’’ credit for a young man named Shia 
LeBeouf, whose previous appearances include a few TV 
movies produced exclusively for the Disney Channel and 
a starring role on that network’s Even Stevens TV series 
Although his role here doesn’t really call for anything ex¬ 
traordinary in the way of acting, it functions as a service¬ 
able big-screen debut and shows he has promise if the 
right opportunities continue to come his way. 

Some critics have apparently made jokes about this 
movie having “holes” in the story, etc., but 1 think this 
line of critique can be largely defused by a good look at 
duector Davis’s stylistic treatment of the project. Seem¬ 
ingly aware that this is a rather wild and far-fetched tale, 
he presents it like a legend, with lots of flashbacks be¬ 
tween several different periods in the history of the situa¬ 
tion and some supernatural elements thrown in for good 
measure. It’s not all strictly believable from a logical 
standpoint, but Davis’s tone suggests a sort of “tall tale" 
feeling that helps to excuse the occasional credibility is¬ 
sues. The main setting is a desert camp that serves as a 
detention facility for delinquent boys, but since several of 
the characters’ ancestors figure into a kind of combined 
legend of the area, there is a lot of skipping back and forth 
in time to explain their complex and intertwined story. 

Wrongly convicted of stealing a pair of shoes from a 
shelter for homeless children, Texas teenager Stanley Yel- 
nats IV (LeBeouf) is sentenced to serve 18 months at 
Camp Greenlake, whose pastoral name belies the fact that 
it is actually a hot, dusty desert where the inmates are 
forced to dig holes in the dry lakebed (while fending off 
thirst, exhaustion, rattlesnakes, and the even-more-deadly 
Yellow Spotted Lizard), for the ostensible purpose of 
“building character " Convinced by his father (Henry 
Winkler) and grandfather (Nathan Davis) that his bad 
fortune is the result of an ancient curse put on the Yelnats 
men long ago, Stanley accepts his fate Arriving at the 
barren camp, he meets his mean but stoogelike taskmaster 
(Jon Voight), his slightly more friendly counselor (Tim 
Blake Nelson), and his fellow detainees, each of whom is 
required to dig one cylindrical hole per day, 5 feet deep 
and 5 feet in diameter, by order of the mysterious and

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nasty warden (Sigourney Weaver), who does not appear 
until about an hour into the film. Sporting nicknames like 
Armpit, X-Ray, Magnet, and Zig-Zag, the boys at first 
treat Stanley like the dirt they’re digging, with the excep¬ 
tion of a little kid named Zero (Khleo Thomas), who 
never spoke until Stanley came along. After a few weeks 
and a few misadventures, however, Stanley becomes one 
of the gang, finally earning the nickname "Caveman." 

Meanwhile, through numerous flashbacks, we learn of 
an ill-fated love story that took place in the same location 
about 100 years ago, when Greenlake, Texas, was actu¬ 
ally a beautiful lake with a little pioneer town next to it. 
This story, starring Patricia Arquette, Dule Hill, and Scott 
Plank, is told in traditional old-west fashion and reveals, 
among other things, the warden’s real reason for wanting 
all the excavation. Finally, the Yelnats family curse is 
explained in yet another flashback scenario starring Da¬ 
mien Luvara and Eartha Kitt. Although some of the nar¬ 
rative meanderings seem overly complex, it all ties to¬ 
gether nicely at the end, bringing about an unexpectedly 
satisfying conclusion to the present-day story. 

Although Holes isn’t perfect (it contains some stupid 
sub-plots, some inane characterizations, and some seri¬ 
ously cheesy special effects, mainly involving the lizards), 
it is certainly worth a look and offers a pleasant diversion 
until the summer blockbusters arrive and knock it down 
into the abyss of video store anonymity. ★ ★★★

Snow still lingers on the landscape when you begin 
your search. In Garrett County, the timeframe is the first 
week in April. You know where to look—the old, dirt lane 
that vehicles stopped using long ago or the rocky, aban¬ 
doned pasture dotted with Mountain Laurel, 
Broomsedge, and assorted lichen. These different loca¬ 
tions share the common denominator of dry, acidic soil. 
Deciduous leaves blown from adjacent woods clutter the 
ground, so you look carefully. You spot the dark green, 
leathery leaves first. And then you spy a patch of white 
here, a patch of pink over there. You drop to your knees 
and press your face dose to the ground to inhale the in¬ 
credible perfume. Despite the long winter, Trailing Arbu¬ 
tus has bloomed again. 

Also known as Mayflower and Ground Laurel, the 
scientific name for this woody, ground vine is Epigaea 
repens, which roughly translated means "creeping on the 
qarth." It is' a member of the Heath Family that includes 
Rhododendron and Mountain Laurel. The oval, ever¬ 
green leaves range from 1 to 3 inches in length. The waxy, 
tubular blooms which are less than %-inch long, spread 
mto five petals. The flowers are clustered in the leaf axils 
and at the end of the hairy stems.

land, use it as a host plant. Native Americans and early 
settlers brewed a leaf tea from it for kidney disorders. Its 
use to treat kidney stones earned it the name "gravel 
plant." Arbutin, the active ingredient, contains a urinary 
antiseptic, but it also undergoes chemical reactions that 
make it toxic. 

Trailing Arbutus is an uncommon sight, though not as 
scarce as it was at the turn of the last century. The fra¬ 
grant scent of these delicate white to pink flowers was so 
well loved, there was concern that it would be harvested 
to extinction. In response, protective laws were enacted in 
many states and at least one native plant society was 
formed. You can help ensure that Trailing Arbutus and 
other wildflowers are here for future generations to enjoy 
by following ethical guidelines when obtaining native 
plants for your garden. For more information, visit the 
Maryland Native Plant Society’s website at www.mdflor- 
a.org.

Q . I have more than 400 Barbie 
• dolls in my collection, includ¬ 
ing several featuring the designs of 
Bob Mackie. How can I sell them? 
— D e loris, Lake Orion, Mich. 

A . Barbie was first introduced in 
. 1959 by the Mattel Toy Compa¬ 
ny. To determine values, you need to 
do your homework. There are dozens 
of reference books that will help edu¬ 
cate you. including at least three that 
are user-friendly and updated fre¬ 
quently to reflect the ever-changing 
marketplace. They are “The Collec¬ 
tor's Encyclopedia of Barbie Dolls 
and Collectibles” by Sibyl DeWein 
and Joan Ashabraner; “Barbie: The 
First 30 Years, 1959-1989” by Ste- 
fanie Deutsch. and “Barbie Exclusives, 
Volumes 1 & 2" by Sarah Sink Eames. 

Another excellent way to lock in on 
current values is to monitor the action 
on eBay. This might also be the place 
to sell your collection. A recent check 
of eBay revealed hundreds of Barbies 
being offered for sale, including a 
Barbie No. 5. 1961, $625; Barbie 
Superstar, 1993, Walmart, $44; Barbie 
Uptown Chic, 1993, $70; Barbie 
Swiss, from the 1983 Dolls of the 
World series, $135; and Barbie Gold 
and Lace, 1989 Target issue, $30.

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Bath Time 

Q l, How often should I bathe my 
'.dog? My brother says every 
week. Is that true? — Aspen M., 
Cariersville, Go. 

A .Believe it or not, you should 
. only bathe your dog once every 
six weeks! Some owners give their 
dogs a bath once a month or more, but 
soapy water — even soap formulated 
for dogs — can dry their skin and 
make them uncomfortable. 

If your dog enjoys rolling in the 
mud, well, you'll have to give him or 
her a bath (to keep the rest of the house 
clean). But, if your dog only gets a bit 
of dirt on his or her fur, that can be 
brushed out before letting your pet 
into the house. If you’re worried about 
fleas, a once-a-month flea treatment is 
available that works better than flea 
baths. 

At least once a week, brush your 
dog's coat to keep it healthy, clean and 
shiny. Check its paws for dirt or cuts 
(wipe away dirt with a damp wash¬ 
cloth), and brush the dog’s teeth. 

Here are a few tips on bathing your 
dog: 

• Wash small dogs in the sink, large 
dogs in the bathtub. Place a nonslip 
mat in the tub. 

• Make sure the water is lukewarm 
— not cold or hot. 

• Use only soap that is formulated for 
dogs, which can be purchased at any 
pet store.

Rx Drug Advertising: Latest Survey Results 

Direct-to-consumer (DTC) advertising of prescription 
drugs is a relatively new way for phannaceutical 
manufacturers to promote their products. The US Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) has conducted several surveys 
to determine if DTC-type advertising is providing a benefit 
to consumers. Some physicians thought DTC ads gave 
i)eople a greater awareness of treatment options and 
helped them become more involved in their own 
healthcare 

On the other hand, just under 10% of physicians 
surveyed said that they felt pressured to prescribe 
particular drugs when their patients mentioned a specific 
DTC ad. Over seventy percent of physicians felt that DTC 
ads often mislead patients to believe that the drug 
advertised works better than it actually does.

additional incentive to more carefully credit nitrogen 
sources on fields that have received manure or that follow 
forage legumes One tool that can be used to credit ma¬ 
nure nitrogen is a soil nitrogen test. This is a test that we 
can provide farmers free of cost. Over the years I have 
found this nitrogen test very reliable; however, there are 
management practices that must be followed. First of all 
only com fields that have applications of manure or other 
organic materials qualify for the nitrogen test. The maxi¬ 
mum amount of commercial nitrogen that can be applied 
before or at planting is 50 pounds per acre. When the com 
is about knee high we test for the level of available nitro¬ 
gen. At this stage of growth the demand for nitrogen starts 
to increase dramatically. From the test results we recom¬ 
mend the nitrogen needed to met your yield goals. In 
many instances, where heavy manure applications are 
incorporated into the soil immediately after applied no 
additional nitrogen will be required 

Gathering the soil sample is extremely important. You 
need to take about twice as many soil cores as you would 
for a normal soil analysis. Also the cores must be taken 
from between the rows. The soil cores are then air dried 
and well mixed. Now we can give you the test results 
within a hour. 

Don't forget about giving nitrogen credits for a field 
that was previously in legumes. Years of research have 
determined that the following N credits can be given for 
the following leguminous crops: alfalfa-100 lb/A, Ladino 
clover-60 lb/A, Red clover-40 lb/A, Birdsfoot trefoil-40 
lb/A, Soybeans-15 lb/A. 

There is a narrow window of time for testing; there¬ 
fore, if you are interested in having some of your corn¬ 
fields tested now is the time to get on the schedule.

Have You Heard of T-22? 

T-22 is a new product that caught my eye and makes 
sense for how it works. It is a naturally occurring fungus 
that Cornell University researchers hybridized. It comes 
in a clay base like talcum powder or granule The re¬ 
searchers were so impressed they quit their jobs and 
started BioWorks to market the finding. They call it T-22. 
What is T-22 The active ingredient in T-22 is the benefi¬ 
cial fungus Trichoderma harzianum strain T-22, a special 
hybrid strain developed in a university microbial breeding 
program. T-22 Planter Box is different from traditional 
nlanter box funoioidps fhaf nrntprf fhp «ppds T-?? nrnferfs 
roots from diseases caused by Pythium, Rhizoctonia and 
Fusahum and permits stronger, healthier root systems 
The claims are that it provides natural, season-long con¬ 
trol of diseases because it grows on the root system in a 
way that benefits the plant (root colonization). As a bo¬ 
nus, it is non-toxic to humans and animals, and water 
contamination is not a concern. 

This product may have a lot of merit for organic grow¬ 
ers, particularly on vegetables that often have serious root 
diseases. If anyone is using the product I would be inter¬ 
ested in your comments. 

Timing Herbicide Applications 

In the past pre-emergence herbicides were applied 
shortly before or after planting, but the trend has been to 
apply these products well ahead of planting, The primary 
advantages of early application are that it increases the 
likelihood of activating rainfall occurring prior to initia¬ 
tion of weed germination and it allows the completion of 
this operation prior to planting. The disadvantage of early 
applications is that it exposes the herbicide to the environ¬ 
ment for a longer time before the crop canopy develops 
sufficiently to shade out late*emejging weeds. The ex¬ 
tended exposure increases the likelihood that the herbi¬ 
cide will dissipate to non-toxic Concentrations before thfc 
crop canopies and time fore allow, weeds to escape con¬ 
trol This is a greater concern in wet springs since the her¬ 
bicide will be more prone to degradation and dilution in 
the soil profile. The risk can be managed by selecting her¬ 
bicides with longer persistence or increasing the herbicide 
rate.

Cleanup Event 
Again This Year 

The Garrett County com¬ 
missioners and Department 
of General Services, Solid 
Waste and Recycling Divi¬ 
sion announced this week 
that Community Cleanup 
will be held again this year. 

The event is offered to 
municipalities that use the 
Garrett County landfill to 
dispose of routine curbside 
refuse collection. Organized 
community groups that 
wish to clean up public 
lands where refuse has been 
illegally dumped may also 
participate. Cleanup of pri¬ 
vate property is not eligible 
under this program. 

The municipalities and 
groups must first obtain 
approval and schedule their 
collection days with Solid 
Waste and Recycling to 
qualify for this event. 

During Community 
Cleanup, tipping fees at the 
landfill will be waived for a 
one-day bulk collection con¬ 
ducted by the approved 
towns and groups. 

"The event will consist 
of a single collection per 
household. Items to be ac¬ 
cepted will include white 
furniture, and other 
‘ household cleanup items 
that are not normally, ac¬ 
cepted in the regular curb- 
side collection program of 
the towns," said Gary Love 
of Solid Waste and Recy¬ 
cling.

When we 
drove up to Iraq from Ku¬ 
wait no one knew what to 
expect We'd pass Nomadic 
herders walking down the 
road and didn't know if 
they'd attack or what.

Continued from Page A-4 
dress certain facts about 
quantities of weapons of 
mass destruction possessed 
by the Iraqis.

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Thelma Wolfe Reflects On Her 
Life As A U.S. Army Nurse 

"Rtmdy, Coring, And Brood"i Army Nurse Corps Motto

U.S. Army nurse Thelma 
Phyllis Adeline Wolfe is 
ready to serve her country 
again. "I ought to go over 
there and help out," she said 
recently after watching TV 
coverage of the war in Iraq. 
"But they probably wouldn't 
want me. Tm too old and 
feeble," she quickly adds 
and smiles. 

But the 93-year-old 
WWII veteran could still 
teach current U.S. medical 
personnel in Bagdad how to 
set up a hospital in a war- 
tom city. Thelma entered 
Manila, the capital city of 
the Philippines, with the 
Army Nurse Corps of the 
313th General Hospital Di¬ 
vision shortly after its libera¬ 
tion from the Japanese in 
WWII. 

Following an artillery 
barrage and more than a 
month of house-to-house 
combat, U.S. and Filipino 
forces reclaimed the city on 
March 3, 1945. Prior to 
their defeat, the Japanese 
massacred civilians and 
burned the city's residential 
neighborhoods. Nearly 70 
percent of Manila was de¬ 
stroyed and 100,000 Fili¬ 
pino civilians were killed 
before the city was finally 
declared secure, according 
iff WmtS Wwr IT: Amnia a 
War 1941-1945. 

"I don't make a habit of 
talking about myself," said 
Thelma, who has lived at 
Rose Terrace, an assisted 
Action, for about a year. 
"She never talked much 
about the war," added her 
younger sister, Lois Wolfe,

One of 14 children, Thel¬ 
ma was bom Jan. 14, 1910, 
near Red House to Cyrus 
and Tola (Hahn) Wolfe. 
She graduated from Oak¬ 
land High School and the 
Cumberland School of 
Nursing and received addi¬ 
tional psychiatric nurse's 
training in Baltimore. 

The tall, single redhead 
was working at Myers Hos¬ 
pital in Philippi, W.Va., in 
1941 when she learned the 
government had issued an 
"urgent call" for volunteers 
to join the Women's Army 
Nurse Corps. Thelma wu 
among the first to answer 

ttnat ----— 

"I figured I might as well 
go and do what I could," 
she said, reasoning that the 
decision would not only 
help her country but ad¬ 
vance her career as well. 
She described the pre-war fi¬ 
nancial and emotional state 
of the country as "a mess"

could not get any more 
"confining." 

But it did. Shortly after 
Thelma took her service 
examination on Nov. 27, 

1941. thw Tepanwew 

Pearl Harbor. She was 
called to service on Jan. 3, 

1942, and reported to her 
first camp at Foit Knox, 
Ky. 

Prior to the Dec. 7 at¬ 
tack, fewer than 1,000 nurs¬ 
es were in the Army Nurse 
Corps. Shortly after Thelnu 
enlisted, the Women's 
Army Air Corps (WAAC), 
an auxiliary organization, 
was established in May 
1942, followed by the Wo- 
meh's Army Corps (WAC) 
in September 1943. By the 
Wat's end more than 59,000 
American nurses had served 
in the corps, according to 
the Army's Center for Mili¬ 
tary History (CMH). 

( "Our camp was not the 
typical one for the Army 
Nurse Corps," Thelma ex- 
pUinea "I was in the Air 
Force, and at that time the 
Air Force nurses were under 
the instruction of the 
Army." 

Prior to overseas duty, 
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2nd Lt. Wolfe served at var¬ 
ious Army air field hospitals 
in the South, induding 
Greenville Army Air Base 
in South Carolina and 
Harding Field in Baton 
Rogue, La., a training base 
fix crews on fighter planes 
and bombers. 

Only the most highly 
qualified women received 
overseas assignments, ac¬ 
cording to the CMH. On 
March 31,1945, the "highly 
qualified" Thelma and her 
comrades debarked from 
Camp Stoneman near Pitts¬ 
burg, Calif., the "jumping- 
off" point for those sta¬ 
tioned in the Padfic theater. 
It took 30 days for their ship 
to reach Manila Harbor. 

Though the U.S. had re¬ 
claimed the Philippines by 
this time, the Japanese had 
yet to surrender. They still 
daimed some islands and 
patrolled the Pacific in sub¬ 
marines. Only a few weeks 
earlier on Feb. 3, U.S. 
troops freed 67 Army nurses 
from a Japanese prisoner-of- 
war camp in Manila. The 
nurses had been POWs for 
three years. 

"The area was still con¬ 
sidered a war zone when we 
arrived," Thelma stressed. 
Before she reached Manila, 
she remembers awakening 
one morning and seeing her 
ship surrounded by other 
Allied ships. 

"As far as you could see 
were ships of different sizes 
from all over the world," 
she said. The Japanese had 
attacked one of those ships 
the night before. Thdma 
remembers an injured Mer¬ 
chant Marine being brought 
aboard her ship for treat¬ 
ment. 

"They were bringing a 
patient in by canoe," she 
said. "They had to support 
(the canoe] with ropes to 
keep it in line with the 
ship." The Marine was op¬ 
erated on aboard Thelma's 
ship and sent stateside as 
soon as possible. "I've al¬ 
ways wondered what hap¬ 
pened to him," she said. 

She doesn't remember 
the circumstances of the at¬ 
tack. "My memory isn't too 


good," she said apologeti¬ 
cally. "And I never wrote 
anything down." 

On April 28, shortly be¬ 
fore Thelma's ship arrived 
in Manila, a Japanese sui¬ 
cide plane hit the hospital 
ship USS Comfoit off Leyte 
Island In the Philippines 
Six nurses were killed ani 
four wounded in that attack. 
Overall, 201 nurses died 
during the war, according to 
the CMH. 

Thelma's ship embarked 
at Manila Hatbor on May 1. 
"The city was devastated," 
she said. A church and a 
hospital were two of the 
very few buildings that were 
undamaged. The nurses of 
the 313th set up their medi¬ 
cal station and living quar¬ 
ters in the hospital. 

"It had been a tuberculo¬ 
sis hospital at one time with 
offices and showers," she 
said. The facility, however, 
was without water for a 
while until soldiers were 
able to restore it. 

Food was also scarce in 
the city for some time. The 
nurses had to ration their 
meals until fruit markets 
were opened. "There were 
three or four different fruit 
operations started, and we 
could go out then and get 
fruit from them," she said. 
"We had meals regularly 
from then on." 

“ ' Others were hungry as 
well. Starving Japanese sol- 
dieis who had not been cap¬ 
tured would come out of 
hiding and try to Mend in 
with U.S. soldiers in chow 
lines. "Practically every 
night some of the Japanese 
would try to sneak into line 
and were captured," Thelma 
recalled. 

In July 1945, while still 
stationed in Manila, she 
was promoted to first lieu¬ 
tenant. In August, atomic 
bombs was dropped on Hi¬ 
roshima and Nagasaki, Ja¬ 
pan, and the war was over. 

Thelma was home by 
Christmas 1945 and offi¬ 
cially discharged from the 
Army on Jan. 28, 1946. She 
saw no financial benefit to 
staying in the military since 
the war was ovqr. "Today's 
(Army] nurses probably 
have much more opportuni¬ 
ties," she said. 

Following her diseftkfge;* 
Thelma worked at hospitals 
in Washington, D.C., and 
Prince George's County, be¬ 
fore finally moving bade 
home, where she worked at 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital. Prior to her retire¬ 
ment at age 63, she worked 
for Dr. Herbert Leighton in 
Oakland. 

Tm glad I did what I 
did," she said nonchalantly 
about her remarkable mili¬ 
tary career. The Garrett 
County native was one of 
1,619 nurses who received 
medals, dtations, and com¬ 
mendations during the war. 
1st Lt Wolfe was awarded 
the WWH Vidory, Ameri¬ 
can Campaign, Asiatic Pa¬ 
cific, and Philippine Libera¬ 
tion medals of honor. 

Four of Thelma's six 
brothers also served in the 
war: Franklin and Paul, 
who are deceased, and Neil, 
Mtn. Lake Park, and Or¬ 
ville, Richmond, Va. In ad¬ 
dition to Lois, Thdma's 
other living sisters are Mel- 
vina Toms, Frederick; Mary 
Shaw, Columbus, Ohio; 
and Blanche Miller, Mc¬ 
Henry.

Maybe if 
we knew that the cursed 
wind was generating 
enough electricity to power 
the whole Garrett County it 
would be worth its while. It 
would ease our dependence 
on Mid-East oil and nudear 
energy. It would be a lot 
cleaner and less polluting. 

However, if you were at 
my family's Easter dinner 
some of the environmental¬ 
ists present were not in fa¬ 
vor of it. Ask Cousin Court¬ 
ney, who is deeply con¬ 
cerned-about the effect on 
migrating birds. Ifs a legis¬ 
lation concern, as we just 
another Earth Day, a 
oliday inspired by the great 
classic Silent Spring by Ra¬ 
chel Carson, the first line 
which is one of the greatest 
first lines in book history, 
"And that spring, no birds 
singing." 

1 learned an interesting 
tidbit in that Rachael Car- 
son lived next door to my 
Uncle Jack Quaintance's 
family nursery business in 
Silver Spring, «nd she iden¬ 
tified the Quaintance family 
as a primary enemy of na¬ 
ture, m spite of the fact that 
they raised and planted 
hundreds of shrubbery and 
trees and were a major force 
in the greening of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., suburbia. At the

same time their business 
depended on healthy pest- 
free plants and, of course, 
they used chemical pesti¬ 
cides, as did all agri¬ 
businesses during ihe ’50s 
and '60s. Of course, almost 
everyone thought that Ra¬ 
chel Carson was a crackpot 
and laughed at her ideas. 

But she wasn't a crackpot; 
she was a rare combination 
of scientific and artistry. 

Her ability to spin an unfor¬ 
gettable word picture of her 
scientific knowledge made 
her book a world changing 
work. I know from the reac¬ 
tion of my students in my 
course in Humanity 210 
Society and Environment 
that was designed to give 
the natural resource, agri¬ 
cultural, and Adventure 
Sports program a good base 
on the history, iterature, 
and philosophy of how hu¬ 
mankind impact with their 
home, Earth. Many stu¬ 
dents came up to me to tell 
how they cleaned out their 
cabinets, garages, etc., 
throwing out many chemi¬ 
cals. Especially when we 
heard that Rachael Carson 
died, and I predicted 
(accurately) she probably 
died from breast cancer. I 
am not a prophet, but I 
know fat cells in the human 
body store DDT, and, of 
course, in the woman's 
body the most fat cells are 
in the breasts. Sure enough, 
the next day the news re¬ 
ported her cause of death as 
breast cancer. 

Although I do pay atten¬ 
tion to the birds around my 
home, I am not a bird ex¬ 
pert. But 1 do not see any 
change in the wild birds 



around here the last few 
years as compared to the 
rest of my lire and before 
the wind farms in Somerset 
County. But I don't know 
enough about it to be sure. 

Experts like Cburtney 
and Kevin Dodge think the 
damage to birds would be 
significant, but maybe they 
are basing their reasons on 
the possible negative facts. I 
doubt anyone really knows 
the effect the big windmill 
farms have on birds. 

What we do know is 
how delicate the balance of 
the Earth and its life is. 
Rachael didn't know she 
would possibly die from 
pestu ides. I know that 
cancer can occur 
from many causes, but it 
certainly makes me think. 
One thing I think about is 
my wedding reception, 
which was on the lawn out-

Al¬ 
though it was a perfect May 
day with a bright blue sky, it 
was marred by a drifting 
fo ggy cloud from the field I 
have serious doubt that that 
one exposure would cause a 
cancer epidemic in the 200 
or so izuests. So far I know 
of only three deaths from 
cancer, and I doubt they 
were caused by the poison 
cloud. 

Walter Haydel pointed 
out to me they banned DDT 
during the 1970s as a result 
of Silent Spring. 

Sometimes someone who 
is fabled as a crackpot 
makes a real difference in 
our world. Rachael Carson 
joined with the African sci¬ 
entist who invented the pro¬ 
cedure to allow blood trans¬ 
fusion that saved thousands 
of lives, and who the died 
outside a Virginia hospital, 
having bled to death from a 
car accident. That hosoital 
was for whites only. Even 
our greatest environmental¬ 
ists and scientists can't al¬ 
ways save their own lives 
even if they saved thou¬ 
sands of other lives. 

But big changes take 
many years to really take 
hold and become common 
knowledge and public pol¬ 
icy. All American citizens 
need an open and active 
mind and we need leaders 
able to comprehend the ter¬ 
rible, complex issues and 
weigh the positive and nega¬ 
tive effect of any policy. 
Certainly it will be good to 
reduce our usage of fossil 
fuels resulting in cleaner air 
and lessening our depend¬ 
ence on the volatile Mid- 
East region. It would be 
good for struggling agricul¬ 
ture areas like Somerset 
County and Garrett 
County, as it would mean 
cheaper power for everyone, 
but at what cost? Maybe I 
will expand on some of 
these issues a little later.

NHS Two-Time State Finalist 
Kamp Shares His Philosophy 


TWO-TIME STATE FINALIST In wraatllng, North¬

The highest achiever for 
Garrett County at the 2003 
Maryland State Wrestling 
Tournament at Westminster 
recently was Northern 
Husky Darric "Diesel" 
Kamp of Avilton. For the' 
second year in a row he 
won the title of state finalist, 
and placed second in his 
weight division. In an inter¬ 
view by Craig Speicher for 
The Republican, Kamp, a 
senior, revealed his personal 
philosophy for winning 
wrestling, which follows. 

CS: I know you were hoping 
to become a state champion this 
year, yet you won your second 
straight title of state finalist. 
How do you feel about that? 

DK: I feel I did my best 
and that means the most to 
me. I am very happy as a 
two-time state finalist. 

CS How do you prepare 
yourself psychologically for 
everts such as regionals and 
states? 

DK: It is all in your 
head, U/ ...c, I minx iu 
self, This opponent hasn’t 
worked harder than I have, 
so he doesn't deserve to 


win. I think of the dedica¬ 
tion I put into this sport. 

CS What do you tike most 
about grappling? 

DK: I like to see what I 
get out of it. When I win 
my matches, that keeps me 
interested. I love the feeling 
of being in first place. There 
is no other sport that chal¬ 
lenges the body as much, 
mentally and physically. 
[Writer's note: USA Today 
has said exactly as much.] 

CS: If a 10-year-old asked 
you what it takes to be a suc¬ 
cessful grappler, what would 
you tell him? 

DK: I would tell him it 
takes more than the average 
sports practice. You have to 
push yourself to the "max!" 
You have to stay after 
[regular practice] .and work 
on moves. You have to go 
to wrestling camp. I would 
definitely be on a weight 
lifting program. Also, at 
practice you have to do 
every move until it is per¬ 
fect. In conditioning^you 
have to push yourseiru 
your body breaks. 

CS: What do you do for 
cardiovascular conditioning? 


DK: I usually run until I 
can barely walk. Hundreds 
of push-ups and sit-ups. 
You do them until you can't 
do them anymore. Drilling 
your shots 100 times at 
practice very fast. 

CS: What would you say to 
someone who puts down wres¬ 
tling? 

DK: This sport is the 
oldest known. Ifs a mind, 
muscle, and endurance 
game. The stuff on television is 
nothing like this (writer's em¬ 
phasis). Someone who puts 
wrestling down just doesn't 
understand it. I’ve played 
almost every sport and none 
makes me feel better than 
wrestling. I'm not saying 
that just because Fm good at 
it. When I started, I never 
won matches. 

CS: Does faith play a role in 
your athletic efforts? 

DK: God is the biggest 
part of my whole life. I 
thank Him for it all. I pray a 
lot, and it helps me get 
through my tough matches. 

I also thank Him for my 
brother (Casey Kamp) be¬ 
cause he also prepares me 
for my matches. 

CS: If you could coach a 
team, what would be your fore¬ 
most priority? 

DK: I would tell the 
team never to let down 
mentally. You get a mind 
set so nobody can stop you. 
Your opponent will give up 
before you do. You not only 
wrestle your opponent but 
demons of doubt. 

CS: Why do some schools 
have problems filling all the 
weight classes on the team? 

DK: Some schools have 
kids who don't understand 
the sport or love it. Also, 
some kids will quit because 
wrestling is too tough. 

CS: How does wrestling 
effect other areas qf your Ilfs? 
Art there any positives or nega¬ 
tives? 

DK: I think wrestling has 
been the most positive thing 
in my life. The only thing 
about it that could be a 
negative to a lot of wrestlers 
is losing weight, but it's a 
part of the sport, so 1 love it. 

CS: What are some major 
misconceptions people have 
about this sport? 

DK: Some people always 
say bad things, like guys 
rolling around in tights or 
just throwing each' other 
around. It’s not like that. Ifs 
two men who meet on the 
mat to see who is smarter 
and more physical. 

CS: What should a coach do 
or say to a wrestler who is only 
giving 75 percent effort? 

DK: Ifs give it all or 
nothing - that means quit 
Because if you aren't giving 
100 percent, you don't de¬ 
serve to be on my team 1 
want those who are dedi¬ 
cated. A varsity wrestling 
program is not a place to 
baby-sit kids. 

CS: How does it feel to win 
at states, as opposed to thou 
who do not make it? 

DK: I feel great. And the 
ones who don't make it, I 
feel bad for in a way, but 
not in another sense, be¬ 
cause if they trained harder 
they could do it. Anybody 
can.

Hoops Player Of The Year 




For the fourth time since 
the award has been given, a 
Southern High School bas¬ 
ketball player has been 
voted the area's Player of 
the Year by area head 
coaches. 

Dennis Tressler, who led 
the Rams to an 18-5 overall 
record this season and a 39- 

9 mark over the past two 
seasons, received the top 
honor this year, and was 
earlier named the Western 
Maryland Intarscholastic 
League Player of the Year. 
The Rams amassed a 19-1 
WM1L record over the past 
two seasons, going 9-1 this 
past campaign. 

Tressler, a 6-4 senior, is 
among the most efficient 
shooters in the Player of the 
Year award history, having 
connected on just under 57 
percent of his shots from the 
field his senior season, and 
56 percent for the past two 
seasons He averaged 21.1 
points and 8.8 rebounds per 
outing this year, and for the 
past two seasons scored 809 
points in 47 games for an 
average of 17.2 per contest. 

"Consistency is the best 
word to describe Dennis," 
stated his coach, Tom Bos¬ 
ley. "We knew going into 
every game that he was go¬ 
ing to score and he was go¬ 
ing to rebound, no matter 
what kind of defense he was 
going to face. He's certainly 
one of the best shooters that 
I have coached in my 17 
years at Southern." 

Tressler was one of the 
area’s better free-throw 
shooters as well, connecting 
on 82 percent of his shots in 
his junior season and 72.5 
percent this past year. 

Tressler became more of 
a threat from the perimeter 
this year. 

"Last year Dennis was 
more of a post player and 
took most of his shots from 

10 feet and closer, but he 
extended his range to the 
16-18-foot area this season," 
Bosley said. 

Tressler hit the ground 
running in his senior sea¬ 
son, as he poured in 28 
points against Bishop 
Walsh, netted 32 against 
Beall, scored 25 against the 
eventual area championship 
team, Keyser, scored 25 


versus Hereford, and re¬ 
corded 19 against Linga- 
nore in the Snowball classic. 
He also hit 20 and 24 points 
in games against Allegany, 
and finished with 26 against 
Fort Hill to help the Rams 
clinch the WMIL title, their 
fifth league championship 
in the past six seasons. 

Bosley also commented 
on Tressler's "team player" 
attitude. 

He is such an' unselfish 
player that we had to push 
him at times to take more 
shots," he said. "When you 
have a guy who hits 57 per¬ 
cent of the time, you want 
him to take more shots. 

"He was always very pa¬ 
tient, and waited for the 
shot we wanted as a team, 
which made our other play¬ 
ers better, too," he said 

While Tressler is obvi¬ 
ously blessed with innate 
athletic ability, Bosley 
pointed out that he also 
worked extremely hard to 
develop those skills and 
continue to improve them 

"He was in the gym 
every day working on his 
game," he said "He has 
great ability, but he also has 
a real passion for the game, 
which will make him a 
good player at the next lev¬ 
el." 

Tressler's off-court, aca¬ 
demic skills rank right up 
there with his athletic prow¬ 
ess, as he is an honor stu¬ 
dent who plans to major in 
engineering this fall. He 
hopes to play basketball in 
college , 

He is also among the 
standouts on the Rams' 
baseball team, which is cur¬ 
rently 13-0. i. 

Also receiving All-Area 
honors was Tressler's team¬ 
mate, senior Matt Stephens, 
who was named to the hon¬ 
orable mention squad. 

Joining Tressler on the 
All-Area first team were 
Aaron Stonebraker of 
Frankfort, Ian Grady of Al¬ 
legany, Bobby Alkire of 
Westmar, and Alex Krstic 
of Bishop Walsh.

"We knew going in this 
would be a very close com¬ 
petition," stated Coach 
Amy Anderson. "The trios 
are very evenly matched,

In the preliminary round, 
the "Mama Mia" trio was 
hit with a major deduction 
for an illegal move, which 
put them in fifth place going 
into the final round.

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers released its 2003 
recreation schedule for 
Jennings Randolph Lake 
and the facility's companion 
campgrounds and picnic 
areas, each of which is cur¬ 
rently open for public use. 

The Robert Craig Camp¬ 
ground, located within one 
mile of the North Branch of 
the Potomac River, has 82 
campsites available—59 by 
reservation and the other 23 
on a first come served 
basis. Electrical hookups are 
available at 70 of the sites. 
The daily use fee is $20 for 
electrical sites and $16 for 
non-electrical sites. 

Campers may reserve a 
site by calling the National 
Recreation Reservation Ser¬ 
vice toll-free at 1-877-444- 
6777, or consulting the ser¬ 
vice’s web site at www.rese- 
rveusea.com. 

Hot showers and flush 
toilets are available in the 
campground's front camp¬ 
ing loop. A 30x40 pavilion 
with grills and nearby horse¬ 
shoe pits is available for 
reservation at $40 per day 
by contacting the park office 
at 304-355-2346 or 301-359- 
3861. 

The Craig Campground 
also features an amphithea¬ 
ter, where evening programs

ACCIDENT 

The town of Accident will sponsor a spring clean-up 
day on Wednesday, May 14. Residents are asked to have 
their items at cuib side by 9 a.m. Items that will be picked 
up include: white goods, ftimiture, up to 100 lbs. of con¬ 
struction debris per residence, and other household items 
that are not normally accepted on regular trash day. Items 
that are prohibited include: commercial waste, liquid 
waste including containers of paint, tires, batteries, large 
automobile parts, yard waste, brush, stumps, and over 100 
lbs. of construction debris per household. Also prohibited 
are refrigerators, freezers, air conditioners, dehumidifiers, 
and any other appliance with refrigerant. 

FRIENDS VILLE 

The mayor and town council met on April 24. The 
following business was conducted: 

• Several complaints have been received regarding the 
need to sweep the local streets. The county has been con¬ 
tacted for assistance with this work. 

• The $21,150 Program Open Space grant to purchase 
bleacher seating for the park has been approved by the 
state. 

• The annual spring cleanup activity is scheduled for 
the week of May 5-10, with regular trash pickup on that 
Thursday and large bulk items collected on Saturday, 
May 10.

• There is an ongoing problem with vandalism at the 
community park. Persons with any information regarding 
these activities are encouraged to contact any member of 
town council or the mayor. A cash reward is available to 
persons supplying such information if it leads to the arrest 
and conviction of those involved. 

• There is an ongoing problem with abuse of the 
weekly trash collection service supplied to town residents. 
Excessively large amounts of trash are being put out at 
several local residences. Citizens are reminded to recycle 
in order to reduce the amount of trash and also that this 
service is for town residents only. Further investigation is 
being made into this situation, with the possibility of a 
bag limit and trash collection fee being imposed for this 
service.

Mothera-to-be may benefit horn at least 10 
milligrams dally of vitamin B-8 (also called 
pryrldoxlne) before and aifter conception. A sur¬ 
vey waa made of pregnant women who made 
telephone calls to hospitals for various reasons 
All were asked about the use of vltamina before 
and after conception, and whether or not they had 
experienced nausea or vomiting during preg¬ 
nancy. Of the women who experienced vomiting, 
only 20% said they took multiple vitamins (which 
contained at least 10 milligrams o4 vitamin B-8). 
However, among women who did not experience 
vomiting, 30% aakl they took this type vitamin.

Error Stamps 

O , My dad was a stamp collector 
• who specialized in errors. I 
inherited his collection but have no 
idea of what I have as far as values 
are concerned. — Ken, Moline, IIL 

A . An error stamp generally has a 
• mistake or flaw and was created 
unintentionally. Any stamp not prop¬ 
erly prepared and inadvertently 
released is an error. These improperly 
prepared stamps have come to be 
known as EFOs (errors, freaks and 
oddities) and are highly collectible. 

Although there are dozens of refer¬ 
ence books, my personal favorite is 
the “2003 Catalogue of Errors on U.S. 
Postage Stamps” by Stephen R. Datz 
(Krause Publications, $14.95). This 
informative guide lists all of the major 
production errors, including miscuts, 
foldovers, color shifts, blanks and oth¬ 
er assorted oddities. There are hun¬ 
dreds of illustrations in addition to an 
up-to-date roster of dealers. Several of 
my stamp-collecting friends assure 
me that the values in the book closely 
reflect the marketplace.

Cat’s Eye 

O .Why are cats’ eyes yellow? 

• And, do cats cry? — Tamara 
J., Birmingham, Ala. 

A , Well, the eyes of manydomesti- 
. cated cats are yellow, but they 
can also be blue or green. However, 
wild cats generally have green eyes! 

Researchers aren't exactly sure why 
this is, but they believe domesticated 
cats (your average housecats) devel¬ 
oped varied eye color when they first 
began cohabitating with humans in 
response to the requirements of their 
new lifestyle. Another theory is that 
ancient humans began breeding cats 
in certain ways so they would have a 
desirable eye color (something that is 
commonly done today). 

Do cats cry? I don’t know if they 
"cry" in the same way that humans do, 

but many cats shed tears — some 
more than others. My first cat was 
named "Baby” because whenever he 
was under stress, he meowed loudly 
and shed tears until the stressful event 
was over (he did not like riding in cars, 
not at all). Some cats have watery eyes 
at all times, while others seem to never 
leak a drop of water. 

If your cat normally has moist eyes 
or a lot of ’’debris” (gooey mucus and 
so on) at the comers of his or her eyes, 
you can clean them regularly by gen¬ 
tly wiping the moisture away using a 
clean, damp cloth, cotton ball or tis¬ 
sue. Be careful not to touch or rub the 
eyeball, as this can damage its delicate 
structure. 

What if your cat's eyes are suddenly 
moist, or you see more gunk than usu¬ 
al at the comers? Observe him or her

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Parents Share Easy Tips For Successful Family Road Trips 


When it comes to plan¬ 
ning a family road trip, 
take a good long breath 
and let go of any expecta¬ 
tions you may have about 
what constitutes “quality” 
time with the entire fam¬ 
ily.

Motor oils serve a vari¬ 
ety of functions in your 
car’s engine. In addition to 
lubricating and cooling 
engine parts, motor oil 
must allow easy starting, 
protect the engine from 
corrosion and oxidation, 
keep the engine clean, 
form a tight seal between 
piston rings and cylinder 
walls and help the engine 
use fuel efficiently. 

In recent years, there 
has been a steady rise in 
the use of synthetic motor 
oils because of their supe¬ 
rior performance benefits. 
What follows is a presen¬ 
tation of information on 
synthetic motor oils and 
lubricants courtesy of 
AMSOIL INC., a manu¬ 
facturer of the first syn¬ 
thetic motor oil for auto¬ 
mobiles in 1972. 

Q: What is the differ¬ 
ence between conven¬ 
tional and synthetic motor 
oil? 

A; Conventional lubrii 
cants are refined from 
crude oil which has thou¬ 
sands of-^ypes of mol¬ 
ecules. Refining is a pro¬ 
cess of physically separat¬ 
ing the impurities from the 
oil and further separating 
the light and heavy com¬ 
ponents. Because refining 
separates products by 
weight, it groups mol¬ 
ecules of similar weight 
and dissimilar structure. 
The result is a lubricant 
with an assortment of 
molecules. Some of the 
substances in crude oil are 
detrimental to lubrication. 


■ 


Paraffins, fcfr example, are 
a common conventional 
oil contaminant that 
causes motor oil to thicken 
in cold temperatures. Syn¬ 
thetic motor oils are made 
from pure chemicals, not 
refined crude. Their com¬ 
ponents are chemically re¬ 
acted to produce finished 
products with pre-de- 
signed performance char¬ 
acteristics. Because of 
their molecular unifor¬ 
mity, they excel in reduc¬ 
ing friction, which im¬ 
proves fuel efficiency, con¬ 
trols heat and reduces 
wear. This molecular uni¬ 
formity also helps synthet¬ 
ics resist thinning in hot 
temperatures and thicken¬ 
ing in cold.

If oil change inter¬ 
vals were extended univer¬ 
sally, there would be less 
making its way into our 
drinking water. It should 
be noted that synthetic 
motor oils still require the 
same disposal care as tra¬ 
ditional petroleum motor 
oils. 

Q: I know synthetic 
motor oil is better in win¬ 
ter cold, but what about 
benefits for people who 
live in Arizona or South 
Texas? Do synthetics have 
any hot weather advan¬ 
tages? 

A: Oil volatility is the 
measure of how suscep¬ 
tible an oil is to boil-off 
under high heat condi¬ 
tions. Most petroleum oils 
experience significant boil- 
off during high temp en¬ 
gine operation and are ex¬ 
pelled into the environ¬ 
ment. The thicker oil left 
behind contributes to dam¬ 
aging deposits, sticky pis¬ 
ton rings and oil blow-by, 
all contributing to reduced 
life and drag on perfor¬ 
mance. Synthetic oils are 
far more impervious to 
this kind of degradation. 
The lower volatility of syn¬ 
thetics is another reason 
they are better for the en¬ 
vironment than conven¬ 
tional products. 


Q: Are there any advan¬ 
tages to conventional pe¬ 
troleum oils? 

A: Petroleum-based 
motor oils do have an ini¬ 
tial price advantage over 
synthetics. In advancing 
the cost issue, it helps to 
keep in mind that even the 
most expensive motor oil 
is cheaper than engine re¬ 
pairs caused by inadequate 
metal to metal protection 
or general lubricant failure. 
Synthetics have been 
proven to give superior 
year-round protection and 


performance. 

When motorists evalu¬ 
ate their lubricant costs on 
a per year or per mile ba¬ 
sis, rather than on the ba¬ 
sis of cost per oil change, 
synthetic motor oils with 
extended drain intervals 
will actually cost less than 
conventional motor oils. 

Q: Will synthetic motor 
oils void my warranty? 

A: No. Manufacturers 
call for API SL-rated mo¬ 
tor oil of specific viscosity 
grades and usually do not 
distinguish between con¬ 
ventional or synthetic lu¬ 
bricants. However, some 
high-performance cars, 
like the Chevrolet Cor¬ 
vette, are filled with syn¬ 
thetic motor oil right at the 
factory and recommend 
the use of synthetics. 

Q. Is there such a thing 
as synthetic grease? 

A: Not only are there 
synthetic greases, you can 
find synthetic gear lubes, 
transmission fluids and 
two cycle oils. Racers have 
seen increased horsepower 
throughout their equip¬ 
ment by using synthetics 
throughout the drivetrain. 

Synthetics lubricants 
should also be used in the 
transmission of your tow 
vehicles as well. Pulling 
cars and ngs to the track 
put extra demands on 
transmissions and petro¬ 
leum tranny fluid breaks 
down more quickly under 
these conditions. Synthetic 
based transmission fluids 
last up to three times 
longer than their conven¬ 
tional counterparts.

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A Lot Is Riding On Your Vehicle’s Tires 


The wave of tire failures 
and recalls linked to fatal 
accidents in recent years 
has directed attention to 
the. importance of main¬ 
taining proper air pressure 
in your vehicle's tires. In 
addition to malang your 
vehicle safer, maintaining 
correct tire pressure also 
saves you money by im¬ 
proving your vehicle's fuel 
mileage and handling 
while reducing tire wear. 
In spite of these facts, the 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) estimates that 
one in four passenger cars 
has at least one under-in¬ 
flated tire. For sport utility 
and light trucks, this statis¬ 
tic jumps to one in every 
three vehicles. 

All tires naturally lose 
air over time or more 
quickly if driven over a 
pothole or bumped into a 
curb; therefore it's impor¬ 
tant to check tire pressuie 
at least once a month. The 
only proper way to check 
pressure is with a tire pres¬ 
sure gauge. A visual exam 
is not sufficient — many 
tires appear safe, even 
when they are under-in¬ 
flated. 

Look for tire informa¬ 
tion labels attached to your 
vehicle’s door edge, the 
doorpost, inside the glove 
box door or under the 
trunk lid. These labels will 
include the recommended 


tire size and tire pressure 
for your vehicle. The 
proper tire inflation pres¬ 
sure will be shown as a 
number of pounds per 
square inch (PSI). 

Air pressure rises as 
your tires get wanner, but 
the manufacturer recom¬ 
mended air pressure for 
your tires is based on when 
thev are cold, lb ensure an 
low, checking the air pres¬ 
sure regularly is critical. 
These tires also require 
special equipment and 
procedures for removal, 
installation or repair. 

Recent tire concerns 
and resulting technology 
also point to the impor¬ 
tance of having your ve¬ 
hicle repaired after an ac¬

Conference on Auto Col¬ 
lision Repair, a not-for- 
profit organization, estab¬ 
lished the Gold Class Pro¬ 
fessionals designation to 
help consumers identify 
collision repair businesses 
that are committed to on¬ 
going collision training.

NHTSA is letting vehide 
makers deride which of 
two tire pressure-monitor¬ 
ing systems to install.

A 
less expensive alternative is 
a system that works with 
the vehicle’s anti-lock 
braking system, alerting 
die driver that a tire is un¬ 
der-inflated but not speci¬ 
fying which one. 

Another technology 
that may become more 
prevalent is run-flat tires, 
which are now available 
on various higher-end ve¬ 
hicles. These specially de¬ 
signed tires can support 
the weight of die vehicle 
even when deflated, such 
as when they are punc¬ 
tured.

Gender-wise or odier- 
wise, if your car battery is 
dead or even weak, you're 
not going anywhere It is 
die leading cause of start¬ 
ing trouble, whether be¬ 
cause of lights left on, a 
charging system problem 
or other cause. Sometimes 
it is'just that the battery 
has outlived its usefulness. 

But even at best, a 
healthy battery in 80- 
degree weather has only 
half of its output when die 
thermometer dips to zero. 

When shopping, re¬ 
member that a battery is 
rated by cold cranking 
amps (CCA), indicating its 
power and fee reserve ca¬ 
pacity rating (RC), which 
indicates how long -your 
car’s accessories can run. 
and still have enough 
power to start fee engine. 

Since starting a car in 


cold weather can take up 
to twice as much current to 
turn ova a cold engine, 
cars in colder climates 
would - benefit from a 
higher CCA rating. Check 
your owner’s manual for 
fee original equipment 
manufacturer's (OEM) 
minimum requirements 
needed for your car and 
select fee battery adequate 
for you needs. Buying one 
widi an excessive CCA 
rating may be a waste of 
money. 

In every situation, more 
RC (reserve) is better, like 
a little extra in the check¬ 
ing account. The size and 
number of plates in a bat¬ 
tery determine how many 
amps it can deliver.

Rust Is A Nasty Four- 
Letter Word For Vehicles 


Hemy Ford told buyers 
of his Model T they could 
select any color as long as 
it's black. Today we see 
cars in any of 7,000 hues, 
including shades of rust 
that wont appear on color 
chips in new car literature. 

"Serious rust damage, 
including a hole right 
through the metal, can be¬ 
gin with a minor scratch in 
a parking lot from a shop¬ 
ping cart," said Rich White 
of die Car Care Council. 
"Steel is strong and lasts a 
lifetime when it’s pro¬ 
tected, but when that pro¬ 
tection is invaded, the 
metal is exposed to the 
elements. That's when rust 
begins its invasion." 

Cover paint chips as 
quickly as possible. White 
recommends. For a quick 
fix until you can get some

touchup supplies, dab a 
little clear nail polish on 
the scratch. Touchup paint 
can be found for virtually 
every vehicle ever built, 
including antiques. Use the 
paint code number shown 
on the identification plate 
located on a door jamb, in 
the glove box, under the 
hood, in the trunk under 
the carpet next to the spare 
or wherever else the car 
maker has hidden it. The 
owner's manual will tell 
you how to find it. 

"Some uncommon col¬ 
ors will have to be ordered 
where auto parts are sold 
or from the Internet. Also 
available are scratch repair 
kits including everything 
needed from preparation to 
finishing a deep scratch," 
White said. 

Small dents can be fixed 


with paintless dent repair, 
a service found either 
through local automotive 
suppliers, the classified 
section of the phone book 
or on the Internet. 

Like so many aspects of 
car care, preventive main¬ 
tenance is much easier and 
beneficial than corrective 
measures. Maintaining the 
original integrity of the 
finish keeps the vehicle in 
"like new" condition. The 
basic rules of body and 
paint maintenance apply: 

Avoid parking in the hot 
sun; it can damage interior 
surfaces as well as the ex¬ 
terior. Wash the vehicle 
frequently, including areas 
underneath, with mild, safe 
products. Select and use 
cleaners and waxes care¬ 
fully. A cleaner that is ef¬ 
fective for one type of fin¬ 
ish could be disastrous for 
another. Consult the vehi¬ 
cle owner's manual to be 
sure.

School Daze 

You may think it’s the 
ideal time to goof around 
with fnends and show off 
your new set of wheels, 
but you should be extra 
cautious when driving 
around school grounds. 

* Get to school five to 
10 minutes early and leave 
five minutes late to avoid 
the mad dash into and out 
of the parking lots. Many 
accidents happen when 
kids are rushing to and 
from classes. 

* If your school lot has 
perpendicular spaces (not 
angle parking), park in a 
space you can pull straight 
out of instead of having to 
back out. Backing out in 
crowded lots is tricky. 
However, in some states, 
pulling straight through a 
parking space is illegal. 
Ch$ck your local traffic 
laws before using this tip. 

* Always stop for school 
buses with flashing lights. 
The flashing lights mean 
that students are either get¬ 
ting on or off the bus, and 
they may be crossing the 
street Their safetv de¬ 
pends on cars obeying this 
law.

Loose gas caps, under- 
inflated tires, faulty ther¬ 
mostats, worn spark plugs, 
malfunctioning engine 
controls, poor wheel align¬ 
ment and the list goes on. 
These are among the con¬ 
ditions that daily cost con¬ 
sumers millions of dollars 
in wasted fuel. 

"Something as innocu¬ 
ous as an improperly tight¬ 
ened gas cap, for example, 
or one that’s missing or 
defective, might seem a 
minor factor," said Rich 
White of the Car Care 
Council. "But consider that 
17 percent of the vehicles 
on U S. highways have 
either misused or missing 
gas caps, causing 
147,000,000 gallons of gas 
per year to vaporize into 
the atmosphere (source: 
Sen ice Tech Magazine. 
September 2000). 

"To the maxim waste 
not, want not, we need to 


add be car care aware, be¬ 
cause most drivers are un¬ 
aware of the economic 
consequences of neglected 
maintenance." 

White said the nearly 
150 million gallons of gas 
out of the filler cap are 
literally a drop in_ the 
bucket of waste. "Among 
the six worst offenders are 
undennflated tires and in¬ 
correct wheel alignment, 
conditions which increase 
rolling resistance. Like 
driving with the parking 
brake not fully released, it 
can cost a mile or two per 
gallon on a car that nor¬ 
mally delivers 20 miles per 
gallon. 

"Among other gas guz¬ 
zlers,” said White, "are 
dirty oil, a mile per gallon; 
a slipping automatic trans¬ 
mission, another mile per 
gallon and as much as two 
mpg for a cooling system 
thermostat that causes the

engine to run too cold. 

"Finally, there could be 
a malfunction of one or 
more components in the 
fuel, ignition or emission 
control systems, especially 
critical in cold weather 
driving. The fuel penalty 
for just one misfiring spark 
plug is two or three miles 
per gallon. 

"Combining all of these 
discrepancies into one ve¬ 
hicle, the cost of was ed 
fuel easily could exceed 
recent increases in pump 
prices," said White. "It’s 
what being car care aware 
is all about."

Cleaning A Vehicle Can 
Be “A Piece Of Cake” 


Cleaning a car: a piece 
of cake, right? Certainly, if 
you follow the procedures 
suggested by the Car Care 
Council. While it's the 
most basic procedure in 
car care, it does deserve 
some thought. The first 
step in cleaning the car is 
to wash it. Give it a good 
rinsing from top to bottom, 
including the wheels and 
inside the fenders. Always 
clean the tires and wheels 
before washing the body, 
and donH use the same mitt 
for both. This way you'll 
avoid contaminating the 
vehicle's paint with debris 
from the wheels and tires. 

Use a good tire cleaner 


with a stiff brush, to im¬ 
prove your tires' appear¬ 
ance even if you doni have 
white sidewalls or white 
letter tires. 

Next, clean the wheels 
with a wheel cleaner that 
removes the brake dust, 
which often blackens the 
front wheels. Application 
of these cleaners vary, so 
be sure and follow the di¬ 
rections on the container. 

Now it’s time to wash 
the body. Use a product 
sold specifically for auto¬ 
mobiles. (Household 
cleaners can strip the wax 
from the paint and damage 
the finish.) Starting at the 
top, wash one section at a 


time, thoroughly rinsing 
away the soap. Work your 
way down toward the 
front, sides, and rear of the 
vehicle. Clean the rear last 
since it usually has the 
largest accumulation of 
dirt and grime, which can 
contaminate the wash mitt. 
Wash the inside door jams 
about once a month. 

To rinse, remove the 
spray nozzle from the 
hose. Starting at the top, 
let the water cascade down 
the surfaces of the vehicle. 
Then, to avoid water spot¬ 
ting, dry with a chamois or 
other product made for this 
purpose. 

Now is an excellent 
time for waxing, which not 
only protects the finish but 
it also makes subsequent 
washing easier. Before 


proceeding, look for for¬ 
eign particles on the paint. 
Use a car cleaner, avail¬ 
able at auto supply stores, 
to remove contaminants 
imbedded in the paint 

Once the surface is 
clean, apply the wax, fol¬ 
lowing the manufacturer's 
instructions for application 
of the product Often they 
recommend not using the 
product in direct sunlight..

Frequent washing (once 
a week) and vehicle pol¬ 
ishing (once every 6 
months) go a long ways 
towards protecting your 
investment. Keeping your 
vehicle consistently clean 
clears away the buildup of 
damaging chemicals and 
dirt that may attack your 
car's finish. In areas of the 
country that experience the 
use of road salt in winter 
months, frequent washing 
can also reduce the corro¬ 
sive effects of salt that 
cause body rust-through. If 
your car is involved in an 
accident, no matter how 
minor, have the damage 
immediately inspected and 
evaluated by a collision 
professional. Neglecting 
body damage could jeop¬ 
ardize your safety and 
eventually contribute to 
even more expensive re¬ 
pairs. One of the, most 
critical times to wash your 
vehicle is immediately 
after a rainfall because of 
the ill effects of acid rain. 
Even though the water 
evaporates, the acid stays 
behind and can eat into 
your vehicle's finish. 
While you may not be able 
to prevent acid rain you 
can prevent it from ruining 
your vehicle’s finish by 
frequent washing and pol¬ 
ishing. If you drive on 
muddy roads, consider an 
undercarriage treatment 
every time you wash your 
car. Undercarriage treat¬ 
ments, offered by most car 
washes, remove caked-on 
mud that holds moisture to 
metal and causes rust and 
body rot around wheel 
wells and door sills. 

Driving in snow and 
sleet can compound the 
effects of acid rain because 
of the corrosive nature of 
road salt. To prevent this 
damage, washing your car 


during the winter is highly 
recommended, provided 
the temperature is above 
freezing. 

Your car's finish pro¬ 
vides more than beauty. 
Over time, a car’s paint 
erodes due to the effects of 
sunlight, UV radiation, 
acid rain, salt, dirt, and air 
pollution. Wax your car 
every six months with a 
quality wax or polish. 
More frequent waxes are 
needed if your car is red, 
black or white because 
these colors are more sus¬ 
ceptible to acid rain and 
UV rays. 

Over the past decade, 
car manufacturers have 
developed different paint 
systems to improve dura¬ 
bility. In the 1980's domes¬ 
tic cars had conventional 
finishes, that is, a pig¬ 
mented enamel coat on top 
of the primer. Today, 96% 
of all new cars have a base 
coat/clear coat finish, 
which is comprised of a 
thin color coat covered by 
a clear acrylic or enamel 
urethane coat. This clear 
coat finish is only 2 mils 
thick-about the thickness 
of an ordinary plastic trash 
bag. Daily wear and tear 
on a car’s clear coat finish 
may leave it with swirl 
marks or signs of oxida¬ 
tion. To the eye, it means a 
dull and hazy looking ap¬ 
pearance. This is some¬ 
times referred to as "clear 
coat haze." 

Foreign materials like 
tar, tree sap, and acid rain 
can stain newer paint fin¬ 
ishes. The longer these sit 
on the car's surface, the 
more difficult they become 
to remove and the more 
likely they are to cause 
damage.

So your mechanic says 
your car needs a tune-up. 
But will it bring real ben¬ 
efits? 

“You almost certainly 
need a tune-up if your fuel 
mileage has gone to pot, if 
your car or truck is slug¬ 
gish and appears to have 
lost its zip, if it is hard to 
start or you have failed an 
emission inspection,” ac¬ 
cording to Martin 
Kashnowski, director of 
Product Management, 
Consumer Products, for 
Robert Bosch Corpora¬ 
tion. “These are sure signs 
something is amiss under 
the hood, and you can ex¬ 
pect a good tune-up to im¬ 
prove your vehicle’s gaso¬ 
line mileage, restore the 
performance and pleasure 
to your driving, make sure 
you pass that emissions 
inspection and possibly 
save your catalytic con¬ 
verter from costly replace¬ 
ment. 

Basically, a tune-up to¬ 
day usually means: In¬ 
specting and replacing the 
spark plugs; checking and 
replacing the spark plug 
wires; replacing oxygen 
sensors if mileage or driv¬ 
ing patterns warrant; 
checking and replacing the 
distributor cap and rotor 
(if so equipped) if worn or 
cracked; inspecting and 
replacing air and fuel fil¬ 
ters as needed; and verify¬ 
ing proper operation of 
various sensors and other 
electronic control devices. 

But wait a minute. Isn’t 
everything under the hood 
supposed to last for 50,000 
nyles or more before re¬ 
placement is needed? 
Well, maybe yes and 
maybe no. Many compo¬ 
nents today have a recom¬ 
mended replacement in¬ 
terval of 50,000 miles or 
more under ideal operat¬ 
ing conditions—the prob¬ 
lem is, few of us drive un¬ 
der ideal operating condi¬ 
tions. 

“NORMAL 
DRIVING” CAN 
PUNISH VEHICLES 

“Short trip driving, car¬ 
rying or pulling excess 
weight for extended peri¬ 
ods or constant idling can 
prevent the spark plugs 
from getting hot enough to 
burn off deposits, causing 
them to foul,” Kashnowski 
said. “Fouled plugs or 
plugs whose electrodes are 
so worn they widen the air 
gap so much the plug will 
not fire properly. Your 
mechanic should replace 
the spark plugs if they’re 
oil or carbon-fouled, if 
they’re covered with de¬ 
posits, or if the electrodes 
are noticeably worn. 

Independent studies 


have shown that installing 
plugs such as the Bosch 
Platinum+4 can improve 
fiiel mileage by nearly five 
percent, make the vehicle 
easier to start, and main¬ 
tain superior performance 
for tens of thousands of 
tough, punishing miles, 
according to Kashnowski. 

Your mechanic should 
also check the ignition 
wires, which carry the 
“juice” from the coil and 
distributor to each spark 
plug (some modern cars 
use distributorless ignition 
and direct coil packs for 
each cylinder that elimi¬ 
nate the need for spark 
plug wires). 

“If your mechanic rec¬ 
ommends replacing the 
ignition wires, low-resis¬ 
tance Mag core wires, such 
as Bosch Premium wire 
sets, are available for most 
applications and a good 
bet to ensure a strong spark 
and long life,” says Chuck 
Ruth, director of Product 
Management, Engine 
Management Systems, for 
Bosch. 

But be careful — some 
manufacturers recom¬ 
mend replacing the coil 
whenever replacing igni¬ 
tion wires, to avoid the 
higher resistance in new 
wires from damaging the 
ignition module. 

Another critical compo¬ 
nent in keeping today’s 
vehicles running properly 
is the oxygen sensor. 

“Oxygen sensors lo¬ 
cated in the exhaust sys¬ 
tem monitor the unburned 
hydrocarbons and oxygen 
in the exhaust and send 
signals to the engine’s 
computer, which uses this 
information to maintain 
the proper mixture of fiiel 
and air fed to the engine,” 
Ruth said. Replacing a 
sluggish or defective sen¬ 
sor can improve fuel 
economy from 10 to 15 
percent and pay for itself 
in a year in fuel savings 
alone, while restoring your 
vehicle’s emissions to 
proper levels. It can also 
reduce the chances of an 
overly rich fuel mixture 
damaging your catalytic 
converter. 

Ignition components 
such as the distributor ro¬ 
tor and distributor cap, 
which direct the flow of 
electricity to the spark 
plugs, must work properly 
if the spark plugs are to fire 
when they are supposed to 
— or fire at all. If in doubt, 
replacing the distributor 
cap and rotor is simple and 
inexpensive insurance 
against poor performance 
and fuel economy as well 
as potential engine failure.

Changing the many flu¬ 
ids in a vehicle is always a 
change for the better. Dirty 
engine oil, transmission 
fluid or anti-freeze are bad 
news for a car. But what 
about brake fluid? Many 
motorists know that this 
fluid should be topjjed off, 
but changed? 

According to the Car 
Care Council brake fluid 
in the typical vehicle can 
become contaminated in 
two years or less. This is 
because the fluid absorbs 
moisture, which works its 
way through the hydraulic 
system. Under heavy brak¬ 
ing conditions, such as 
those encountered in 
mountainous or hilly driv¬ 
ing or when towing a 
trailer, moisture in the 
overheated fluid vaporizes 
(boiling point of water is 
lower than that of brake 
fluid) and braking effi¬ 
ciency is reduced. 

"Even under normal 
driving conditions this 
condition can develop if 
the brake fluid is seriously 
contaminated” says Rich 
White, spokesperson for 
the Car Care Council. "Not 
only is the fluid vulnerable 
to vaporizing, it also can 
freeze. 

I Iraftrfluid mnST main- 
tain a stable viscosity 


throughout its operating 
temperature range. If ifs 
too thick or too thin, brak¬ 
ing action is impaired. Be¬ 
yond the vaporization haz¬ 
ard, moisture creates an 
additional problem for 
owners of vehicles 
equipped with anti-lock 
braking (ABS) systems. 
Rusted and corroded ABS 
components are very ex¬ 
pensive to replace. 

How docs a car owner 
know when to have fluid 
changed? The Council rec¬ 
ommends replacement' 
every two years or 24,000 
miles. "Certainly it should 
be included with brake pad 
or shoe replacement," 
White emphasizes. "In be¬ 
tween, as a preventive 
measure, a professional 
brake technician should 
check the condition of the 
fluid with an accurate fluid 
test safety meter, which is 
inserted into the master 
cylinder reservoir to record 
the fluid's boiling point."

GCHD Issues 
Facts To Know 
About Chickenpox 

According to the Garrett 
County Health Department, 
early spring is the most 
common time for chicken- 
pox (caused by the varicella 
virus) though it can occur 
anytime. The chickenpox 
virus, i* very contagious and 
can be spread from person 
to person through the air, or 
by contact with fluid from 
the chickenpox blisters. A 
person can spread chicken- 
pox from 1 to 2 days before 
the rash appears until all the 
blisters have formed crusts 
(usually about 5 days). 

Symptoms start 10 to 21 
days after exposure to the 
virus and can include fever, 
tiredness, and itchy rash 
with small blisters that dry 
up and form scabs within 
about 5 days. More severe 
but rare problems that could 
occur are pneumonia (espe¬ 
cially in adults), serious skin 
or blood infections, or en¬ 
cephalitis. About 100 peo¬ 
ple die each year in the U.S. 
as a result of chickenpox, 
Md approximately LfcOQO 
people are hospitalized. A 
person who has had chick¬ 
enpox can get'a painful rash 
years later called shingles 
(herpes zoster) caused by re¬ 
activation of the virus, said 
Diane Lee, public informa¬ 
tion officer for the GCHD. 

Approximately 90% of 
chickenpox cases occur in 
children 1 to 14 yean of 
age, and 90% of people 
have had chickenpox by 
their early 20s. The disease 
is usually mild in otherwise 
healthy children, but can be 
more serious in newborns 
and in adults, Lee said. 

Some people are at risk 
of serious complications 
from chickenpox: the un¬ 
born fetus of a pregnant 
woman who develops chick¬ 
enpox disease, a newborn 
baby whose mother had an 
onset of chickenpox from 5 
days before to 2 days after 
delivery, any person with a 
weakened immune system, 
and ’any person who ac¬ 
quires chickenpox as an 
adult. 

Lee added that the chick¬ 
enpox infection can be pre¬ 
vented with varicella vac¬ 
cine. Vaccine is recom¬ 
mended for: all healthy chil¬ 
dren 12 to 18 months of age 
(one dose of vaccine); chil¬ 
dren 19 months to 12 years 
of age who have not had 
chickenpox (one dose of 
vaccine); persons 13 years 
of age and older who have 
not had chickenpox and are 
at high risk for exposure (for 
example, living in a house¬ 
hold with children; teach¬ 
ers; institutional residents 
and staff; college students; 
international travelers); or 
persons who have close con¬ 
tact with those at high risk 
for complications from 
chickenpox (2 doses of vac¬ 
cine, 4 to 8 weeks apart). 

To prevent the spread of 
chickenpox disease, Lee ad¬ 
vises to stay away from oth¬ 
ers until blisters are dry and 
crusted. Children with 
chickenpox should stay 
home from school 6r day 
care. In 6 to 10% of children 
who receive the varicella 
vaccine, a mild rash may

after immunization; these 
children may still attend 
school or day care. Prema¬ 


ture infants, immune-com- 
promised persons, or preg- 
n"it women may need a 
shot of VZIG (varicella- 
zoster immune globulin) to 
prevent chickenpox after 
exposure. Person* of any 
age who never had chicken- 
pox should get varicella 
vaccine within 3 to 5 days 
of exposure to reduce risk of 
developing cnickenpox. 
Pregnant women exposed to 
chickenpox should be evalu¬ 
ated by their doctor.

From Extension Bulletin 237, Pest Management Rec¬ 
ommendations for Field Crops, Roundup Ultra Max has 
been changed to Roundup Weather Max and the rates 
adjusted to reflect the newer formulation. The Roundup 
Ultra or original contained 4 lbs. of active ingredient (ai) 
per gallon at a suggested rate of 32 ounces per acre. 
Roundup Ultra Max contains 5 lbs. ai/gallon at a sug¬ 
gested rate of 26 ounces per acre. The new Roundup 
Weather Max contains 5.5 lbs. ai/gallon with a suggested 
rate of 19 ounces per acre. The label of Roundup Weather 
Max will suggest a rate from 16 to 32 ounces per acre. 
However, when utilizing it in Roundup Ready com, sin¬ 
gle in-crop applications are not to exceed 22 ounces per 
acre. Sequential in-crop applications of this product from 
emergence through the V 8 stage or 30 inches must not 
exceed 44 ounces per acre per growing season. Allow a 
minimum of 10 days between in-crop applications and 50 
days between application and harvest of com forage. 

Ally is still listed as Ally. However, DuPont will be 
changing the name of Ally and repositioning this product 
for our area.

Planting Brambles 

For raspberries, virus-indexed tissue-cultured plants 
should be planted in the early spring. Raspberries should 
not be planted in poorly drained soils or after any of the 
Vatidllium-uisceptible crops (tomatoes, potatoes, pep¬ 
pers, eggplant, strawberries). If available, use tissue- 
cultured blackberries as well; however, dormant canes 
may also be planted. In-row spadngs (spaces between the 
plants) are as follows: red raspberries, 24 inches; black 
raspberries, 30 inches; purple raspberries, 36 inches; 
blackberries, 36 inches. Between-row spadngs should be 
no less than 8 feet, although the spacing depends on the 
size of the equipment that will be used to maintain the 
planting. Between rows, allow at least 4 feet more than 
the width of the widest implement to be used in the plant¬ 
ing. 

If the soil is prepared properly before planting, only 
nitrogen should be necessary on an annual basis. Apply 
no more than 5 lbs. of 10-10-10 per 100 linear feet of row 
in the first year, and no more than 10 lbs. in subsequent 
years. Do not ovcrjcrtilize. If plants appear to be overiy vig¬ 
orous, reduce the amount of fertilization. 

Brambles benefit from irrigation, especially during fhiit 
swell, which occurs during the week prior to ripening. 
Trickle irrigation is preferred for brambles, because wet¬ 
ting the fruit with overhead irrigation can increase the 
incidence of disease. Plants generally require 2 inches of 
water per week, up to 4 incnes Awing harvest. i

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Spring Planting 
Gears Up With 
Sun, Warm Weather 

Warm, sunny weather 
improved field conditions 
over the past week and al¬ 
lowed more farmers to be¬ 
gin the planting process. 
The number of days suitable 
for field work increased this 
week to 5.5 for the week 
ending April 27, the best 
week so far this season. 

Planting of green peas 
and tomatoes is on sched¬ 
ule, while sweet com, wa¬ 
termelons, and cantaloupes 
are behind schedule by a 
week. Fruit crops are in full 
bloom with strawberries at 
60 percent, peaches at 61 
percent, and apples at 45 
percent. Com planting has 
begun with 11 percent 
planted, well behind last 
year's progress and the five- 
year average. Small 
amounts of cucumbers and 
lima beans have been 
planted. 

Hay supplies continue to 
be mostly adequate with 40 
percent reported as ade¬ 
quate, 32 percent short, and 
28 percent very short. The 
cool, wet spring left pastures 
in mostly good condition 
with 17 percent rated excel¬ 
lent, 52 percent good, 25 
percent fair, 5 percent poor, 
and 1 percent very poor. 

Over the next one to two 
weeks, small grains will 
begin to head and turn. 
Winter wheat is in fair to 
good condition with 7 per¬ 
cent excellent, 48 percent 
good, 31 percent fair, 9 per¬ 
cent poor, and 5 percent 
very poor. Bariey condition 
is 6 percent excellent, 56 
percent good, 29 peroent 
fair, 7 percent poor, and 2 
percent very poor.

John B. Rader, West Virginia Farm Service Agency 
state executive director, has announced the designation of 
all 55 counties in West Virginia for FSA emergency loans 
because of the recent drought. 

’The secretary of agriculture designated 41 counties in 
West Virginia as a disaster area because of damages 
caused by severe drought that occurred from Jan. 1 
through Nov. 19, 2002," said Rader. This designation 
enables FSA to provide financial assistance to those farm 
families who suffered losses as a result of the drought." 

Public Law 98-258 provides for counties that are con¬ 
tiguous to another county that has been designated as a 
disaster area to also be eligible for emergency loans, ex¬ 
plained Rader. Twelve additional counties in the state 
contiguous to one or more of the designated counties are 
therefore eligible for assistance. "The two remaining coun¬ 
ties are contiguous to one or more counties in adjoining 
states and are also eligible for assistance, meaning that all 
55 counties in the state are covered,” Rader said. 
"Fanners in all West Virginia counties may apply for 
emergency loans up through Tuesday, Oct 14, 2003." 

Rader also announced the designation of 47 West Vir¬ 
ginia counties that are eligible for FSA loans because of 
the weather in February. Preston County is one of 33 
counties that were declared a disaster area by President 
George Bush because of damage caused by the February 
2003 severe winter storm with record/near record snow, 
heavy rains, flooding, and landslides. Because of Public 
Law 98-258, 14 additional counties are contiguous to one 
or more of the designated counties and are also eligible for 
assistance. 

"This designation enables FSA to provide financial 
assistance to those farm families who suffered severe 
losses as a result of the disaster," Rader stated. Preston 
County farmers may apply for emergency loans for losses 
from the February 2003 snowstorm up through Friday, 
Nov. 14, 2003. 

To be eligible for an emergency loan, farms must have 
suffered at least a 30 percent production loss or a physical 
loss, be able to evidence adequate repayment ability, and 
be unable to obtain adequate credit from other sources. 
Loans to one operation are limited to $500,000 or the cal¬ 
culated production loss plus the physical loss, whichever 
is less per operation. Los ns are also limited to owners 
and/or operators of not larger than family-sized farming 
operations. t

The Cheat River Drain¬ 
age Area has recently been 
added to the selected water¬ 
sheds included in the Con¬ 
servation Reserve Enhance¬ 
ment Program (CREP), 
which is designed to protea 
water quality and wildlife 
habitat. Sponsored by ithe 
U S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture's Commodity Credit 
Corporation and the state of 
West Virginia, the CREP is 
an enhancement of the 
Farm Service Agency's Con¬ 
servation Reserve Program 
(CRP), which uses federal 
and state resources to safe¬ 
guard environmentally sen¬ 
sitive land through special 
CRP enrollments. 

West Virginia's CREP 
offers rental payments to 
farmers who voluntarily 
convert highly erodible 
cropland and other environ¬ 
mentally sensitive acreage 
to vegetative cover, such as 
riparian buffers, buffer 
strips, and/or wetlands. 
CREP also helps reduce 
runoff from entering the 
Potomac, New, Greenbrier, 
Little^ Kanawha, and Cheat 
rivers 

The goals of the West 
Virginia CREP are to enroll 
up to 9,160 acres of eligible 
cropland and/or marginal 
pastureland located within 
the projea area; reduce agri¬ 
cultural runoff, sediment, 
and nutrients from entering 
designated watersheds; pro¬ 
mote improved water qual¬ 
ity and enhance wildlife 
habitat in recognized drain¬ 
age areas; and protea soil, 
water, and wildlife habitat 
in the projea area. 

The following conserva¬ 
tion practices may be eligi¬ 
ble for land enrolled in a 
West Virginia CREP con- 
traa: establishment of per¬ 
manent introduced grasses 
and legumes; establishment 
of peananent native grasses; 
hardwood tree planting; 
filter strips; riparian buffers; 
and wetland restoration. 

Eligible producers will be 
able to enroll in 10- to 15- 
year contracts. Cropland 
must have- been cropped 2 
of the past 5 years and be 
physically and legally capa¬ 
ble of being cropped in a 


nonnal maimer. Marginal 
pastureland is also eligible 
for enrollment provided it is 
suitable for use as a riparian 
buffer planted to trees. In 
addition, producers must 
generally have owned or 
operated the land for at least 
the last 12 months prior to 
enrollment. 

Persons who have an 
existing CRP contract o{ an 
approved offer with a con- 
traa pending are not eligi¬ 
ble for CREP until that con- 
traa expires. 

West Virginia CREP 
participants are eligible for 
five types of payments: 

•Signing Incentive; 

•Practice Incentive Pay¬ 
ment; 

•Annual Rental Payment 
for the Life of the Contract; 

•Up to 50 Percent Cost- 
Share Assistance for the 
Installation of Eligible Con¬ 
servation Praaices; or, 

•One-Time State of West 
Virginia Lump-Sum Incen¬ 
tive Paymem. 

Haying and grazing are 
not allowed during the con- 
traa period unless the 
USDA permits it for emer¬ 
gency purposes under nor¬ 
mal CRP rules.

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GUIDELINES FOR ATTENDANCE APPEALS 

The attendance appeal committee will use the follow¬ 
ing criteria when making decisions regarding attendance 
appeals.

THE SUN—In May, the duration of sunlight grows by 
nearly 2 minutes each day. May 1 has 13 hours 53 min¬ 
utes of sunlight: May 31 has 14 hours 46 minutes of 
sunlight. May opens with 6:19 a.m. sunrises; the last day 
of May will have a 5:53 a.m. sunrise. Early May sunsets 
are at about 8:12 p.m., which slide to 8:39 p.m. as the 
month ends. In May both dawn and dusk last about 70 
minutes. In mid May, one can view the fainter stars as 
late as 4:50 a.m. and as early as 9:35 p.m. 

THE MOON—May opens with the moon nearly in line 
with the sun (called the new moon). By May 3 the moon 
will again be easily visible in the western dusk Each fol¬ 
lowing evening the moon appears higher anti grows in 
lighted width, becoming half full on May 8 . For a few 
days before and after this date, the moon (then resembling 
a letter "D") is at its best for crater and mountain spotting 
with binoculars and telescope. The moon will be fullest on 
the evening of May 15, then appearing in eastern Libra. 


Late this evening, one can see a rare lunar eclipse, when 
the moon glides through the Earth's shadow. Look be¬ 
tween 11 p.m. and midnight for a dark moon, dimly illu¬ 
minated by light bent around the edge of the Earth. By 
May 20 the moon will have shifted into the morning sky, 
not rising till after midnight. As May ends the moon dis¬ 
appears as a slender crescent in the eastern dawn. 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS-Our nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine steady, 
unlike the bright night stars that twinkle. Jupiter is the 
only bright planet easily seen, appearing as a steadily 
shining point in the west. The planet Saturn can only be 
seen with difficulty low in the western twilight. The bril¬ 
liant planet Venus can only be seen very low in the east¬ 
ern dawn. Much seen easier is the yellow planet Mars in 
the south at dawn. The evening moon will appear near 
Saturn on the 4th and Jupiter on the 8th; the moon at 
dawn will appear near Mars on the 21st and 22nd and 
near Venus on the 29th and 30th. 

MAY'S BEST SIGHTS-On May evenings, the Big 
Dipper is at its highest in the North. Its handle can be 
extended outward to Arcturus, now the brightest evening 
star. Below and to the right of Arcturus is white-blue 
Spica, the brightest star in Virgo. The northeastern eve¬ 
ning sky features white-blue Vega, the first bright summer 
evening star to appear. 

MAY ASTRONOMY ACTIVITIES-Our ftee pro¬ 
gram at the Frostburg State Planetarium is "Comets, Ha¬ 
waiian Skies and Nearer Worlds." Also featured is an in¬ 


troductory tour of the May evening sky. Our presentations 
start at 4 and 7 p.m., and last a little less than an hour. 
Our showings are on May 4, 11, and 18. For directions on 
how to reach the planetarium, persons-may call 301-687- 
4270. The Cumberland Astronomy Club will meet at 7:30 
p.m. Saturday, May 10, at the Frostburg State Planetar¬ 
ium. All sky gazers are welcome.

I am attempting to impress upon you the fact that none of us or 
our loved ones are exempt of life threatening emergencies. 

You are blessed to have access to one of the best squads in the state just by dialing 911. A squad 
that donates many hours away from their family and pleasures to be there for you. I am asking you * 
to do something that so many of you have done so often over the past 30 years. We are in need of * 
financial support more today than at any other time. Tttere is also a great need for volunteers v ) 
This year we will celebrate 30 years of service to our community, thanks to volunteers and your 
faithful giving. 

We are operating on a budget of approximately $200,000 dollars a year. This year we are due to 
replace an ambulance. We do this every two years in order to keep our fleet up to spec. This 
comes at the expense of approximately $100,000 dollars. We pay approximately $2,500 doOars 
monthly just for insurance needs. We must now undertake the task of a new building program. 
Conditions at our present location make this a necessity. We will not meet these needs financially 
without your support.

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A Double-Edged Sword... 

A meeting of significant importance to the future 
of Garrett County was held yesterday afternoon at 
the couithouse, the first of what will surely be many 
to come on a particular issue. It was the monthly 
meeting of die Garrett County Planning Commis¬ 
sion, and the hot topic for the day was whether or 
not new regulations/restrictions are needed in the 
Deep Creek Lake zoning ordinance. 

At the center of the controversy are the multiple- 
unit "houses" that are sprouting' up around the lake 
like crab grass, with the intent of the owners obvi¬ 
ously being to rent these spaces to cover their mort¬ 
gage, and ultimately make a bundle. With the arrival 
of the Adventure Sports Center within the next few 
years, the flow of people into the area will certainly 
increase. These visitors need places to stay, and we 
have heard not one word about the construction of 
any new hotels/motels. With current regulations, 
this is a fantastic investment opportunity. 

The problem is, these 12-bedroom, nine-bathroom 
"houses," more accurately described as "mini-ho¬ 
tels," are popping up in what have always been tradi¬ 
tional residential areas at the lake, much to the cha¬ 
grin of the long-time residents, be they part-time or 
year-round. The folks who rent these units don't al¬ 
ways have a lot of respect for the adjacent residents, 
which can cause a variety of problems — loud, late 
parties, parking problems, and trespassing being 
among them. The residents claim, rightly so, that 
this devalues their properties and creates the afore¬ 
mentioned annoyances that they shouldn't have to 
put up with. 

Among those on the other side are the realtors, for 
whom a significant portion of their livelihood is in 
lake rental business. It is their contention that new 
regulations are not needed and would be ultimately 
detrimental to the local economy in general. 

We typically lash out against most forms of what 
we believe is over-regulation by all levels of govern¬ 
ment and, admittedly, we still have a lot of study to 
do oa this iarue, But our initial reaction is, either 
more regulation is indeed needed, or much stronger 
enforcement of what may (may) aheady be on the 
books is essential. Probably a combination of both is 
required. 

As we have written several times in the past, de- 
vckgnnent at Deep Creek Lake — and anywhere else 
ill the county — is a double-edged sword with an ex¬ 
tremely fine line. There is no question that the tax 
revenue generated by highly-assessed properties at 
the lake is enormous, and enables the county to gen¬ 
erally meet its ever-growing budget. Development 
also provides many new jobs, primarily in the con¬ 
struction business and, later, in restaurant, recrea¬ 
tion, and various customer service venues. But the

A minimum wage in¬ 
crease will accomplish sev¬ 
eral things. First, it will put 
more money into the econ¬ 
omy. People who make 
minimum wage are more 
apt to spend it to buy neces¬ 
sities like groceries or pay 
off debt than invest it in 
stocks or bonds. It will also 
lead to an increase in the 
amount of taxes taken in. 

There is no doubt, in my 
opinion, that the last mini¬ 
mum wage increase led to 
the prosperous economic 
times in the late 1990s, and 
another minimum wage 
boost would likely achieve 
the same affect. 

On the issue of military 
action in Iraq, I did not sup¬ 
port the war in Iraq for the 
most part because I am a 
person who does not believe 
in using violence as a way 
to solve problems.

As time wore on and 
weeks passed without 
WMD turning up, Bush and 
Blair shifted their focus to 
terrorism connections be¬ 
tween Iraq and A1 Qaeda, 
something which hasn't 
really been proven either. 

In the closing days, Bush 
and Blair used me liberation 
card, or perhaps their ace 
card.

I am writing in regard to 
an issue that many folks, 
especially older landowners 
wno lease land for cattle 
pasture here in Garrett 
County, might find usefiil. 
Until recently I had been 
leasing cattle pasture on a 
per-head basis, not really 
paying too much attention 
to the consequences of a 
cattle lease or the liability 
that might arise from those 
cattle. Specifically, who's 
responsible for property 
damaoe or bodily injuiy 
caused by cattle pastured 
under a verbal agreement? 

I began to ask the ques¬ 
tion, If the cattle were to get 
out and damage a high- 
priced yard or injure a small 
child, who would be respon¬ 
sible for the damaoes that 
arise? I did some checking 
and, while a landowner 
might be able to claim that 
the cajtle owner is responsi¬ 
ble, there are no guarantees, 
and without an agreement, 
it is almost certain that the 
landowner will be held re¬ 
sponsible. 

However, there are ways 
to transfer a majority of tne 
liability exposure to the cat¬ 
tle owner. First, always get 
a written agreement on tne 
terms of l—-c It is bet- 
ter to lease the farm rather 
than take cattle on a per- 
head basis, because then the 
lease can require that the

Continued from Page A-l 
ad hoc committee, Thayer 
stated that "development is 
good as long as it's orderly," 
but the loss of permanent or 
seasonal homes at the lake 
to vacation rentals could 
seriously affect the commu¬ 
nity's stability, he added. 

The ad hoc committee's 
recommended zoning 
amendments provide for 
stipulations that include the 
limiting of single-family 
dwelling units in the lake 
area to no more than eight 
bedrooms, unless certain 
conditions are met that in¬ 
clude the written prohibi¬ 
tion of the use of the struc¬ 
ture as a rental property. 

The amendments make 
allowances for transient 
vacation rental homes of no 
more than eight bedrooms, 
with two people per bed¬ 
room plus four additional 
guests, for rental stays of 14 
days or less. Further provi -1 
tions wet* built into 
committee's recommenda- 
rtoWS TJUT provide foc-tauv> 
sient vacation rental units of 
no more than five bed¬ 
rooms, provided certain 
conditions are met. 

An additional item dis¬ 
cussed was the ad hoc com¬ 
mittee's recommendation 
for the development of a 
"vacation rental unit licens¬ 
ing ordinance" that would 
implement health and build¬ 
ing codes as well as require 
periodic inspections. Real 
estate and other commer¬ 
cial-oriented spokespersons 
at the meeting opposed such 
an ordinance, .while some 
lake area residents sup¬ 
ported it. Those in favor 
pointed out that very few 
enforceable laws or regula¬ 
tions exist to govern the 
behavior of vacation rent¬ 
ers, while vacation rental 
agency spokespersons such 
as Railey and Ruth Seib 
stated that they work hard 
to police their own renters 
to the best of their ability.

In "Overcoming Barriers 
to Children's Dental Care:

oral health care to children. 

The dinic program pro¬ 
vides dental services to chil¬ 
dren and pregnant women 
who have the Maryland 
Children's Health Program 
Insurance (MCHP). Ser¬ 
vices include dental clean¬ 
ing fhioride treatments,* 
*'*'*“" 'tstorativo treat-, 
ment, extractions, and out¬ 
patient furgical procedures. 

In 2001, 761 patients 
were served in the county 
through the Dental Health 
Program, according to the 
health officer.

Bryan Singer’s X-2, the continuation of the X-Men saga 
begun in 2000, marks not only the onset of the 2003 sum¬ 
mer blockbuster season, but also the apparent Summer Of 
Sequels. In store for action lovers this season are the next 
chapters of The Matrix, Charlie's Angels, Lara Craft, The Fast 
And The Furious, Spy Kids, and even another Terminator. 
Well, I guess the executives at Hollywood are thinking, if 
it ain’t broke, don't fix it. Why bother writing new ideas 
when we can make tons of cash recycling old ones? Hey, 
it’s hard to come up with new ideas—especially when 
you’re still busy trying to spend the bazillion dollars you 
made from your first summer blockbuster! 

So Sequel Summer begins non-alphabetically, with the 
reunion of those Marvel-ous mutants who leapt from the 
pages of comic books and into our hearts three years ago. 
After they spent the last film saving the world, you’d think 
there’d be some well-earned respect for the likes of Wol¬ 
verine (Hugh Jackman), Rogue (Anna Paquin), Storm 
(Halle Beny), Jean Grey (Famke Janssen), Cyclops 
(James Marsden), and their bald, benevolent, wheelchair- 
bound leader, Prof. Charles Xavier (Patrick Stewart). But 
guess again—the human population of Earth is still suspi¬ 
cious of our multi-talented and makeup-caked heroes, and 
when a new guy named Nightcrawler (Alan Cumming) 
enters the White House and tries to attack the president, 
things get really hot for them. But Nightcrawler, a purple- 
skiimed, decoratively tattooed, devout Catholic German 
mutant named Kurt Wagner (who is able to disappear in 
a cloud of smoke and reappear somewhere else), is not 
operating under his own will. He's being controlled by a 


highly placed presidential aide named Col. William 
Stryker (Brian Cox), who has it in for the mutants and 
wants to turn the human population against them. 

Before securing his government job, Stryker was a sci¬ 
entist, a kind of Dr. Mengele for mutants who has experi¬ 
mented on them and figures prominently in the dark his¬ 
tory of Wolverine—whose memory has been judiciously 
erased. In order to better control them, he's devised some 
sort of drug (administered at the lower two-thirds of the 
nape of the neck) which renders them dumb, docile, and 
highly suggestible. Sounds like the perfect date-rape drug, 
but Stryker has even darker motives. He's so determined 
to rid the world of the genetically advanced race of non¬ 
humans, he’s copied Prof. Xavier’s mutant-location 
mechanism, called Cerebro, and plans to find and destroy 
them all. This development panics Prof. X and his crew 
so much that they must form an uneasy alliance with his 
old X- nemesis, Magneto (Ian McKellen, not as pretty as 
Gandalf but arguably more powerful) and his purple 
body-suited, sexy-shape-shifting minion, Mystique 
(Rebecca Romijn-Stamos). 

This movie is ftin like the first one, with our old 
friends performing their amazing feats with pleasing regu¬ 
larity and some new faces offering their talents too. The 
trouble is, the story (by Michael Dougherty, Daniel P. 
Harris, David Hayter, and director Singer, among others) 
is far too complicated for its own good, and this results in 
an unacceptably long running time. After about 1 Vi hours, 
I thought, "This has been a great movie!" When the 2:00 
mark came and went, I was saying, "Is this ever going to 
end?" The huge cast of characters may make for a verita¬ 
ble copnxcopia of interesting talents, powers, and special 
effects, but there comes a point when all the plot twists, 
love stories, and predicaments upon predicaments wear 
too thin to support such a non-substantial concept. Comic 
book characters are not meant to support a storyline of 
such complexity; if X-2 were a comic book, it would be 2 
inches thick. 

There are certain diversions (sex, money, ice cream) 
when one can always rely on the maxim “more is better.”

Continued from Page A-l 
nearby Somerset, Pa. Com¬ 
missioner Fred Holliday 
said that reciprocity was an 
issue for him. "The draft is 
too tight with reciprocity," 
he said. 

Master electrician John 
Gamer said the draft was’ 
just a guideline to help the 
conunissioners if they de¬ 
cided to have a board. The 
commissioners indicated 
that they wanted to be the 
deciding body on the actual 
terms of the licensing ordi¬ 
nance. 

Beard said the commis¬ 
sioners have looked at the 
draft and discussed the issue 
at length. "Just because 
there has been no action 
doesn’t mean we haven't 
been inactive," he said. "I 
would rather take my time 
and get it right." 

He added that because a 
new ordinance would be the 
"bible" of the local electrical 
trade, he did not want it to 
become a closed shop or 
"good ol' boy" network. 

Holliday questioned the 
need for a board, since the 
state already requires that 

electricians be licensed. 

Nelson reviewed the 
state's requirements. To be 
licensed by the sate, an 
■ filcaoaaq must have seven 
yeah of experience under a 
master electrician, pass a 
rigorous test, and maintain 
at least S300.000 in insur¬ 
ance. Counties are supposed 
to make sure that electri¬ 
cians have licenses. In lieu 
of that, however, counties 
may have their own system 
of licensing electricians, 
said Nelson. 

Gamer noted that the 
state does not have a re¬ 
stricted license and that a 
master’s license is not'neces- 
sary just to wire a house. 
Additionally, the unre¬ 
stricted test is difficult, 
takes much training, and re¬ 
quires traveling east to take 
it. The county currently has 
25 master electricians, ac¬ 
cording to Beard. 

"Obviously, we still have 
work to do," said Commis¬ 
sioner Ernie Gregg about 
the many outstanding is¬ 
sues. "We need to discuss 
this ftirther. There is a lot of 
opposition to [establishing a 
licensing board]." 

Holliday said he would

W inston Cup driver Jerry Nadeau was in , 
critical Monday at a Virginia hospital 
after suffering Injuries In a hard crash 
Friday during practice at Richmond International 
Raceway 

Nadeau, 32, a native of Danbury Conn., was driv¬ 
ing his No. 01 Pontiac during 
the final practice session for 
Saturday night’s Winston Cup 
race when he spun around 
entering Turn 1 and struck the 
outside wall with the left side 
of his car. 

Rescue workers were on the 
scene immediately One quick¬ 
ly cllmked in the right window 
NADEAU and **8 an administering aide 
to Nadeau. 

Other workers used hydraulic tools to remove 
the roof from the car, then several rescuers lifted 
Nadeau from the car, placed him on a backboard 
and carried him to a waiting ambulance. 

As he was carried to the amb**»»nee, Nadeeu s 
eyes were closed and a breathing device was held to 
his lace. 

Minutes later he was placed in a helicopter for a 
trip to the Medical College at Virginia hospital in 
downtown Richmond. 

Nadeau’s racing team, MB2 Motorsporta, sent a 
plane to the driver’s home In Mboresvllle, N.C., to 
bring his wife, Jada, to the hospital. 

The driver, who suffered a partially collapsed 
lung and unspecified rib and head Injuries, was 
visited by fellow racers Kyle Petty Jeff Burton and 
NASCAR great Bobby Allison the morning after 
the Pontiac Excitement 400, US. Army team 
spokesman David Ferroni said. 

“We're in a wait and see pattern,” Ferroni said. 
“Everything is the same.” 

The team hired Busch Series regular Jason 
Keller to drive its backup car in the race, and 
Keller finished 32nd in his Winston Cup debut 
The wreck was the latest in a series at hard hits 
on the three-quarter mlie aval at Ridunond. 

Last year, Johnny Benson, who drives for the 
same team as Nadeeu, wrecked In a Busch race and 
wound up missing five Winston Cup races with rib 
injuries. 

Bobby Hamilton miaasd six Wlnaton Cup r v 
last year due to injuries Stfltared in a Truck Series 
wreak. Starting Marlin's saaaon-ending injuries in 
9002 began with a Richmond wreck last Septambtr 
Derrike Cope escaped serious injury in a violent 
crash in last year's fall Richmond event 
Driver injuries have significantly impacted the 
team's seven-year participation in the sport. 

In 1990 , Ernie Irvan, then the driver of the MB2 
cat; was a consistent Top 10 finisher when he suf¬ 
fered a career-ending head injury in a crash during 
practice for a Busch Series race at Michigan 
International Speedway The season before. Irvan 
had missed three races with Injuries sustained In a 
wreck at Talladega. 

In 1994, Irvan was given only a 10 percent chance 
to live after a wreck at Midiigan in Robert Yates' 
car. 

Nadeau, whose only Winston Cup victory came 
at Atlanta in 2000, missed five races last season 
after injuring his shoulder in a go-carl wreck.

Seizures and 
Hypoglycemia 


Q . My dog Sandy, who is a medi- 
• um-sized dog and weighs 
aoout 40 pounds, has seizures from 
time to time. A book 1 had about 
first aid for dogs says it could be 
hypoglycemia. Is there any medica¬ 
tion to control this?— Catherine 
via e-mail 


A .Epileptic seizures can be very 
• frightening for both owners and 
their pets. This kind of short-circuit 
within the brain can cause a dog to go 
into convulsions, or a trance, or into 
fits of uncontrolled behavior for peri¬ 
ods of time. 

However, in Sandy's case, hypo¬ 
glycemia is probably not the problem. 
Epilepsy doesn't usually show up in 
dogs until they’re more than a year 
old. Puppies (less than a year old) that 
experience seizures are generally 
diagnosed with hypoglycemia — low 
blood sugar. In these cases, a solution 
of sugar and water helps level out pup¬ 
pies* blood sugar and they recover 
quickly. 

In older dogs, epilepsy can have dif¬ 
ferent causes, so taking your pet to the 
veterinarian is imperative. The vet 
will take a blood sample and urine and 
test for several diseases, inclading liv¬ 
er or kidney disease, trauma, toxins, 
systemic infection, nmiors, hypo¬ 
glycemia (or hyperglycemia) and 
nutritional deficiencies. If a cause is 
found, treating it should eliminate die 
seizures. 

However, if no specific cause is dis¬ 
covered, don’t lose hope. Idiopadiic 
epilepsy can be treated, but not cured, 
wldi medication. Phenobarbital is pre¬ 
scribed most often, but other treat¬ 
ments exist You’ll have to work with 
the vet to get the proper dosage. 

There ore several important actions 
you can take during your dog’s 
seizures. First, stay calm and don’t 
raise your voice. Hold Sandy in a 
blanket to stay warm, but don’t move 
her. Doa’t hold bar aoague; she won’t 
swallow it during the seizure. Sandy

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LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE 

Dmr Savvy Senior, 

My friend has been telling me that I should look into buying 
long-term care insurance so I don't lose everything if1 have logo 
into a nursing home. I want my savings and house to go to my 
kids, not to some nursing home, but I understand long-term care 
insurance is very expensive. Is it better to pay now or pay later? 
Can you tell me what long-term care insurance covers, what it 
costs, if I really need it, apd by the way, what does a nursing 
home charge these days? 1 

) Thanks for your advice. 

Long Term Indecision 

Dear Long Term, 

Good questions! According to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Insurance Commissioners, long-term care insur¬ 
ance is not necessarily for everyone. However, some sta¬ 
tistics indicate that at age 65, a woman has a 52 percent 
chance of spending some time in a nursing home, while a 
man has a 35 percent chance. The bottom line - Insur¬ 
ance is a gamble. You just never know! 

Nursing home cost? Cost these days aan range between 
(WOW) $33,000 to $90,000 per year, depending on the 
state you live in and the facility you go to. However, the 
national average cost is approximately $145 per day 
(almost $53,000 per year). Assisted living ranges any¬ 
where from $50 to $90 per day. 

Long-term care insurance helps pay for: 

*Care in a nursing home. 

•Assisted living services such as meals, health monitor¬ 
ing, and help with daily activities, provided in a special 
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residential setting other than your own home. 

*Help in your home with daily activities like bathing 
and dressing. 

•Community programs, such as adult day care. 

Note: Long-term care insurance is usually not covered 
by employer health insurance nor Medicare or Medigap 
policies in any significant way. (Medicare will pay tor 
short-term, skilled care.) Medicaid does pay for long-term 
care, but you have to use most of your savings or other 
assets before you can receive benefits. 

Should you buy long-term care insurance? Several 
things to consider: 

•Your goals should be to protect your assets, minimile 
dependence on other family members, and control where 
and how you receive long-term care services. 

•Long-term care insurance can be expensive, particu¬ 
larly for older people. 

•Learn as much as you can, and consider your individ¬ 
ual circumstances. 

•Be wary of buying if paying for the premiums means 
lowering your standard of living or giving up other things 
you need. 

•Keep in mind that you will probably be paying premi¬ 
ums for a number of years. 

•Will you still be able to afford the policy if your cir¬ 
cumstances change or if premiums increase? 

•If you would quickly qualify for Medicaid if you 
needed long-term care, a long-term policy would not 
make sense for you. 

How much does it cost? Long-term care insurance is 
expensive. Costs vary widely, based on your age at the 
time you apply and the options you choose. An average 
policy (paying $150 per day for three years of coverage, 
with a 30-day waiting period and 5 percent compound 
inflation protection) could cost a 50-year-old around 
$1,500 a year. The same policy could cost a 60-year-old a 
little over $2,000 and a 70-year-old about $4,500. 

When should you buy? The older you are, the greater 
your chances of one day needing long-term care services. 
Therefore, the older you are at the time you buy long-term 
care insurance, the higher your premiums will be. If you 
buy when you are younger, premiums will be lower. 
However, you will be paying them for a longer period of 
time. 

Savvy Tip: A good time to buy s poltey Is when you're 
between the ages of 50 and 55, before prices skyrocket 
and/or your health declines.

Mental Health Matters 

Editor’s note: The following guest column was provided by 
Mountain Top Mental Health Associates Inc. 

May is Mental Health Month, a national observance 
dedicated to raising awareness about mental health. For 
more than 50 years the National Mental Health Associa¬ 
tion has used the month of May to educate the American 
public about the importance of mental health and the real¬ 
ity of mental illness. 

Mental Health Month 2003 has taken on added impor¬ 
tance in the wake of September 11. It is an opportunity for 
us as advocates, providers, and persons with a mental 
illness to reinforce the significance of mental health in 
people's lives during these troubled tinies - and at all 
times, now more than ever. 

Did yoa know? 

1. More than 54 million Americans have a mental dis¬ 
order in any given year, although fewer than 8 million 
seek treatment (SGRMH, 1999). 

2. Depression and anxiety disorders - the two most 
common mental illnesses - each affect 19 million Ameri¬ 
can adults annually (NIMH, 1999). 

3. Approximately 12 million women in the United 
States experience depression every year, roughly twice the 
rate of men (NIMH, 1999). 

4. One percent of the population (more than 2.5 mil¬ 

lion Americans) has schizophrenia (Schizophrenia Bulle- 
tin, 1998). __ _ 

5. Bipolar disorder, also known as manic-depressive 
illness, affects more than 2 million Americans. 

6. Each year, eating disorders such as anorexia nervosa 
and bulimia nervosa affect millions of Americans, 85-90 
percent of whom are teens and young adult women 
(NMHA, 2000). 

7. About 3.6 percent of U.S. adults ages 18 to 54 (5.2 
million people) have poet traumatic streei disorder during 
the eourse of e given year. Thirty percent of the men and 
women who have spent time in war lones experience post 
traumatic strew disorder (NIMH, 2001). 

8. About 6 percent of adults age 65 and over In a given 
year, or approximately 2 million of the 34 million adults 
in this age group in 1998, have a diagnoeable depressive 
Illness, Depression la not a normal-part of aging (NIMH, 
2001 ). 

9. Attention deficit hyperactivity disorder (ADHD) 
affecta an estimated 4 percent of children and adolescents 
In the U.S, In a six-month period (NIMH, 2001). 

10. Anxiety disorders are the moet common mental 
illnesaee that occur in children and adolescents. Research¬ 
ers estimate the prevalence of any anxiety disorder amoag 
children and adoiescson kdto 11$. k Dfoocet in a 
month period (NIMH, 2001). 

11. Depressive disorders are associated with, an 
creased risk of suicidal behavior. In 1999, suicide was the 


third leading esuse of death in 15- to 24-year-olda, follow¬ 
ing unintentional injuries (# 1 ) and homicide (# 2 ), and the 
fourth leading cause of death among 10 - to 14-year-olds 
(NIMH, 2001). 

12. Depression greatly Increases the risk of developing 
heart disease. People with depression are four times more 
likely to have a heart attack than those with no history of 
depression (NIMH, 1998). 

13. Approximately 15 percent of all adults who have a 
mental illness in any given year also experience a co¬ 
occurring substance abuse disorder, which complicates 
treatment (SGRMH, 1999). 

14. Up to one-half of all visits to primary care physi¬ 
cians are due to conditions that are caused or exacerbated 
by mental or emotional problems (CFHC, 1998). 

Mental illness affects one in five residents in our com¬ 
munity, regardless of race, age, creed, sex, or socioeco¬ 
nomic status. That's a significant number of persons. Dis¬ 
crimination against people of all ages with mental illness 
is due in part to the continuing fear, misconceptions, and 
stigma associated with psychiatric disorders. 

Did yom know that treatment of mental illness is suc¬ 
cessful? 

The fact is that the treatments for mental illness are at 
least as successful as they are for physical illnesses, such 
as heart disease, and recovery is possible. In recent years 
considerable advances have been made in medication and 
psychotherapy treatment for mental illness. The treatment 
success rate for clinical depression is more than 80' per¬ 
cent, and the success rate for managing symptoms of 
schizophrenia is 60 percent. The treatment success rate for 
heart disease is between 41 and 52 percent. 

Early identification and treatment of depressive disor¬ 
ders in young people may play an important role in reduc¬ 
ing or preventing suicidal behavior. 

Treatments that help manage schizophrenia have im¬ 
proved significantly in recent years.

CONSERVATION RESERVE PROGRAM 
SIGN-UP ANNOUNCED 

The Preston County Fann Service Agency (PSA) an¬ 
nounces the 26th sign-up under the Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP). The CRP protects millions of acres of 
American topsoil from erosion and is designed to improve 
the nation's natural resources base. 

Participants voluntarily remove environmentally sensi¬ 
tive land from agricultural production by entering into 
long-term contracts for 10 to IS years. In exchange, par¬ 
ticipants receive annual rental payments and a payment of 
up to SO percent of thd^jusi of establishing conservation 
practices. 

By reducing water runoff and sedimentation, CRP also 
protects groundwater and helps improve the condition of 
lakes, rivers, ponds, and streams. Acreage enrolled in the 
CRP is planted to resource-conserving vegetative covers, 
making the program a major contributor to increases in 
wildlife populations in many parts of the country. 

The CRP general sign-up is being held May 1 through 
May 30, 2003. Producers may sign up at the Preston 
County FSA office. The 2002 Farm Bill authorized 
USDA to maintain up to 39.2 million acres. 

The Farm Service Agency will evaluate and rank eligi¬ 
ble CRP offers using the Environmental Benefits Index 
(EBI) for environmental benefits to be gained from enroll¬ 
ing the land in CRP. Decisions on the EBI cutoff will be 
made after the sign-up period ends and after analyzing the 
EBI numbers of ah the offers. Those who would have met 
previous sign-up EBI thresholds are not guaranteed a con¬ 
tract under this sign-up.

Quality Is the Key to Produce Marketing Saceesa 

Price and quality are synonymous in fruit and vegeta¬ 
ble production. Unfortunately, it is not always easy to 
know what is meant by "high quality," and quality judg¬ 
ment often varies from year to year. Federal grade stan¬ 
dards do not exist for all horticultural crops, and those 
that have them are often not very specific. Often there is 
only one recognized quality grade, U.S. No. 1, which 
means produce of "good average quality." Buyers and 
consumers, however, often have additional criteria by 
which they judge produce quality, including flavor, ripe¬ 
ness, odor, cleanliness, and the presence of insects and 
foreign material. 

Proper disease management, harvest practices 
(including picker instruction and supervision), and post 
harvest handling are critical to marketing success. Cooling 
produce to remove held heat and improve shelf life is es¬ 
pecially important. Treatments to reduce decay may be 
another important consideration. Sorting and washing of 
some fruits and vegetables can also be done to help main¬ 
tain quality and improve appearance. For certain crops 
like small fruits and other delicate produce, sorting and/ 
or washing is not an option.

Perm State Research on Ammonium Sulfate 
The Maryland Nutrient Management Law has directed 
our attention to the phosphorus levels in our soils. Soil 
tests are showing more and more fields with optimum or 
excessive levels of P. Even at that level we generally rec¬ 
ommend a high phosphorus starter fertilizer at com plant- 
aif. Penn State's research compared ammonium sulfate to 
10-30-10, a common com starter fertilizer. They found by 
using ammonium sulfate you can give com an early sea¬ 
son boost without adding more phosphate to the soil. 
Cora seedlings still need phosphorus, but with the ammo¬ 
nium sulfate in the starter com seedling, they get the P 
they need from the soil instead of the extra fertilizer. 100 
pounds of ammonium sulfate will provide 21 pounds of 
nitrogen and 24 pounds of sulftir. 

Costs of Handling Manure 
I think we all would like to believe that we are breaking 
even from the nutrient value and the arts involved in 
handling dairy manure. There is an eye-opening article 
rfr W "Don't Overlook Manure Handling Costs" in the 
April issue of Hoard's Dairyman on the costs related to 
handling heifer manure. The information in the article 
was from a research project at Penn State. On an average, 
the cost to remove, store and spread manure was $0.36 
per heifer per day, which exceeded the $0.29 daily feed 
cost per heifer. The value of the nutrients in the manure 
was $0.01 per heifer per day.

A new spinosad insecticide called Entrust was recently 
and released by Dow AgroSciences. This product 
OMRI certified and has met tire requirements of the

Could a microwave oven ever harm me ? 

No. Microwave radiation only does one thing: It 
makes water molecules rotate. Lots of rapidly rotating 
water molecules inside an object (a chicken, a potato, a 
muffin, etc.) strike other molecules and dissipate a lot of 
heat right at that spot; the object warms up and is 
"cooked" from the inside out. The veib to "nuke" some¬ 
thing in a microwave oven comes from the swiftness of 
the heating. 

Unless you plan to stick your arm or head into a micro- 
wave oven and somehow shut the door, you shouldn't 
worry. The fears some people have that microwaves will 
zap them in some strange way are not supported by any 
shred of scientific evidence - The fears are kept alive only 


by lawyers with nothing better to do. And rotating water 
molecules don't cause diseases, either. 

In the movie Gremlins, one of the critters was killed by 
sticking him inside a microwave oven, where he cooked 
from the inside out, exploded, and messed up the oven, to 
the delight of the audience. Great special effects, but not 
real life. Indeed, one type of animal appears to enjoy a 
mild form of being "cooked." Birds have been known to 
fly around in microwave beams (that transmit phone calls 
from one mountain top to the next) just to experience the 
slight warming effect.

Maryland has received a 
total of $10,585,000 in fed¬ 
eral hmdane from the U.S. 


Security. Of that fending, 
Garrett County will receive 
$36,419, announced U.S. 
Senators Barbara A. Mikul- 
ski and Paul S. Sarbanes (D- 
MD) this week. 

The Fiscal Year 2003 
Omnibus Appropriations 
Bin included a total of $566 
million for aU 50 states for 
homeland security efforts. 
The bill passed Congress in 
February. 

From Maryland's share, 
$7.5 million is slated for 
new equipment for first re¬ 
sponders. Of that amount, 
80 percent must be allocated 
to local communities within 
45 days. Each state was 
responsible for developing 
its own formula for distrib¬ 
uting funds to local jurisdic¬ 
tions. Garrett County re¬ 
ceived the lowest amount of 
flmding, while Baltimore 


City received the highest at 
$906,174. Allegany County 
will receive $78,704. 

Maryland will use tha 
remaining $3 million to 
conduct and evaluate emer¬ 
gency training and exer¬ 
cises, as well as implement 
Maryland's homeland secu¬ 
rity strategy, according to 
Mikulski's office. 

"Making sure our local 
governments have the fends 
they need to keep us safe is 
one of my top priorities," 
said Mikulski. "That's why I 
fought for this federal in¬ 
vestment in hometown se¬ 
curity. Our local govern¬ 
ments and first responders 
shouldn't have to forage for 
funds. I will keep fighting to 
make sure that local budgets 
don't go to red ink when the 
country goes to orange 
alert."

"we went in thinking gloom 
and doom, thinking there 
would be no additional 
revenue. But we found we 
were actually in better shape 
than we thought." 

The commissioners and 
county administrator re¬ 
viewed some of the "high¬ 
lights" of the budget for the 
numerous department heads 
gathered for the announce¬ 
ment at die courthouse. 

Commissioner David 
Beard said some compro¬ 
mises had to be made. "No 
one got everything they 
wanted," he said about the 
various departments' and 
agencies' requests for fend¬ 
ing, "but if s a very workable 
budget." 

Pagenhaidt noted that 
Garrett County was in 
much better fiscal shape 
than many other counties. 
While others are having to 
raise taxes, cut staffing, and 
eliminate projects, Ganett 
will be able to maintain the 
county tax rate, provide a 2 
percent cost-of-living raise 
to county employeea, and 
proceed with capital pro¬ 
jects. 

At the end of FY '02, the 


county had nearly $8.5 mil¬ 
lion in undesignated/uore- 
served or "surplus" fends.

Maryland Guard Award 


The. Maryland National 
Guard has recognized 
{Garrett College president 
Dr. Steve Herman with its 
Adjutant General’s Eagle 
Award for outstanding ser¬ 
vice to the Guard. The 
honor salutes Herman's 
"untiring efforts in playing a 
critically important role in 
helping the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Guard establish solid 
partnerships with the state’s 
public colleges and universi¬ 
ties," Lt. Gen. James F. 
Fretterd, retired adjutant 
general of the Maryland 
National Guard, wrote in a 
certificate that was pre¬ 
sented along with the Eagle 
plaque. 

Three years ago, Herman 
and approximately 30 ad¬ 
ministrators from other 
Maryland colleges made the 
first trip to Estonia spon¬ 
sored by the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Guard. At that time 
the Maryland Estonian 
Educational Consortium 
(MEEC) was organized, 
and Herman was elected as 
its treasurer, a position he 
still holds. The MEEC, 
which has grown to become 
a consortium of 21 Mary¬ 
land institutions and seven 
Estonian institutions of 
higher learning, is now 
based at Garrett College., 

As the owner/oper^tor 
of MSEC, Garrett wiU ; be 
the applicant and recipient 
of grant funding to deepen 
the American/Estonian 
educational relationship. 
An application was made 
recently to the American 
Estonian Embassy in Tal¬ 
linn, and another is planned 
to Northern Europe Initia¬ 
tive, a project of the U.S. 
State Department. "The 
grant binding helps to ex¬ 
tend involvement of Esto¬ 


nian institutions," Herman 
said. "We see Garrett Col¬ 
lege becoming the lead con¬ 
tact for future international 
relationships." 

On his second trip to 
Estonia, Herman and his 
wife, Dr. Gail Herman, 
were able to meet with ad¬ 
ministrators of Estonian 
universities and with pro¬ 
spective students who had 
an interest in attending 
Garrett College. Since that 
time, a total of 13 students 
from Estonia have enrolled 
at the college. 

Herman.was also recog¬ 
nized by the Guard for his 
leadership in helping 
Garrett become the first 
Maryland college to offer 
distance learning through 
the services and facilities of 
the Maryland National 
Guard. Working with Col. 
Milton Davis (ret.), then the 
educational officer of the 
Maryland National Guard, 
Herman supported the 
Guard’s activities and 
played a lead role in estab¬ 
lishing the college’s south¬ 
ern campus at the Oakland 
Armory.

Then they destroyed the 
switching machinery for 
"helper" engines. Since they 
were at the top of the 17- 
mile grade, their intention 
was to cut a locomotive 
loose to run away down the 
mountain and wreck or 
crash into a train coming up 
the grade. However, they 
mistakenly set it forward, 
toward Oakland, instead of 
ICYCEC. The engine ran out 
of steam before it arrived at 
the burned out 88th Bridge. 

Oakland suffered a Con¬ 
federate raid on April 26, 
1863, also by a group of 
McNeill’s Rangers These 
soldiers, commanded by 
Col. A.W. Harman, rode 
into Oakland at 11 a.m. and 
surprised the local garrison, 
which was Company "O" of 
the 6th West Virginia, un¬ 
der Capt. Goodwin of King- 
wood. The 57 soldiers and 2 
officers were rounded up 
with only one warning can- 
•on shot, which was fired 
past the hotel. It has been 
said that the takeover was 
so uneventful that Sunday 
church services were not 
interrupted The destruction 
of Fort Alice and the 8Sdy 
Bridge also occurred on 
April 26, 1863, when ft 
group of McNeill’s Rangers 
rode west along the Yough- 
iogheny, disarmed the small 
garrison at Fort Alice, and 
burned the railroad bridge 
to stop supplies to the gov¬ 
ernment forces. 

"A marker will also be 
placed at the Visitors Center 
in McHenry, making it a 
Gateway to Garrett Coun¬ 
ty's Civil War Heritage," 
Ross concluded.

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They Met It... 

A couple months ago, following a private meeting 
with Garrett County school superintendent Dr. 
Wendell Teets, we issued a challenge in this colunm 
to the Garrett County commissioners. Dr. Teets in¬ 
formed us that his agency was facing at least a $1 
million shortfall in state-allocated funds, and he was 
therefore greatly concerned about how he and his 
staff were going to make ends meet next year. We 
laid the problem at the feet of the commissioners 
because there was simply no place else Vo put it. Ei¬ 
ther they were going to have to come up with the 
lost monies, or the board of education was going to 
have to make some drastic cuts in programs, sup¬ 
plies, and probably personnel. 

We pointed out our opinion that, while there are 
many agencies, departments, and programs that are 
important and must be funded, the quality of educa¬ 
tion provided to our young people has to be right at 
the top of the importance list, or at least among the 
top three. We also noted the difficulty in funding ed¬ 
ucation, as it is the smgle most expensive "item" in 
the county budget. 

We are thrilled to report today that the commis¬ 
sioners not only accepted the challenge, but they 
have met it, by funding 99.99758% of what was re¬ 
quested by Dr. Teets and the board. 

The same is true for just about every agency on 
the list, with well over 90% of every request funded. 
Even the Garrett County Arts Council, which has 
received 50% of its request of $10,000 the past two 
years, was awarded 100% of that request this year. 

There are many reasons why Garrett County is 
doing so well fiscally while so much of the rest of the 
state — and nation, for that matter — is struggling so. 
We want to note what we believe are the top three. 

First of all, it's no secret that the flow of money 
into county coffers is greatly enhanced by the devel¬ 
opment and sale of properties at and near Deep 
Creek Lake, and we have written about this many 
rimes before. The commissioners have been able to 
maintain the tax rate because the assessable base 
continues to increase, i 

Secondly, we once kgain compliment the sound 
fiscal management tltet continues to be demon¬ 
strated by the commissioners and by county admin¬ 
istrator Monty Pagenhardt. Even with one new com¬ 
missioner (Dave Beard), there are now quite a few 
years of experience among Pagenhardt and Commis¬ 
sioners Gregg and Holliday, and it's obvious that the 
experience factor is really paying off. 

Thirdly, according to Pagenhardt, Garrett County 
and its various agencies continue to have a lot of 
success in obtaining various grant monies that are 
still availablq^jlespite the economic woes at the state 
and federal level. And the primary reason for that ' 
success is the work ethic and reputation of our 
county. We are evidently known as a county that 
uses grant money efficiently and exactly the way it is 
supposed to be used, and we have a long track re¬ 
cord of getting.jffic oewjreq. results. This is truly a„.

I am a Garrett County 
native currently working as 
a network administrator for 
a software development 
company outside Baltimore. 

Since graduation from a 
technical school in March 
2000, I have actively pur¬ 
sued employment in the 
Garrett County area, but to 
no avail. Since receiving my 
degree three years ago, I 
have kept up with the 
changes in tecnnology and 
have continued my educa¬ 
tion; most recently I became 
a Microsoft certified sys¬ 
tems engineer. 

Up to this point I have 
applied to numerous jobs in 
Garrett County and inter¬ 
viewed for several of the 
positions. However, with 
each job 1 have been turned 
down for various reasons. 
One company explained 
that I was "over-qualified" 
for the position. 

After going through a 
daunting application and 
latanoL-jimGCtt-Jot 


$4,192 per year or $349 per 
month. 

Now, let's see what an 
applicant for one of these 
homes can exfiect to tarn 
from his 40-hour per week 
job in town. By raising the 
federal minimum wage of 
$5.15 per hour (since 1997) 
by approximately 10% to 
adjust for the employee's 
experience, 1 come up with 
around $5.67 per hour. In a 
2,080-hour year (52 weeks 
of 40 hours), the employee 
would earn $11,794 gross. 
As we know, we don't get to 
keep 100% of the gross, due 
to federal and state tax, un¬ 
employment insurance, and 
other withholdings.

That's $10,378 in net eam- 
mgs. 

The percentage of 
$10,378 taken by $4,192 is 
just north of 40%. 

As referred to the Homes 
and Communities Renter's 
Kit in the U.S. Housing and 
Urban Development 
agency's Web site (http:// 
www.hud.gov/renting/ 
index.cfm), housing costs 
should take no more than 
30% of one's net earnings.

(perhaps in the Communiiv 
Action agency) to work 
with employers and land¬ 
lords to ensure that working 
tenants' rent and earnings 
formula fall within the 30% 
guidelines described above. 

in a meeting -with the 
commissioners m Septem¬ 
ber 2001, 1 proposed a 
"living wage ordinance" to 
affect only those employers 
contracting with Garrett 
County. My proposal was 
met with stiff opposition. 
Although living wage ordi¬ 
nances are in effect in the 
city of Baltimore, Mont¬ 
gomery County and, soon, 
Prince George's County 
(where even the Chamber of 
Commerce supports the 
measure), due to the rela¬ 
tively small number of peo¬ 
ple renting in Garrett 
County, I now believe a 
targeted case-by-case volun¬ 
tary review of renters' ability 
to keep within the 30% 
guidelines will help renters 
claim their fair share of their 
earnings which are destined 
for food, insurance, cloth¬ 
ing, and entertainment pur¬ 
chases within Qarrett 
County as well as earnings 
earmarked for savings.

Road's (U.S. Route 40) rec¬ 
ognition as a National Sce¬ 
nic Byway came an initial 
$232,000 federal transporta¬ 
tion grant (free taxpayers' 
money, applied for by the 
local Garrett County Jack 
Caruthers] National Road 
Committee). The Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
(Mike Gregory of Savage 
River State Forest) stated 
that the designation gives 
them (the state) access to 
tap public funds in order to 
develop history of the area 
(locally referred to as Chip- 
monk Park), which is re¬ 
lated to the Historic Na¬ 
tional Road. About 
$160,000 of the taxpayer 
"free-grant funds" will be 
used for walking trails 
(sidewalks circling all 
around Penn Alps' privately 
owned Spruce Forest Arti¬ 
san Village and the small 
publicly owned state park), 
new restrooms, and other 
improvements within the 
approximate five-acre 
boundary of the Casselman 
River Bridge State Park and 
its adjacent "gravity feed" 
sewerage plant facilities. 

Penn Alps (Committee 
chairwoman Trish Morgan) 
stated that $40,000 of the 
free grant money will be 
expended to draw up a pro¬ 
posed expansion plan for 
the use of its corporately 
owned Stanton Mill, which 
was built in 1797 and pro¬ 
duced grain for human con¬ 
sumption until the 1990s. 
Complete restoration of the 
privately owned mill is pro¬ 
jected to cost between 
$750,000 to $1 million (if no 
cost overruns). Penn Alps 
further stated that the facil¬ 
ity can serve as a National 
Road historic touristn visi¬ 
tor center, providing the 
tourist public "a gateway to 
Grantsville and a gateway 
to Garrett County."

I find it ac¬ 
tually very easy to support 
them but not the mission, 
when our leaders are reck¬ 
less, impatient, and not at 
all dear about why this war 
at this time.

I do not like it when our 
leaders _ use our troops to 
bully and intimidate - our 
migl does not make war 
n, it. We need to work to 
ducate ourselves and our 
leaders about the impor¬ 


tance and necessity of diplo¬ 
macy. We need to be open- 
minded in dealing with the 
rest of the world - and not 
allow ourselves to ba led by 
folks who use comments 
and slogans that deride and 
diminish old and valued 
friends who deserve to see 
the world from their own 
point of view. We need 
well-thought-out policies 
with careful words and 
phrases that reflect our val¬ 
ues. We will not win the 
hearts and minds of others 
by acting as enforcers and 
exploiters. We need to reas¬ 
sure the world that we can 
be a nation of wealth; rich 
and generous, strong and 
caring, patient and accept¬ 
ing. We need to safeguard 
our democracy as we offer it 
to others. 

1 think it is our duty to 
use our right to speak out in 
order to honor those who 
have fought and died for 
this right. It is imperative 
that we inform our leaders 
when we disagree with 
them. We have elected 
them to govern us scco.Jing 
to our wishes, and so we 
must speak and march and 
vote for all of us. This does 
not mean we are against our 
country. We are being re¬ 
sponsible to our government 
- in a democracy the peoole 
are the government. The 
leaders of any administra¬ 
tion work for us, and so it is 
our duty to ensure that our 
troop* are used correctly.
